There  are  15,738  voters  in  Lynn  who 
are  eligible  to  express  their  opinion  at 
the  polls,  this  month. 


Draper  may  be  cut  somewhat  in  Lynn 
this  year.  It  would  not  be  surprising. 
Last  year  he  secured  5616  to  Vahey's 
4572. 


The 
town  has  the  "advantage"  at  present 
of  no  train  on  the  B.  &  M.  railroad, 
either  out  or  in  on  Sunday. 

Aeroplanes  will  be  popular  about  Chat- 
ham street,  where  the  railroad  grade 
is  being  changed,  if  the  houses  continue 
to  go  into  the  air. 


The  wretched  condition  of  Lynn's 
streets  is  receiving  the  attention  of 
Mayor  Rich  none  too  soon.  The  invest- 
igations by  the  mayor  which  resulted 
from  the  many  complaints  in  different 
sections  of  the  city  proved  conclusively 
to  his  mind  that  the  Board  of  public- 
works  needed  supervision  and  he  be- 
lieves that  no  large  improvements  should 
be  undertaken  until  the  much  needed  re- 
pairs are  looked  after. 


It  was  a  wise  decision  upon  the  part  of 
Representative  Dorman  not  to  be  an 
independent  candidate  for  the  legisla- 
ture. It  pays  to  be  regular  in  politics, 
and  as  Mr.  Dorman  is  a  young  man  he 
will  be  recompensed  for  his  good  judg- 
ment in  not  now  running  for  the  general 
court,  although  it  is  doubtless  true  that 
votes  of  Democrats  in  a  Republican 
caucus  settled  his  fate. 


It  does  not  seem  much  diffen-nt. 
really,  if  Lynn  is  located  on  the  line  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford railroad.  We  hope  to  see  such  a 
physical  change  that  we  will  know  some- 
thing has  happened. 


Governor  Draper  has  been  fussy  about 
attending  this  and  that  function,  being 
careful  not  to  "lend  the  name  of  the 
state"  to  that  which  was  not  altogether 
correct.  And  yet  he  goes  to  the  Brock- 
ton fair,  a  sordid,  hard-fisted  private 
money-making  affair  not  recognized  by 
the  agricultural  societies.  It  is  no  more 
nor  less  than  a  circus  and  for  the  gover- 
nor to  attend  the  exhibition  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity  reflects  on  his  astuteness. 


The  Councillor  Contest. 

It  was  certainly  an  old-fashioned  po- 
litical convention  held  in  this  city  last 
month  when  Mr.  Gove  of  Salem  was 
nominated  for  councillor.  The  ethics 
were  cast  to  the  winds  and  the  old  time 
machine  element  had  its  way.  Mr. 
Frothingham  should  have  been  accorded 
the  nomination  in  all  reason  and  fairness 
when  ability  and  locality  are  considered. 
When  it  is  taken  into  account  that 
Haverhill  has  not  had  a  member  of  the 
governor's  council  for  eighteen  years, 
and  that  the  present  councillor  comes 
from  this  neighborhood,  it  was  rubbing 
it  in  with  much  force  for  Salem  to  come 
forward  with  a  candidate  and  secure  the 
nomination.  For  many  years  Mr.  Gove 
has  been  endeavoring  to  be  elected  sen- 
ator from  the  Salem  district  without 
success,  and  Salem  politicians,  anxious 
to  be  rid  of  him  for  that  office,  were  very 
much  in  evidence,  pushing  him  ahead 
for  councillor.  Mr.  Gove,  in  a  working 
political  office,  is  impossible,  entirely 
out  of  place,  and  if  the  councillor  dis- 
trict, with  him  as  representative,  wants 
any  special  business  attended  to,  it  will 
have  to  look  elsewhere  for  assistance. 
The  councillor  convention  was  a  strong 
argument  for  direct  nominations,  and 
nobody  believes  but  that  Mr.  Frothing- 
ham would  have  been  successful  had  tin- 
nomination  been  decided  upon  its  merits 
and  not  for  other  reasons  too  obvious  to 
here  refer  to.  If  Haverhill  does  not 
"even  it  up"  with  Lynn  and  Salem  for 
having  acted  as  they  did  on  the  council- 
lor question  we  shall  miss  our  guess.

Gov.  Draper  may  lose  some  votes  here 
ami  there  for  his  veto  of  the  so-called 
"eight  hour  law"  and  he  will  gain  some. 
As  the  Governor  points  out  in  an  open 
letter  to  the  State  Branch  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  the  eight  hour 
principle  for  state  and  public  employees 
was  already  well  established  by  the  law 
of  1906.  The  principal  changes  provid- 
ed by  the  proposed  statute  of  19l9  would 
have  prevented  such  employees  from 
being  "required  or  permitted"  to  work 
more  than  eight  hours,  instead  of  "re- 
quested or  required, "  as  under  the  ex- 
isting law.  This  looks  like  a  needless 
change.  Further  the  new  law  proposed 
to  increase  the  penalty  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $1000,  or  imprisonment  for  six 
months,  or  both.  Everyone  must  feel 
sympathetic  with  the  desire  of  the  work- 
ingman  for  more  leisure.  But  while  the 
great  majority  of  our  citizens,  farmers, 
mechanics,  and  business  men,  have  to 
work  nine  or  ten  hours  or  often  more, 
they  will  feel  that  sufficient  steps  have 
already  been  taken  to  assure  a  shorter 
day  to  public  employees,  who  have  the 
reputation  of  not  being  overworked. 
Under  such  circumstances,  the  tax  pay- 
er is  not  likely  to  feel  it  needful  that 
employers  of  labor  shall  be  exposed  to 
the  risk  of  drastic  punishment  for  tech- 
nical and  unknowing  violations.

He  was  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Com- 
mon Council  in  1890, 1891  and  1892,  serv- 
ing the  last  two  years  as  president  of 
that  body.  During  his  three  years'  ser- 
vice there  he  was  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittees on  finance  and  education.  He 
was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature in  1893,  1894  and  1895,  and  was 
House  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
election  laws  and  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee on  rapid  transit  and  leaves  of 
absence.  After  remaining  out  of  poli- 
tics five  years  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  school  board  in  1900.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Oxford  Club,  Lynn,  and 
University  Club,  Boston.  He  is  a  resi- 
dent of  Ward  4.

Children  and  Motor  Cars 

The  settlement  of  the  Norman  White 
automobile  case  out  of  court  was  un- 
doubtedly the  best  ending  of  a  bad  busi- 
ness. In  all  such  cases  as  this  popular 
sympathy  invariably  goes  to  the  injured 
child  or  his  family  and  it  is  frequently 
true  that  there  is  much  recklessness  on 
the  part  of  chauffeurs.  Nevertheless,  in 
a  great  many  instances,  the  children 
are  wholly  to  blame.  They  will  stand 
in  the  middle  of  much  travelled  thor- 
oughfares and  lay  sticks,  caps,  or  base 
ball  bats  beneath  the  wheels  which  are 
apt  at  any  time  to  be  thrown  against 
them.  A  great  many  times  they  will 
dodge  back  beneath  the  wheels  of  some 
other  car.  A  few  days  ago  in  Boston  a 
youth  'dared'  an  automobile  in  the 
middle  of  the  street,  preparing  to  jump 
aside  at  the  critical  moment;  the  cha'f- 
feur  tried  to  bring  his  car  to  a  halt, 
fearing  to  turn  lest  the  boy  jump  the 
wrong  way.  In  the  muddy  road  the  car 
skidded  and  the  rear  wheels  flying 
around  knocked  the  lad  about  a  dozen 
feet  injuring  him  severely.  In  a  very 
few  days  the  parents  brought  suit  and 
once  more  "the  careless  attitude  of 
motorists"  was  decried.  The  trouble 
lies  more  than  half  with  the  children  in 
these  cases  as  well  as  in  street  car  acci- 
dents. We  note  with  pleasure  that  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad  wrote  circu- 
lar letters  to  the  Boston  schools  and 
also  did  extensive  advertising  in  an  at- 
tempt to  stop  the  practice  of  stealing 
rides  on  cars,  jumping  on  and  off  by 
children  while  the  car  was  in  motion, 
and  other  criminally  dangerous  pranks. 
Parents  as  well  as  teachers  should  warn 
their  children  constantly  against  the 
silly  habit  of  fooling  with  motor  vehi- 
cles or  street  cars,  a  practice  invariably 
attended  with  fatal  results.

Instead  of  employing  hundreds  of  men 
with  picks  to  dig  up  streets  for  the  pur- 
pose of  resurfacing  them  the  city  of 
Cincinnati  now  uses  a  15,000  pound  rake, 
which  enjoys  the  gentle  name  of  go- 
devil.  When  dragged  along  by  a  steam 
roller  it  does  the  work  of  the  laborers 
with  their  picks  in  about  one-fifth  of 
the  time  and  50  per  cent  better.  The 
big  steel  teeth  dig  into  the  street  six 
inches  deep  and  three  feet  wide  and 
travel  about  twenty-five  feet  a  minute. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  machine  saves 
the  work  of  hundreds  of  laborers  and 
pays  for  itself  in  every  two  days'  work.

Los  Angeles,  with  more  oiled 
roads  than  any  other  city  in  America, 
has  decided  to  abandon  the  experiment 
of  natural  soil  oiled  roadway  as  expen- 
sive and  unsatisfactory.  After  a  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  conditions  the 
road  inspector  has  reported  that  the 
oiled  roadway  is  extravagant  and  waste- 
ful and  does  not  serve  the  purpose  in- 
tended. Other  cities  throughout  the 
country  that  have  taken  more  or  less 
kindly  to  the  use  of  oil  for  roadways 
will  be  interested  to  discover  something 
that  will  take  its  place.  The  city  au- 
thorities have  decided  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  oil  on  the  streets  within  two 
miles  of  the  business  centre  of  the  city 
and  to  improve  those  streets  under  new 
specifications.  The  idea  is  to  provide  a 
pavement  that  will  be  as  lasting  yet  not 
so  expensive  as  asphalt.  What  this 
will  be  has  not  been  determined.  Ex- 
periments have  shown  that,  while  oil 
keeps  down  the  dust,  the  petroleum  soon 
evaporates  and  the  residums  have  no 
binding  power  such  as  is  necessary  to 
secure  permanent  results  commensurate 
with  the  cost.  One  of  the  big  problems 
facing  every  city  is  the  discovery  of 
some  kind  of  material  for  road  building 
that  will  withstand  automobile  traffic 
and  still  be  capable  of  being  built  at 
reasonable  cost.

It  is  claimed  that  one  cannot  wash  the 
unsanitary  conditions  of  a  country  barn 
out  of  milk  by  having  cleanliness  at  the 
point  of  re-bottling,  and  this  is  a  point 
for  Lynn  people  to  bear  in  mind,  more 
especially  at  this  time  of  year  when  ty- 
phoid fever  is  most  likely  to  prevail.  A 
community  should  be  fully  as  careful 
about  its  milk  supply  as  its  water.  The 
certified  milk  from  Oaklandvale  Farm, 
Saugus,  is  securing  a  stronger  foothold 
in  Lynn  every  month  by  reason  of  its 
absolute  cleanliness  and  purity.

practical  to  go  ahead.  The  cost  of  the 
whole  reclamation  work  would  be  at 
least  $5,000,000,  and  it  is  figured  by  the 
city  that  with  the  14,000,00  J  square  feet 
of  land  secured  at  one  dollar  a  foot  the 
amount  could  soon  be  recovered.  The 
idea  would  be  to  raise  the  money  by 
special  bond  issue  if  the  Legislature 
would  give  its  countenance  to  such  a 
plan.  President  George  E.  Smith  of 
the  harbor  and  land  commissioners, 
when  interviewed,  said  that  he  could 
not  give  his  opinion  upon  the  feasibility 
of  the  project  until  he  had  seen  and 
studied  the  plans.  He  does  not  think 
that  the  docks  would  attract  many 
ocean  liners  because  of  the  good  harbor 
and  docking  facilities  of  Boston  being 
so  near,  but  that  if  the  city  is  sure  of 
being  able  to  attract  manufacturers 
to  buy  the  reclaimed  land,  it  looks  like 
a  good  plan.  Members  of  the  board  of 
trade  feel  confident  that  the  land  can  be 
sold  and  Lynn's  industry  be  much 
enhanced.

School  Graduation  Expense 

It  is  the  opinion  of  a  gentleman  well 
versed  in  school  matters  that  to  abolish 
graduations  altogether,  or  to  hold  grad- 
uations in  class-rooms,  would  be  a  serious 
error.  The  slight  decrease  in  expense 
to  parents  would  be  more  than  offset  in 
the  loss  of  certain  highly  desirable  re- 
sults attendant  upon  a  public  gradua- 
tion. 

"A  school  diploma,  representing  as  it 
does  from  three  to  eight  years  of  work 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  should  be  award- 
ed with  appropriate  ceremony  and  dig- 
nity. Graduation  represents  an  event  in 
a  child's  life  to  be  always  remembered. 
Its  significance  is  such  that  I  question  if 
a  school  board  has  a  right  to  deprive  the 
pupil  of  so  hard-earned  an  honor.  Con- 
stant effort  is  made  to  make  the  cost  of 
graduations  so  small  that  they  will  not 
embarass  the  smallest  purses. 

"Gifts  other  than  flowers  are  not  per- 
mitted at  graduations  and  there  is  a 
growing  disposition  among  the  masters 
not  to  allow  the  presentation  of  even 
flowers,  a  rule  now  in  force  in  many 
schools  and  encouraged  by  the  School 
Board. 

"Simplicity  of  dress  is  also  urged,  and 
yearly  graduation  gowns  are  becoming 
less  and  less  expensive.  To  cite  one 
case,  in  a  certain  school  last  year,  the 
class  consisted  of  36.  Of  this  number 
14  wore  $1.00  dresses,  four  $2. 00  dresses 
and  13  dresses  which  were  left  over  from 
the  previous  summer. 

"Any  movement  to  make  graduations 
simple  and  inexpensive  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended,  but  to  do  away  with 
the  closing  ceremonies  entirely  would 
end  one  of  the  greatest  incentive  schol- 
ars now  have  to  finish  their  courses.

Lynn  has  an  estimated  population  of 
over  86,000,  according  to  the  report  of 
Dr  Frank  E.  Stone  of  the  board  of 
health,  while  the  assessors  figure  the 
population  at  over  88,000. 


The  councillorship  election  resulted  as 
anticipated,  with  a  man  elected  who  has 
no  fitness  whatever  for  the  job,  although 
it  is  so  largely  ornamental  When 
Salem  wants  to  kill  a  would-be  Senator 
her  politicians  saddle  him  on  the  coun- 
cillor district. 


In  Ward  7  they  probably  had  an  idea 
that  Seal's  would  be  an  easy  candidate 
for  Mayor  Rich  to  defeat  because  they 
carried  the  ward  for  Sears  as  against 
Mr.  Newhall.  This  is  the  only  Ward  jn 
Lynn  where  Mr.  Newhall  did  not  get  a 
plurality  of  the  votes.  The  Republican 
caucus  was  packed  with  Democrats  who 
voted  solidly  for  Sears  because  they 
wanted  it  easy  for  Mayor  Rich  tn  1  c 
re-elected.  This  packing  of  R 
lican  caucuses  with  Democrats  s  ><  m  <  t  > 
go  on  in  spite  of  the  law  govt  i  nirg  tin- 
primaries.'

John  B.  Newhall  possesses  the  re- 
quisite qualities  to  make  a  desirable  ex- 
ecutive officer  for  a  corporation  like 
Lynn,  doing  an  annual  business  of  $2,- 
000,000  or  more.  Mr.  Newhall  is  dem- 
ocratic in  his  ideas  and  tastes  and  his 
experience  in  public  office  would  well 
serve  him  in  the  mayorality. 

Ability,  breadth  of  mind,  liberality  of 
thought  and  a  university  education, 
with  experience  in  financial  matters, 
gives  Mr.  Newhall  an  equipment  which 
is  exceedingly  valuable  at  this  juncture 
to  the  city  of  Lynn. 

Men  of  all  parties  are  appealed  to  in 
the  interest  of  Mr.  Newhall  because  he' 
would  not  be  a  narrow  partisan  in  the 
office  of  mayor.

The  new  charter  proposed  for  Lynn 
will  bring  about  many  radical  changes 
in  the  city  government.  The  charter 
proposes  to  abolish  the  aldermen, 
council  and  public  works  board.  Legis- 
lative powers  are  to  be  vested  in  a  muni- 
cipal council  consisting  of  five  adminis- 
trative heads.  The  mayor  will  also  be 
known  as  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety  and  the  other  council  officers  will 
be  commissioners  of  finance,  streets 
and  highways,  water  works  and  public 
property.  Each  commissioner  will  be 
the  sole  administrative  head  of  his  par- 
ticular department,  and  he  will  have  the 
sole  power  of  appointment  and  removal. 
Party  designations  would  be  abolished, 
resulting  in  non-partisan  elections. 
Officers  would  be  elected  at  large  and 
at  preliminary  elections  names  could  be 
placed  on  the  ballot  by  the  filing  of  a 
petition  bearing  the  signatures  of  25 
voters.  The  two  candidates  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  each 
office  at  the  preliminary  election  would 
be  the  candidates  at  the  annual  election. 
A  commissioner  before  making  appoint- 
ments must  advertise  the  vacancy  in  the 
daily  papers  and  candidates  must  apply 
in  writing.

His  little,  nameless,  unremembered  acts 
Of  kindness  and  of  love." 

One  of  the  greatest  evils  in  connection 
with  automobiling  is  the  lack  of  uni- 
formity of  horns.  The  variety  of 
signals  to  passers-by  is  misleading  and 
dangerous  and  there  should  be  a  law 
for  uniformity  of  motor  horns.  There 
are  some  "knowing"  motorists,  those 
who  wish  to  attract  attention  to  them- 
selves, who  have  peculiar  sounding 
horns,  which  they  undoubtedly  think 
indicates  smartness,  but  the  lack  of 
uniformity  in  these  signals  simply 
means  a  loss  of  life  and  the  sooner  our 
laws  makers  have  this  matter  corrected 
the  more  protection  will  be  given  the 
public.  It  is  especially  dangerous  for 
elderly  people  who  run  up  against  this 
medley  of  noises.

There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that 
there  is  in  Lynn  a  vast  amount  more  li- 
cense sentiment  in  the  air  now  than  there 
has  been  at  any  time  since  the  no-license 
league  began  its  strenuous  activity,  and 
this  is  admitted  by  many  honest  no- 
license  people. 

On  the  whole,  the  no-license  vote  is 
composed  mainly  of  two  elements,  the 
genuine,  sincere,  conscientious  no-li- 
cense man,  who  believes  in  it,  because 
he  thinksit  is  thebestfor  the  ccrrmu- 
nity  and  for  the  benefit  of  his  fellow 
man.  The  other  class  of  voters  con- 
sists of  the  insincere  or  the  so  called 
"spite  voting"  element. 

There  is,  of  course,  in  this  and  every 
community,  a  vicious  spite  vote,  indi- 
viduals with  personal  grievances  that 
they  have  aired  on  the  street  corners 
and  elsewhere.  For  a  time  the  work  of 
this  element  fell  on  fertile  soil,  and  had 
its  effect  on  the  license  question  but 
these  off-told  magnified  and  exagger- 
ated stories  have  been  overworked,  and 
today  the  motive  of  this  class  of  indi- 
viduals is  apparent  to  the  disinterested 
voters,  as  persons  with  personal  axes  to 
grind,  and  with  a  no-license  sentiment 
based,  not,  upon  the  good  of  the  com- 
munity or  the  desire  to  rid  the  city  of 
liquor,  but  on  a  basis  of  jealousy  or  re- 
venge for  this  or  that  cause,  real  or  im- 
aginary. 

This  is  the  element  that  has  sought 
financial  interest  in  the  liquor  business, 
either  directly  or  indirectly.  It  is  this 
same  element  that  is  rapidly  losing  its 
force  and  effect  in  the  voting  commu- 
nity. It  is  not  claimed  that  the  no-li- 
cense league  affiliates  with  this  class. 

There  are  many  genuinely  no-license 
people,  who  expected  that  drunkeness 
and  the  liquor  traffic  would  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum. 

The  no-license  people  point  to  the 
fact  that  in  16  months  of  no-license, 
there  were  only  2219  'drunks"  as  com- 
pared with  5454  "drunks"  under  license. 

Just  why  there  should  be  2279  drunks 
under  conditions  that  were  promised  by 
the  league,  has  certainly  raised  the 
question  as  to  the  high  degree  of  suc- 
cess of  the  no-license  cause,  not  taking 
into  consideration  the  number  of  "Lynn 
drunks"  arrested  in  Boston,  Chelsea 
and  Salem,  which  total  would  probably 
equal  or  exceed  the  original  figure  in 
Lynn  under  license  and  not  to  mention 
the  number  of  drunks  in  Lynn  not  ar- 
rested. 


These  same  well  meaning  no-license 
people  see  inter-state  express  offices 
and  delivery  teams  flourishing  and  in- 
creasing, with  Judge  Lummus  inter- 
preting the  law  in  their  favor,  and  in 
the  poorer  quarters  of  the  city  and  es- 
pecially among  the  foreign  element, 
deliberate  attempt  to  engage  in  the  il- 
legal sale  of  liquor,  where  heretofore 
they  have  been  engaged  in  other  call- 
ings, and  all  this  notwithstanding  per- 
sistent and  frequent  raiding  by  police 
and  spotters  employed  by  the  league. 

The  master  hand  of  Mr.  Ward  is  miss- 
ing from  the  management  of  the  no- 
license  campaign.  He  had  no  personal 
grievances  to  revenge,  because  of  pre- 
vious personal  political  struggles  or 
otherwise.  The  organization  was  not 
allowed  to  be  used  as  a  weapon  or  ma- 
chine by  any  one  previously  mixed  up  in 
partisan  politics  for  their  own  purposes. 
"No-License"  was  the  only  platform  he 
would  stand  for.  He  was  a  real  leader 
and  steered  the  no-license  ship  clear  of 
the  personal  rows,  ambitions  and  griev- 
ances of  her  own  crew,  hence  his  great 
success.  His  aim  was  to  keep  the 
league  out  of  the  hands  of  politicians  or 
their  interests. 

Developments  in  the  league  of  late 
have  not  been  of  the  kind  to  retard  the 
tide  of  this  rapidly  growing  license  sen- 
timent. 

The  league,  however,  claims  that  with 
the  importation  of  agitators  on  this  sub- 
ject from  other  cities,  that  they  will 
overcome  any  disposition  of  the  voters 
of  Lynn,  to  go  back  to  the  "yes"  col- 
umn, and  that  with  the  campaign  they 
intend  to  wind  up  with,  to  carry  Lynn 
"No"  by  a  larger  majority  than  two 
years  ago.

With  typhoid  fever  prevalent  in  no 
small  degree  in  Lynn  and  vicinity  re- 
newed attention  is  called  to  the  advis- 
ability of  watching  the  milk  supply.  No 
one  thing  is  more  important  for  the 
public  health.  When  you  get  milk  from 
Oaklandvale  farm  it  is  evidence  that  it 
is  absolutely  pure.  Coming  from  one 
farm  its  purity  and  cleanliness  is  more 
clearly  established  than  the  milk  supply 
coming  from  fifty  or  more  farms. 

The  abolishment  of  football  at  the 
Lynn  High  School  is  not  much  of  a  blow 
after  all.  For  some  years  past  the 
strenuous  game  has  been  very  little  in 
evidence  in  the  Lynn  High  School.  In 
Waltham,  Newton,  Somerville,  and 
Brookline  however,  8,000  people  often 
turn  out  to  witness  the  high  school  com- 
petitions.

It  is  diffi- 
cult to  sum  up  in  words  all  that  was 
lovely  and  of  good  report  in  the  life  of 
this  noble  woman,  so  broad-minded  and 
unselfish,  so  generous,  so  quick  to  re- 
spond to  every  claim  of  love  and  duty. 
No  one  ever  heard  a  harsh  judgment 
from  her  lips;  pity  dwelt  in  her  tender 
heart,  divine  charity  was  the  key-note 
of  her  character. 

'"Tis  hard  to  take  the  burden  up  when  these  have 

laid  ii  down, 

I  lightened   every  joy  of  life,  they  softened 

every  frown. 
But  oh,  'tis  good  to  think  of  them  when  we  are 

troubled  sore;

The  development  of  Lynn  Harbor,  if 
carried  out  as  proposed,  will  reclaim  311 
acres  of  land  for  the  city,  provide  for 
deep  channels  to  the  ocean,  one  close  to 
the  Nahant  peninsula,  and  another 
along  the  Saugus  river  channel.

715,165  it  is  small  when  one  considers 
the  incalculable  benefit  it  will  be  for  the 
city.

In  Italy,  instead  of  the  Christmas  tree 
you  will  find  (especially  in  Florence),  a 
straw  basket  made  to  hold  gifts,  deco- 
rated with  green  things,  arranged  in 
the  form  of  a  tree.  The  commonest 
gift  to  children  is  a  plaster  toy  repre- 
senting the  nativity.

The  New  Charter 

There  is  plenty  of  room  for  amend- 
ment of  the  present  city  charter  of 
Lynn,  but  when  it  is  amended  we  want 
a  better  charter  than  the  one  we  now 
have.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  people 
of  Lynn  will  not  be  stampeded  into  en- 
dorsing the  plan  of  municipal  adminis- 
tration that  has  been  formulated  until 
that  document  has  been  pretty  thor- 
oughly considered  and  digested. 

An  even  hasty  perusal  of  it  reveals 
some  pretty  startling  features. 

For  instance,  the  so  called  commis- 
sioner of  finance  holds  in  the  hollow  of 
his  hand  the  whole  machinery  of  valua- 
tion of  property  for  taxing  purposes 
and  of  levying  and  collecting  taxes  and 
keeping  public  accounts.  He  appoints 
and  removes  assessors,  assistant  assess- 
ors, collector  of  taxes,  treasurer,  and 
auditor.  To  make  his  measure  of  pat- 
ronage complete  he  has  also  among  his 
perquisites  the  appointment  of  a  city 
clerk,  although  it  is  hard  to  see  just 
what  that  official  has  to  do  with  the  du- 
ties of  commissioner  of  finance. 

That  man  of  power  appoints  also  the 
sinking  fund  commissioners.  Through 
his  subordinates,  the  assessors,  he  can, 
if  he  chooses,  and  happens  to  be  a  tax 
reformer  of  the  perfervid  type,  kite  the 
valuation  of  personal  property  to  the 
point  of  confiscation  unless  owners  re- 
sort to  the  courts.  He  can  on  the  other 
hand  if  his  bent  is  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion keep  such  valuations  down  to  the 
freezing  point  and  throw  the  whole 
burden  on  the  owners  of  real  estate. 

It  is  a  dangerous  power  to  put  in  the 
hands  of  any  one  man.  The  new  char- 
ter draft  has  other  wonderful  features 
but  this  will  do  for  a  starter. 

A  charter  that  this  committee  of  five 
club  appointed  individuals  has  been  over 
a  year  in  preparing  should  not  be  coerced 
upon  our  less  brilliant  citizens  in  a  few 
days,  and  it  is  fortunate  that  the  docn- 
ument  is  open  for  amendment. 

Neither  should  any  candidate  be  held 
up  or  forced  at  this  time  to  pledge  him- 
se  !f  to  support  it.  It  is  barely  possible 
that  there  may  be  some  other  minds  in 
Lynn's  eighty  odd  thousand  inhabitants 
that  have  some  good  charter  ideas. 
Better  wait  and  see.

The  1910  calendar  issued  by  Williams 
Bros.,  fish  dealers,  is  most  unique  and 
appropriate.  It  is  a  light  house  scene, 
made  in  two  sections,  one  fastened  be- 
hind the  other.  On  the  front  section  is 
a  small  strip  of  beach  on  which  is  a 
large  anchor  resting  on  a  barrel  and  box. 
There  are  two  boats  tied  on  the  shore, 
and  out  in  the  water  is  a  sail  boat  with 
an  old  mariner  standing  in  it.  Upon  the 
sail  of  the  boat  is  the  name  and  address 
of  the  firm.  On  the  back  section  is  the 
light  house,  which  looks  as  though  it 
were  built  upon  the  land  that  is  pictured 
in  the  front  section.  The  light  house  is 
made  of  white,  red  and  yellow  tissue 
paper.  It  has  two  windows  and  is  made 
to  open  much  tha  same  as  the  Christmas 
bells  so  generally  in  use.  At  the  right 
of  the  light  house  in  the  water  is  anoth- 
er sail  boat  with  a  typical  old  fisherman 
steering  a  boat  out  to  sea.  The  date 
pad  is  on  the  front  section,  and  the 
whole  makes  a  very  novel  and  original 
calendar.

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Again— The  Charter 

Some  few  weeks  ago  the  committee 
of  five  appointed  by  the  Men's  Federa- 
tion launched  a  draft  of  a  charter  on  the 
public.  From  their  own  statements  they 
had  been  working  upon  this  draft  for 
about  a  year.  Their  methods  of  having 
this  charter  accepted  and  approved  by 
the  citizens  amounted  almost  to  coer- 
cion. Candidates  were  pratically  "held 
up"  before  election  and  almost  com- 
pelled to  say  yes  or  no,  and  it  was  an- 
nounced that  if  they  didn't  make  their 
criticisms  of  the  document  then  and 
there,  they  should  forever  hold  their 
peace  and  be  barred  from  a  future  dis- 
cussion of  it. 

Pratically  taking  the  position  that  the 
document  representing  about  a  year  of 
toil  on  the  part  of  this  self-appointed 
committee  should  be  accepted  by  the 
public  almost  on  sight,  while  at  the 
same  time  the  insinuation  was  indus- 
triously spread  broadcast  that  the  docu- 
ment was  liable  to  be  criticized  by  the 
so-called  politicians,  and  what  might  be 
considered  the  undesirable  element  in 
the  community.  The  REVIEW,  al- 
though on  record  for  charter  reform, 
was  the  first  publication  to  call  a  halt 
on  these  coercive  measures. 

Alderman  Turnbull  promptly  accepted 
the  challenge  issued,  declared  his  posi- 
tion, and  refused  to  permit  any  such 
conditions  to  stultify  him  from  future 
discussion  of  the  charter,  either  before 
or  after  city  election —and  he  subse- 
quently received  ten  thousand  or  more 
votes  at  the  polls. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury Club  later  on,  he  administered 
several  telling  blows  to  the  document, 
as  also  did  President  Bauer  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  Assistant  District  Attorney 
Attwill. 

Receiving  several  punctures  here  and 
there  the  charter  was  taken  to  the  re- 
pair shop  by  the  committee,  and  has 
recently  emerged  after  being  more  or 
less  skilfully  patched,  and  accompanied 
by  a  statement  wherein  the  committee 
in  part  gracefully  say  that  they  have 
"made  a  careful  study  of  the  various 
criticisms  made  of  the  original  draft  of 
the  proposed  new  charter  and  made 
changes  in  the  original  document  where 
inconsistencies  have  been  pointed  out 
and  'possible'  improvements  indicated." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  charter  has 
not  yet  really  begun  to  be  critisized  and 
we  predict  many  an  alteration  and  addi- 


tion in  the  same  before  it   reaches   the 
people  for  final  approval. 

Among  the  changes  in  the  charter 
noted  after  its  second  appearance  is  an 
attempt  to  cover  the  standing  of  the 
city  in  the  matter  of  wharves  and  docks. 
It  seems  to  us  that  when  the  city  is  ac- 
tually confronted  by  the  proposition  of 
owning  wharves  and  docks  that  it  will 
take  more  than  the  make-shift  prop- 
osition reported  by  the  committee  at 
this  time  to  cover  the  carrying  on  of  a 
special  department,  and  the  numerous 
other  details  bearing  on  this  important 
subject,  will  require  amendments  and 
provisions  that  this  charter  at  the  pres- 
ent time  by  no  means  takes  care  of, 
and  which  calls  for  more  thought  and 
study  than  has  been  applied  to  the 
matter  as  yet,  other  than  the  fact  that 
some  sort  of  a  provision  is  needed. 

This  proposition  is  attempted  to  be 
covered  by  an  entirely  new  section. 
The  addition  made  to  section  22,  calling 
for  perjury  penalties  for  false  testimony 
at  general  meetings  of  the  voters,  may 
or  may  not  be  necessary. 

Section  23,  as  it  appears  in  the  re- 
paired charter,  has  almost  lost  its  iden- 
tity, The  carefully  prepared  clause 
providing  for  a  water  board  of  five  has 
been  totally  abolished,  the  whole  matter 
being  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  commis- 
sioner of  water  supply. 

Section  27  has  received  a  material 
amendment,  this  time  taking  in  the 
municipal  council  to  determine  the  po- 
licies and  work  which  the  original  draft 
left  independent  to  the  various  com- 
missioners. 

Section  29  previously  did  not  include 
the  schoool  committee  in  the  matter  of 
safeguiding  regulations  as  to  publicity 
of  contracts  — a  singular  omission.  In 
the  repaired  draft  the  school  committee 
is  included. 

The  section  concerning  appropriations 
appeal's  now  as  an  entirely  new  draft 
and  among  other  things  makes  the  in- 
tentional overdrawing  of  appropria- 
tions by  an  officer  of  the  city,  except  in 
cases  of  extreme  necessity,  when  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  is  involved,  an 
offense  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $1000. 
and  imprisonment. 

It  is  not  quite  clear  to  the  average  citi- 
zen, however,  who  it  is  that  is  to  be  the 
judge  of  this  "intent  and  extreme  neces- 
sity," or  whose  discretion  it  is  to  say 
what  is  or  what  is  not  "extreme  neces- 
sity." There  is  also  in  the  repaired 
draft  an  entirely   new   proposition   con- 
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cerning  the  appointment,  suspension,  or 
removal  of  the  several  council  officials 
serving  under  the  municipal  council, 
which  previously  gave  one  man  a  ma- 
chine power  that  would  be  envied  by 
Tammany. 

'Another  feature  that  appears  in  the 
new  charter  is  the  provision  concerning 
the  purchasing  agents  and  the  discharge 
of  city  officials  or  employees  because  of 
religious,  political,  or  labor  views. 

There  are  many  other  changes  that  ap- 
pear in  the  revised  edition  of  the  charter 
as  a'result  of  its  first  publication.  In  re- 
ferring to  some  of  these  changes  in  part 
wedo  so  simply  to  impress  upon  the  minds 
of  the  people  that  making  a  charter  for 
a  city  the  size  of  Lynn  is  no  ordinary 
task.  Moreover  no  one  particular 
charter  (especially  the  first  one  present- 
ed for  consideration)  and  no  "hobby" 
charter  should  be  forced  upon  the  public. 

Lynn  has  made  in  the  past  several 
attempts  to  remake  its  charter,  and  we 
have  adopted  amendments  to  the  same, 
but  still  we  are  not  satisfied.  The  sub- 
ject should  be  treatred  from  a  broad 
and  liberal  standpoint;  it  should  include 
among  the  charter  makers  some  indivi- 
duals of  proven  municipal  training  and 
experience,  and  also  others  who  have 
had  a  wide  experience  in  business  in 
matters  of  public  improvements  and 
enterprises. 

We  need  a  new  charter.  It  should 
not  be  the  aim  to  get  something  to- 
gether that  will  be  "railroaded"  through 
the  next  legislature  regardless  of  con- 
sequences to  the  city  or  to  the  glory  of 
the  charter  makers.  Conditions  and  cir- 
cumstances call  for  careful  thought  from 
all  classes  of  tax  payers,  and  perfection, 
not  speed,  should  be  the  policy  adopted 
by  the  citizens. 

We  should  take  plenty  of  time  to  con- 
sider this  matter  and  get  the  right  kind 
of  a  charter.  It  seems  to  us  that  the. 
right  kind  of  a  charter  will  be  one  that 
will  contain  the  best  thought  and  sug- 
gestions of  all  the  thinking  people  of 
Lynn,  to  be  properly  arranged  in  the 
form  of  a  charter  by  the  best  possible 
committee  that  can  be  selected  for 
Lynn's  best  interests. 

Go  slowly  this  time  in  making  a 
charter.

I 
am  the  last  one  to  take  a  position 
against  the  old  common  law  doctrine 
that  there  ought  to  be  nothing  to  inter- 
fere with  matrimony.  But  I  would 
have  the  matter  so  arranged  that  the 
women  when  they  come  to  decide  and 
make  their  choice  may  have  a  full  and 
free  choice.  I  think  the  most  import- 
ant education  that  we  have  is  the  edu- 
cation which,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  now 
being  accepted,  the  industrial  education 
that  puts  young  men  and  young  women 
in  a  position  whereby  they  can  by  their 
own  efforts  work  themselves  into  inde- 
pendence. It  is  generally  supposed  that 
those  who  inherit  wealth  are  endowed 
with  a  desirable  advantage.  I  venture 
to  think  that  the  best  legacy  that  can 
be  left  to  a  young  man  is  a  good  educa- 
tion and  a  good  character.  The  same 
is  true  of  the  young  women.  The 
great  trouble  has  been  that  we  have  not 
given  the  women  a  fair  show.  We  have 
not  opened  all  the  avenues  to  livelihood 
that  the  woman  is  quite  as  well  able  to 
fill  and  in  certain  respects  better  able 
to  fill  than  we  are.  I  am  not  a  rabid 
suffragist.  The  truth  is  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  suffrage  for  women  until  I  can 
be  convinced  that  all  the  women  desire 
it,  and  when  they  desire  it  I  am  in  favor 
of  giving  it  to  them,  and  when  they 
desire  it  they  will  get  it  too.  I  do  be- 
lieve that  one  of  the  advantages  of 
giving  them  that  kind  of  influence  will 
be  more  certain  to  open  the  avenues 
of  self-support  to  them. "

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The  No-License  Vote. 

This  city  has  again  voted  to  remain  in 
the  no-license  column.  The  fact  re- 
mains, however,  that  without  any  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  license  people,  with- 
out any  argument  or  literature,  and  in 
the  face  of  one  of  the  most  active  and 
vigorous  campaigns  for  "no"  that  this 
city  has  ever  seen  or  experienced,  there 
are  about  6700  voters  who  under  even 
those  circumstances  declared  them- 
selves in  favor  of  license. 

Therefore  the  Review  is  not  among 
those  who  feel  that  Lynn  is  destined  to 
be  no-license  for  years  to  come.  There 
was  a  demand  from  all  quarters  inter- 
ested in  the  license  cause  that  the  cam- 
paign should  be  a  quiet  one,  and  when 
the  army  of  no-license  orators  and  the 
no-license  literature  were  announcing 
and  proclaiming  that  the  license  people 
were  making  a  tremendous  and  super- 
human effort  they  were  saying  some- 
thing that  was  not  strictly  correct.  In 
the  early  part  of  the  campaign  wild 
stories  were  issued  from  the  no-license 
campaign  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  scores  of  voters  were  being  colon- 
ized by  the  license  people.  Out  of  all 
that  maze  of  suspicion  the  results  in 
just  two  cases  they  claimed  justified  the 
charge,  and  one  of  these  was  of  a  man 
employed  in  Lynn,  and  the  other  a  tax- 
payer upon  $10,000  worth  of  property  in 
this  city.  Never  before  has  this  city 
seen  such  a  hurricane  no-license  cam- 
paign with  its  imported  orators,  open 
air  rallies,  together  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  Protestant  ministers  and 
some  of  the  Catholic  clergy,  and  the 
leaders  of  the  Catholic  temperance 
societies. 

The  license  people  departed  from 
every  custom  of  previous  years,  and  not 
one  rally  was  held,  and  not  one  line  of 
literature  circulated.  The  no-license 
league  had  full  swing  in  every  field, 
and  their  arguments  and  claims,  no 
matter  how  extravagant  and  exagger- 
ated, were  permitted  to  go  unanswered 
and  undisputed,  (even  the  claim  that  the 
increase  in  buildings  was  due  to  no- 
license,  a  condition  that  prevails  in 
license  cities,)  and  yet  in  the  face  of  all 
this  over  07o0  voters  declared  them- 
selves for  license.  The  campaign  put 
forth  by  the  no-license  league  and  the 
unprecedented}  inactivity  of  the  license 
interests  should  have  resulted  in  this 
city  going  at  least  2500  for  no-license. 
This  means  that  the  no-license  league 
cannot  slumber  upon  this  costly  victory, 


and  the  contributors  to  the  cause  must 
expect  to  be  assessed  more  than  here- 
tofore to  carry  on  the  fight,  because 
having  established  such  an  elaborate 
precedent  as  was  adopted  in  this  cam- 
paign, with  the  importation  of  campaign 
speakers  and  literature,  and  the  numer- 
ous other  efforts  exerted  for  the  cause, 
the  league  cannot  afford  to  run  a  cam- 
paign in  the  future  on  less  sensational 
lines  without  attracting  attention  to 
that  fact  and  be  accused  of  weakness. 
Therefore  the  funds  must  be  again 
forthcoming. 

There  is  no  one  reason  that  can  be  given 
by  way  of  explanation  for  the  vote  on 
December  14.  In  fact,  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  reasons  from  the  ever  present 
"spite"  or  "sore-head  voter"  down  to 
the  man  in  the  restaurant  or  novelty 
store,  who  has  built  up  a  trade  that  dis- 
poses of  several  barrels  of  hard  cider 
every  week,  the  kitchen  bar-room  ele- 
ment, the  convenience  and  sociability  of 
having  liquor  delivered  to  the  rooms  in 
the  lodging  house  districts,  the  argu- 
ment of  cleaner  streets  that  appealed 
to  most  of  the  honest  voters  on  the 
question,  and  a  great  many  other 
reasons  and  influences  that  in  one  way 
or  another  either  directly  or  indirectly 
entered  into  the  campaign  and  influ- 
enced the  voters.  There  are,  however, 
among  all  the  rest,  two  important 
reasons  that  must  make  the  thinking 
man  sit  up  and  take  notice.  It  is  a  fact 
(and  in  making  this  statement  we  defy 
the  no-license  league  or  the  police  au- 
thorities to  deny  it)  that  this  city  is  full 
of  clubs  where  all  kinds  of  liquor  is  to 
be  had  on  every  day  in  the  week,  and 
almost  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 
These  clubs  are  run,  whether  or  not 
within  the  law,  at  a  profit  to  some 
individual  or  set  of  individuals.  They 
are  sufficient  in  number  and  vary  so  in 
class  and  character  as  to  include  not 
only  social  and  fraternal  clubs,  but  also 
political  clubs  of  both  the  Democrat  and 
Republican  party.  We  are  satisfied 
that  a  large  "no"  vote  comes  from 
these  clubs,  whose  members  are  con- 
tributors to  the  no-license  majority  on 
election  day,  and  who  will  continue  to 
be  just  so  long  as  the  selling  of  liquor  is 
profitable  to  the  managers  of  the  clubs, 
and  the  securing  of  liquor  is  easy  and 
convenient  to  its  members.  The  saloons 
close  at  eleven  o'clock,  the  clubs  never 
close  as  long  as  the  members  desire  to 
stay  and  patronize  the  club  bar.  Not 
only  that,but  it  is  more  congenial  to  sit 
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around  the  club  and  indulge  in  drink, 
than  be  obliged  to  stand  at  the  bar  of  a 
saloon,  from  which  they  are  sure  to  be 
ejected  as  soon  as  they  become  noisy. 

All  through  the  no-license  years  cer- 
tain druggists  in  the  city  of  Lynn  have 
been  nothing  more  or  less  than  the  pro- 
prietors of  what  are  commonly  called 
"bottle"  licenses,  and  in  connection 
with  this,  there  are  also  drug  stores 
where  drinks  by  the  right  people  can  be 
had  to  be  drunk  upon  the  premises.  No 
one  can  expect  this  class  of  druggists  or 
their  friends  or  patrons  to  vote  license. 
The  man  about  town  knows  who  these 
druggists  are,  and  the  police  officials 
,  and  no-license  league  officials  will  hardly 
make  a  claim  that  this  statement  is  not 
true.  Just  so  long  as  this  condition  of 
affairs  is  allowed  to  continue  we  will 
have  no-license. 

Another  feature  of  the  campaign  of 
interest  was  that  furnished  by  C.  O. 
Blood.  Here  is  the  head  of  a  large  con- 
cern at  war  with  labor  unions,  and  from 
every  possible  appearance  he  has  beat 
the  unions  and  victory  has  been  his. 
Lynn  is  a  labor  city,  but  Mr.  Blood  tells 
the  union  one  day  what  he  will  and  will 
not  do  in  business,  and  tells  them  the 
next  day  from  halls,  churches  and  street 
corners  what  they  must  do  on  the  license 
question,  and  from  all  appearances  the 
unions  do  exactly  what  he  tells  them. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  Mr.  Blood  is  a 
strong  force  in  the  license  agitation, 
and  his  fearlessness  and  defiance  has 
won  for  him  even  in  some  labor  circles 
considerable  admiration.  Morever  the 
fact  that  he  is  one  of  the  largest  adver- 
tisers in  the  city  in  each  of  the  local 
papers,  a  circumstance  that  by  no  means 
weakens  him  with  the  local  press,  has 
caused  him  to  be  regarded  as  a  force 
that  must  be  reckoned  with  by  the  labor 
unions  even  on  the  license  question. 

Another  question  that  will  probably 
be  thrashed  out  during  the  year,  will  be 
the  standing  of  the  no-license  league  as 
regards  the  police  department. 

The  exposure  of  the  attempt  of  a  no- 
license  official  to  cause  a  raid  to  be  made 
upon  the  place  of  business  of  alderman- 
elect-Joyce,  may  be  the  means  of  the 
full  board  of  aldermen  ascertaining  the 
methods  that  prevailed  during  the  past 
year  between  the  police  department  and 
the  secretary  and  assistant  secretary  of 
the  no-license  league. 

The  facts  as  obtained  in  this  particular 
case  were  in  substance  that  for  several 
days  before  the   Republican   caucuses, 


Secretary  Nobbs,  by  telephone,  persis- 
tently requested  that  a  raid  be  immed- 
iately made  upon  alderman-elect-Joyce's 
place  of  business.  The  police  depart- 
ment had  never  heard  of  a  complaint  or 
a  suspicion  that  any  condition  of  affairs 
existed,  that  in  any  way  warranted  such 
action.  Yet  it  is  said  that  Mr.  Nobbs 
assured  the  chief  that  he  had  it  on  the 
best  of  authority  that  such  were  the 
tacts.  As  it  happened,  this  particular 
raid  was  not  made. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  certain  officers 
of  the  police  department  began  making 
their  reports  direct  to  the  no-license 
league.  This  is  a  civil  organization. 
It  has  no  official  standing  whatsoever 
that  is  recognized  by  any  law  of  this 
state.  It  has  the  same  rights,  no  more 
and  no  less  than  any  other  unofficial 
citizen,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of 
some  one  charged  with  the  proper  au- 
thority to  see  that  the  police  depart- 
ment is  not  run  away  with  by  any  com- 
bination of  outsiders  any  more  than  the 
street  department,  the  health  depart- 
ment or  the  board  of  public  works, 
should  be  dominated  by  a  combination  of 
contractors.  The  people  voted  "No" 
on  the  liquor  question.  They  expect 
the  law  enforced  throughout  the  city 
and  properly  enforced  against  indi- 
viduals, clubs  and  druggists  alike.

T  »TE  desire  to  thank  all  the  physicians  of  the  city  of  Lynn  for  their  cor- 
j/V.  dial  co-operation  with  our  efforts  to  improve  the  milk  supply.  We 
recently  offered  to  give  $500.00  to  the  Lynn  Hospital  if  it  could  be  shown 
that  any  other  average  normal  milk  sold  in  the  city  of  Lynn  contained  less 
than  four  times  as  many  bacteria  as  Oaklandvale  Farm  Milk.

We  employed  a  skilled  bacteriologist  to  make  a 
scientific  examination  of  Oaklandvale  Farm  Milk,  and  he  reported  that 
the  sample  contained  8100  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter.  This  is  the  best 
test  obtainable  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  city  of  Lynn 
at  the  present  time.

Is  Chelsea  a  locality  or  a  malady? 

It  is  said  that  one  of  Mayor-elect 
Fitzgerald's  recommendations  will  be 
for  a  subway  to  Mars! 


Salem  has  had  pretty  hard  luck  with 
her  mayors,  but  Boston  is  certainly 
an  excellent  position  to  sympathize  with 
her. 

It  used  to  be  fashionable  to  visit  the 
Boulevard  on  Sundays,  but  now-a-days 
everyone  walks  over  to  East  Lynn  to 
see  how  the  grade  separation  is  pro- 
gressing. 

The  fact  is  more  pronounced  each 
election  that  a  successful  business  man 
is  the  worst  sort  of  a  candidate  for  mu- 
nicipal honors.  If  he  is  successful, 
people  say  he  is  a  crook. 


There  can  only  be  one  opinion  that  Mr. 
Pinchot  had  become  impossible  as  an 
official  of  the  Taft  administration,  and 
that  his  immediate  separation  from  the 
public  service  was  required  by  the  ex- 
igencies of  the  situation. 


The  year  1903  has  been  the  biggest 
year  in  the  history  of  the  city,  save  1894, 
in  building  operations.  As  the  year  1894 
was  shortly  after  the  Lynn  fire  it  very 
naturally  exceeded  1909.  458  permits 
to  build  were  issued  last  year,  and  344 
for  alterations.  Some  of  the  large 
buildings  completed  last  year  or,  still  in 
course  of  construction,  are  the  New 
Courthouse,  Classical  High  School,  Uni- 
tarian Church,  Goddard  Bros,  store, 
Women's  Club  House,  and  the  John 
Woodbury  building  at  Munroe  street 
and  Central  Avenue 


Postmaster  General  Hitchcock  recom- 
mends the  enactment  of  legislation,  re- 
quiring mail  receptacles  provided  at  the 
entrance  of  all  dwellings  and  offices 
where  delivery  is  made  by  city  carriers, 
thus  avoiding  constant  waiting  for  the 
answering  of  doorbells  so  that  the  car- 
riers could  traverse  their  routes  much 
more  quickly.  This  may  be  all  right,  but 
to  make  it  mandatory  suggests  the  feel- 
ing that  the  public  is  serving  the  gov- 
ernment, when  the  reverse  should  be 
true.  Some  letter  carriers  are  very 
"important"  and  "fussy"  under  exist- 
ing conditions,  preferring  to  wait  and 
lose  time  at  a  front  door,  rather  than 
walk  a  few  feet  to  a  side  or  rear  door 
and  deliver  the  mail  at  once. 


Superintendent  of  schools,  Frank  J. 
Peaslee  is  alive  to  every  interest  affect- 
ing the  public  schools.  In  his  annual 
report,  Mr.  Peaslee  says  in  part,  after 
approving  of  a  school  for  the  oceanside 
district,  that  the  nearly  rectangular 
area  included  within  the  Boston  & 
Maine  railroad,  Swampscott  line,  the 
ocean,  and  Newhall  St.,  is  of  very  fav- 
orable shape  and  dimensions  for  a  dis- 
trict from  all  parts  of  which  a  school, 
located  near  the  geographical  centre 
could  easily  be  reached.  The  question 
of  location  of  the  new  school  deserves 
careful  consideration,  and  if  necessary, 
extra  money  should  be  spent  to  insure 
a  site  that  will  be  convenient  for  all  in 
the  district. 

Mayor  Rich's  inaugural  address  was  a 
conservative  and  interesting  document. 
We  note  that  the  mayor  endorses  a  re- 
cent comment  of  the  Review,  when 
he  says  that  charter  revision  in  1910  is 
not  of  itself  so  important  as  revision 
along  the  right  lines  when  it  comes. 
Some  of  the  more  important  features  of 
the  Mayor's  address  are  his  recommen- 
dation of  the  Bennett  St.  extension,  the 
re-appointment  <>!'  a  special  committee 
on  taxation,  complete  force  of  perma- 
nent firemen,  playgrounds  for  child- 
ren, a  committee  on  charter  revision, 
immediate  action  on  anew  school  in  the 
eastern  section  of  the  city,  a  larger 
appropriation  for  park  maintenance,  and 
further  improvements  at  City  Hall.

The  Harbor  Improvement  Plans. 

The  board  of  harbor  and  land  commis- 
sioners has  sent  to  the  legislature  a 
special  report  on  plans  submitted  by  the 
city  of  Lynn  for  proposed  impro\  ementa 
in  Lynn  harbor,  representing  a  cost  of 
$10,U00,000.  The  state  board  declines 
to  make  any  recommendation  as  to 
whether  the  plans  should  be  carried  out. 

It  points  out,  however,  that  if  the 
plans  are  intended  to  develop  the  harbor 
in  a  manner  which  will  permit  t he  en- 
trance of  ocean-going  steamers  into  the 
harbor,  the  plans  are  inadequate,  and  if 
the  desire  is  only  a  harbor  development 
along  its  present  lines,  such  extensive 
plans  are  unnecessary. 

The  commission  states,  however,  that 
if  the  city  desires  to  enter  upon  the 
work  of  improvement  and  will  agree  to 
carry  it  to  completion,  the  common- 
wealth should  lend  its  assistance  by 
waiving  all  right  now  in  the  name  of 
the  commonwealth  to  the  fiats  which 
must  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
clamation. 

"To  carry  it  to  completion"  will  cost 
$10,000,00, '  but  those  who  have  shown 
the  most  interest  in  the  fiats  reclamation 
believe  that  it  will  be  a  favorable  real  es- 
tate investment  for  the  city  by  making 
commercial  property  for  50  cents  per 
foot,  which,  they  believe,  "can  he 
sold  for  one  dollar  per  foot.''  Many 
people  think  the  harbor  commissioners 
have  chilled  the  harbor  improvement 
plan  in  their  report.  It  would  seem, 
however,  as  if  it  were  prudent  to  con- 
sider the  work  upon  a  commercial  rather 
than  a  harbor  improving  basis.

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THE  NEW  CHARTER 

The  Legislature  Does  Pass  Upon  It. 
Local    Merchants  and  License. 

In  the  Lynn  Review  for  January  we 
discussed  the  proposed  new  charter,  and 
criticised  methods  employed  toward  the 
public,  and  candidates  for  office  in  the 
last  municipal  election,  and  in  reference 
to  this  line  of  discussion  we  stated 
among  other  things  that  "it  should  not 
be  the  aim  to  get  something  together 
that  will  be  'railroaded'  through  the 
next  legislature,  regardless  of  conse- 
quences to  the  city  or  to  the  glory  of 
the  charter  makers."  The  Lynn  Even- 
ing News  strenuously  objected  to  our 
use  of  the,  word  "railroaded"  and 
proceeded  to  kindly  inform  us  of  the 
error  of  our  ways  as  bearing  upon 
this  new  charter,  saying  in  part,  '  the 
writer  should  know,  if  he  does  not,  that 
the  charter  does  not  go  through  the 
legislature  at  all." 

Does  the  News  askthe  people  of  Lynn 
to  believe  that  the  Massachusetts  Leg- 
islature will  pass  any  measure  referring 
to  the  adoption  of  this  proposed  new 
charter,  without  a  draft  of  the  charter 
itself  being  a  part  of  the  charter  bill,  so- 
called,  that  shall  be  presented  to  the 
legislature? 

It  is  this  particular  charter  that  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  people.  It  is  not 
even  a  case  of  having  an  option  or  choice 
of  a  plan  1  or  a  plan  2  as  was  the  situa- 
tion in  Boston.  The  people  have  simply 
the  privelege  of  accepting  or  rejecting 
this  particular  charter,  and  no  other. 
However  at  the  present  time  the 
Review  predicts  many  more  changes 
before  it  reaches  the  voters. 

If  the  News  published  the  whole  of 
our  article,  the  public  would  understand 
why  we  used  the  word  "railroaded." 
We  used  it  advisedly,  but  perhaps  the 
expression  "Road  Roller"  methods 
would  have  better  conveyed  our  mean- 
ing- .  ,  . 

These  methods  still  continue,  and  in 
about  every  speech  or  address  made  by 
any  of  the  charter  adherents,  an  attempt 
is  made  to  frighten  away  and  discourage 
criticism  by  the  insinuation  and  charge 
that  opposition  to  the  charter  comes  only 
from  the  "politicians,"  so  that  any 
good  citizen  desiring  to  express  himself 
as  being  opposed  to  any  of  the  hobbies 
in  the  proposed  charter  draft,  instantly 
becomes  so  far  as  the  charter  framers 
can  make  him   a  horrid    "politician," 


opposed  to  the  best  interests  of  our  city. 

At  this  point  we  may  be  permitted  to 
say  that  it  reminds  the  Review  of  the 
methods  used  by  the  No-License  league 
to  frighten  local  merchants  from  say- 
ing that  license  makes  better  business 
conditions  in  Lynn,  by  heralding  from 
the  stump  and  pulpit  that  no  merchant 
except  an  unsuccessful  one  would  make 
such  a  statement. 

Now  we  know,  and  so  do  many  of  the 
no-license  league,  that  many  of  our  most 
prominent  and  successful  merchants 
believe,  that  as  a  matter  of  business, 
license  is  better  for  Lynn,  than  no- 
license.  Yet  they  hesitate  about  so  de- 
claring themselves,  because  of  the 
abuse  and  criticism  that  would  be  sure 
to  follow  them,  therefore,  they  say 
nothing,  and  make  the  best  of  it. 

The  fact  that  somehow  or  other 
license  improves  business  has  been 
proven  in  other  cities,  and  in  Spring- 
field, in  particular,  a  fact  never  quoted 
by  the  no-license  league,  leading  mer- 
chants, bankers,  insurance  people,  and 
Board  of  Trade  officials  certify  to  this 
fact  over  their  signatures.  The  no- 
license  league  can  verify  this  fact  from 
the  files  of  the  Springfield  papers. 

The  Review  makes  mention  of  the 
similarity  of  the  methods  of  the  pro- 
posed charter  committee  and  the  no- 
license  league,  because  the  same  indi- 
viduals figure  as  leaders  of  both  move- 
ments, either  as  prominent  members 
of  the  proposed  charter  committee  or 
prominent  supporters  of  the  same,  by 
communications  to  the  press  or  other- 
wise. 

For  instance,  one  of  these  individuals 
as  a  member  of  the  no-license  league 
will  tell  us  one  day  what  a  glorious, 
prosperous,  happy  city  we  have  under 
no-license.  The  next  day,  the  same  in- 
dividual, as  a  supporter  of  the  new 
charter  movement,  has  the  city  pic- 
tured as  going  to  the  "bow-wows"  be- 
cause of  disastrous  and  almost  fatal 
present  charter  conditions. 

In  other  words  they  believe  that  the 
same  city,  which  in  three  years  can 
afford  to  turn  down  and  refuse  to  accept 
nearly  $300,000  in  license  fees,  water 
rates,  etc.,  and  also  pay  up  back  loans 
and  old  debts,  all  because  of  no-license, 
is  actually  plunging  to  destruction  un- 
less it  accepts  a  charter  which  these 
same  individuals  prescribe  for  it.  They 
may  say  in  reply  to  this  that  the  city  is 
doing  well,   perhaps,  under  its  present 
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charter  but  it  can  do  better  under  a  new- 
one.  However,  many  Lynn  merchants 
know  they  could  do  more  business,  if 
the  city  were  license.  Even  with 
the  great  prosperity  that  these  same 
reformers  point  to  under  no-license, 
we  do  not  hear  of  them  calling  at 
the  assessors'  office  and  informing 
them  that  because  of  the  tremendous 
increase  of  business  they  claim  is  due  to 
no-license,  they  have  acquired  new  per- 
sonal property  that  should  be  taxed,  or 
their,  real  estate  is  not  being  taxed 
enough,  because  of  advanced  valuation 
due  to  the  miraculously  prosperous  no- 
license  conditions  — and  police  and  poor 
departments  costing  Lynn  as  much  as 
ever. 

The  Review  urges  that  we  go  slow  in 
adopting  a  new  charter.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  the  two  plans  of 
charter  submitted  by  the  legislature  to 
the  city  of  Boston  were  both  drafted 
with  a  view  to  defeat  Fitzgerald  for 
mayor.  Already  many  citizens  of  Boston 
are  disgusted  with  various  views  of  the 
plan  adopted.  Ex-Mayor  Hart  has  ex- 
pressed himself  concerning  the  new  char- 
ter, and  as  the  local  committee  on  new 
charter  are  circulating  petitions  through- 
out the  city,  the  interview  with  Ex-Gov- 
ernor John  D.  Long,  published  in  the 
Boston  press  January  14,  commenting 
among  other  things  upon  the  petition 
system,  shows  its  worthlessness  and  in- 
sincerity. Governor  Long  brought  out 
these  important  points:— "Hibbard  got 
5000  names  or  more  on  his  petition  and 
received  at  the  polls  about  1800  votes. 
Taylor  also  had  upon  his  petition  over 
500  names  and  at  the  polls  received  600 
votes," — and  yet  the  new  charter  ad- 
herents expect  to  awe  the  legislature 
with  petitions. 


According  to  the  Bookman  the  six

The  first  reading  by  Miss 
Sampson  was  entitled  "  Samsonalis  " 
the  name  of  a  new  breakfast  food,  of 
which  she  was  supposed  to  be  the  dem- 
onstrator, taking  off  the  different  char- 
acters, which  came  to  her  for  samples, 
in  a  very  realistic  manner.  Her  second 
selection  was  taken  from  "  Madame 
Butterfly*'  in  which  she  took  the  part  of 
a  young  Japanese  woman  with  a  limited 
knowledge  of  English  preparing  for  the, 
return  of  her  American  husband.  The 
portrayal  of  the  character  in  costume, 
the  difficult  manner  of  walking,  and  the 
Japanese  dance  given  by  Miss  Sampson 
as  an  encore  were  all  cleverly  executed.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
report  of  President  Lynn  M.  Ranger  of 
the  Men's  Federation  that  he  recom- 
mends a  special  committee  to  tackle  the 
harbor  proposition.  We  will  await  their 
report  with  interest,  but  perhaps  the 
matter  of  greatest  concern  to  the  public 
will  be  the  second  recommendation, 
namely,  that  the  Good  Government  com- 
mittee do  work  similar  to  the  Good  Gov- 
ernment committee  of  Boston,  and  com- 
pile records  of  candidates  for  City  and 
State  office  prior  to  the  election  in  the 
fall.

Boston  has  just  been  through 
such  a  farce  and  we  have  memories  of 
the  fluctuation  in  taxes  paid  by  Nathan 
Mathews,  Lawrence  Minot  and  others. 
These  certificates  will  certainly  start 
something  of  more  than  ordinary  in- 
terest.

tral  Square  were  not  cleared  out  one 
week  after  the  storm  struck  Lynn.  The 
greatest  deficiency  in  Lynn  mun 
work  is  in  the  conduct  of  street  work. 
All  other  city  departments  are  believed 
■  to  do  good  service— as  well  as  can  be 
expected  under  municipal  direction  be- 
cause it  is  not  expected  that  city  work 
will  be  as  well  done  as  that  which  go<  s 
on  under  private  auspices.  Why  Lynn 
needs  a  new  charter  is  primarily  because 
of  the  feeling  that  street  work  might 
be  improved.  If  this  result  cannot  be 
attained  a  new  charter  will  go  amiss. 

Street  Commissioner  Doak  deserves 
the  greatest  credit  for  having  the  cross 
walks  in  the  central  portion  of  the  city 
properly  cleared  after  the  storm  of  Jan- 
uary 14.  It  was  a  good  job  well  done, 
and  the  best  work  of  the  kind  which  the 
writer  ever  recollects  in  Lynn.  The 
authorities,  however,  should  have  taken 
hold  of  the  sidewalk  clearing  with 
more  emphasis,  made  a  few  arrests,  if 
necessary  and  in  that  way  better  pro- 
tected the  public.  Many  sidewalks 
were  left  in  a  deplorable  condition 
and  the  authorities  are  to  blame  for 
this  omission.  They  make  a  farce  of 
the  law  by  not  enforcing  it. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  90  of  this  so- 
called  committee  of  100  that  asks  for  a 
new  charter  could  not  tell  the  defects  in 
the  old  charter  and  were  never  even  con- 
sulted as  to  what  the  new  draft  should 
contain.

The  Working's  of  No-License 

It  seems  from  reports  of  a  recent 
raid  on  a  kitchen  bar-room  that  ten  or 
eleven  officers  figured  in  the  raid,  and 
as  a  result  of  their  efforts,  produced  in 
Court  the  next  day  a  handkerchief  sat- 
urated with  whiskey  and  very  properly 
obtained  a  conviction. 

In  the  meantime  quantities  of  liquor 
are  being  delivered  at  the  clubs  and 
drug  stores,  and  as  the  Review  has  pre- 
viously stated,  freely  sold.  The  lowest 
and  most  contemptible  kind  of  a  violator 
of  the  liquor  law,  is  the  druggist,  who 
under  the  cloak  of  his  business  is  en- 
gaged in  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor  of 
more  or  less  doubtful  quality.  His  pat- 
rons, men,  women,  and  children,  hav- 
ing apparently  a  prima  facie  excuse 
for  entering  his  "drug  store",  and  in 
that  manner  the  real  raw  features  of  a 
"speak  easy"  are  avoided,  and  the  pub- 
lic and  the  police  deceived— perhaps. 

Many  who  make  great  claim  to  emin- 
ent respectability  and  high  social  stand- 
ing participate  in  the  profits  of  local 
"drug  stores,"  whose  principal  business 
is  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor.  They  don't 
take  the  chance  that  the  kitchen  bar- 
room has  to  take,  because  it  is  presumed 
that  people  who  resort  to  a  kitchen  bar- 
room go  there  for  one  purpose  only. 

The  burglar  and  the  hold-up  man 
take  their  lives  in  their  hands,  but  the 
sneak  thief  or  pickpocket  robs  you 
while  apparently  giving  you  a  seat  in 
the  car  or  doing  some  other  supposed

kindness  or  courtesy  and  his  risk  is 
correspondingly  reduced. 

The  prosperous  club  rooms  are  still 
with  us,  and  notwithstanding  the  claims 
of  the  no-license  league  plenty  of  liquor 
is  being  sold,  and  plenty  of  liquor  is  be- 
ing transported  into  the  city. 

It  is  about  time  that  the  public  looked 
on  things  as  they  really  exist.  Why 
fool  ourselves  all  the  time  ? 

The  league  would  have  the  public  think 
that  Lynn  was  "dry."  Nothing  is 
farther  from  the  truth,  and  many  of 
the  sealed  boxes  and  cases  brought  into 
Lynn  today  by  express  companies  and 
others  would  disclose  on  the  interior  far 
different  merchandise  than  is  indicated 
by  the  labels  on  the  outside.  Certain 
men,  who  favor  no-license,  are  found  by 
the  police,  on  recent  express  matter 
seized,  to  have  much  liquor  sent  to  their 
homes  in  Lynn. 

A  new  use  has  been  found  by  Boston 
liquor  dealers  and  some  express  com- 
panies running  into  Lynn  for  old  soap 
boxes,  crates,  and  cases  of  various  kinds 
originally  used  for  the  delivery  of  inno- 
cent and  useful  merchandise. 

Therefore,  The  Review  says  don't  let 
those  who  claim  this  to  be  a  "dry"  town, 
fool  you  any  longer.  Just  note  the  drug 
stores  and  the  clubs,  and  a  comparison 
between  Lynn  and  Salem  will  be  in  order 
after  May  1st,  and  as  far  as  the  clubs 
and  drug  stores  are  concerned,  it  is 
claimed  that  the  comparison  is  in  order 
now,  under  Mayor  Howard's  new  regime 
in  Salem.

The  fact  that 
Lynn  merchants  were  not  given  a  chance 
to  bid  for  the  contract  does  not  show  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  overseers 
to  carry  out  the  "trade  in  Lynn"  idea. 
At  the  present  time  the  Lynn  Mer- 
chants' Association  is  justly  angry  at 
the  summary  action  taken  by  the  board 
in  this  matter.  Other  things  being 
equal,  Lynn  merchants  should  most  cer- 
tainly be  given  preference  when  large 
purchases  by  public  boards  are  being 
made.

Mr.  Hearst  as  a  "Friend"  of  the  People. 

The  attitude  taken  by  the  Boston 
American  during  the  recent  political 
contest  in  Boston  is  of  unusual  interest 
to  the  public  at  large,  who  may,  on  and 
off,  read  the  papers  issued  by  Mr.  Hearst 

In  the  year  1907  the  Independence 
League,  Mr.  Hearst's  Party,  was  the 
third  party  in  the  contest  for  mayor  of 
Boston.  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  whose  record 
in  politics  is  far  too  notorious  to  warrant 
discussion,  was  opposed  by  Hibbard,  Re- 
publican, and  Coulthurst,  Independence 
League.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  per- 
fectly evident  from  the  start  that  a 
man  who  had  nothing  behind  him  but 
the  support  of  Hearst  could  never  de- 
feat Fitzgerald,  but  dispite  the  divided 
opposition  to  Fitzgerald,  he  was  defeated 
by  Hibbard  (who  incidentally,  said  he 
would  never  again  run  for  mayor). 

During  the  entire  campaign  Mr. 
Hearst's  papers  fairly  tore  the  charac- 
ter of  Fitzgerald  to  shreds,  denouncing 
him  as  a  trimmer  and  a  menace  to  the 
community.  Nothing  that  could  be  said 
against  Fitzgerald  was  neglected  by  the 
hirelings  of  Mr.  Hearst.  In  1909  Fitz- 
gerald realized  that  in  a  contest  as  close 
as  that  would  be  with  Storrow  he  must 
at  least  seek  to  win  the  neutrality  of 
Mr.  Hearst,  and  let  us  say  now  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  knew  whom  he  had  to  deal 
with  and  how  much  real  feeling  for  the 
good  of  Boston  the  New  York  editor  had. 

Note  the  result.  A  month  before  the 
election  Mr.  Fitzgerald  attends  a  Hearst 
banquet  in  New  York  and  from  that 
time  on  there  is  not  a  word  in  the 
American  against  the  name  or  record  of 
Mr.  Fitzgerald.  And  this  was  the  same 
paper  that  could  not  see  a  redeeming 
feature  in  Fitzgerald  two  short  years 
before,  and  saw  what  amounted  to  the 
ruin  of  Boston  if  he  were  elected! 

And,  this  from  a  paper  that  attempts 
to  guide  the  people's  habits  and  morals 
in  everything  from  cleaning  their  teeth 
to  regular  church  attendant.  Hypo- 
crites may  come  and  hypocrites  may  go 
but  you  will  never  have  to  think  very 
long  who  is  the  prince  of  them  all.

Scarring*  a  Neighborhood 

It  was  nothing  less  than  an  outrage 
for  the  city  to  allow  lumber  to  be  s 
on  Hamilton  ave   near  Washington   St., 
to  accommodate  a  party  erecting  a  block 
in  the  vicinity.     Here  was  a  thorough- 
fare covered  with   lumber  on   an   area 
about  15  feet  wide  and  60  feet  deep,  and 
it  is  not  possible  to  imagine  why  th< 
ever  allowed  such  an  unusual   pn 
ing  to  be  carried  out  uninterrupted. 

The  neighborhood  is  being  sufficiently 
jarred  by  the  erection  of  two  three- 
story  blocks,  covering  a  large  area,  and 
outside  of  scarring  the  neighborhood  in 
such  a  manner  the  builders  go  to  work 
and  obstruct  a  street  upon  which  the 
building  is  not  being  erected. 

Pretty  soon,  people  will  be  wondering 
if  streets  are  not  going  to  be  given  over 
to  the  control  of  private  interests.  It 
is  about  time  that  the  citizens  woke  up 
to  the  importance  of  such  matters,  and 
the  city  council  should  so  amend  the  city 
ordinances  that  a  neighborhood  cannot 
be  abused  and  trod  upon  by  the  erection 
of  such  buildings  as  are  now  in  process 
of  construction  on  Washington  street. 

A  neighborhood  has  rights  which  prop- 
erty owners  should  be  made  to  respect, 
and  if  they  have  not  enough  manhood  to 
do  so,  the  city  should  step  in  and  act  as 
guardian  of  the  public  interests.

LIBERAL   RETURNS    PAID    POLICY  HOLDERS 
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A    LYNN    HOTEL    POST-MORTEM 

Why  So  Much  Talk  at  tlie  State  House  on 
a  ilown-and-Out  Issue? 

At  a  recent  hearing  at  the  state  house 
on  a  bill  similar  to  the  New  Hampshire 
law,  relating  to  hotels  in  no-license 
cities  and  towns,  which  bill  the  Review 
is  opposed  to,  and  which  never  had  a 
shadow  of  a  chance  of  passing,  even  if 
no  one  opposed  it,  Horace  D.  King,  the 
agent  of  the  Tolman  temperance  fund, 
appeared  in  opposition.  In  emerging 
from  his  seclusion  Mr.  King  took  a  fall 
out  of  the  Lynn  hotels. 

Of  course  a  reasonable  latitude  for 
exaggeration  is  expected  and  permitted 
at  hearings  of  this  character,  particu- 
larly when  one  feels  that  it  is  about  time 
to  get  into  the  limelight. 

The  Review,  however,  has  not  even  a 
dim  recollection  of  any  activity  what- 
soever on  the  part  of  Mr.  King  in  his 
official  capacity  during  the  period  and 
pending  the  existence  of  the  alleged 
conditions  he  now  elaborates  upon.  He 
must  have  been  saving  all  his  thunder 
for  the  state  house. 

There  is  a  growing  feeling  of  resent- 
ment on  the  part  of  merchants,  board 
of  trade  members  and  other  local  asso- 
ciations against  this  defaming  of  Lynn 
to  the  outside  world  by  some  individuals 
and  factions  who  are  carried  completely 
away  beyond  reason  or  limit  by  some 
special  fad  or  cause— the  one  idea— or 
for  other  personal  reasons.  And  for 
fear  that  they  cannot  do  enough  in  this 
direction  themselves,  they  import  hired 
talent  from  the  Bowery  and  elsewhere 
to  finish  the  job. 

Representative  Quinn  of  Swampscott 
(who  should  know  better)  was  also  there 
with  a  punch  for  Lynn.  We  would  re- 
mind Mr.  Quinn  that  Swampscott  is  not 
without  its  hotels,  and  perhaps  he  might 
find  objections  to  the  bill  in  question 
based  upon  conditions  in  his  own  town, 
without  holding  up  Lynn  to  the  ridicule 
of  the  state.  That  is  not  the  kind  of  a 
representative  Lynn  wants.  Liquor  is 
sold  illegally  in  large  quantities  in 
Swampscott,  and  Mr.  Quinn  should 
know  it. 

There  are,  without  doubt,  many  no- 
license  towns  in  Massachusetts  that 
might  be  cited  where  even  the  local 
hotel  proprietors,  summer  or  perma- 
nent, prefer  to  have  existing  conditions 
continue. 

This  instance  reminds  us  of  the  time 
when  every  trifling-  affair  in  Lynn  was 
featured  in  the  Boston  press  as  a  sensa- 


tion. If  a  couple  of  men  had  an  argu- 
ment on  the  street  it  was  headlined  as  a 
riot,  and  if  a  mischievous  boy  broke  a 
light  of  glass,  we  read  in  the  next  edi- 
tion of  a  daring  attempt  to  break  and 
enter  by  bold,  bad  burglars,  or  perhaps 
the  incident  might  be  the  basis  of  a  fake 
"holdup"  story. 

Lynn,  however,  will  continue  to  flour- 
ish when  her  traducers  are  forgotten. 
The  Lynn  hotels  are  "down  and  out." 
In  the  language  of  the  day  they  are 
"dead  ones."  Why  should  Mr.  King 
bother  holding  any  post-mortem  over 
them?  Why  not  tackle  a  "live  one"? 
Get  busy  with  Mr.  Bunce  and  gather  in 
a  "drug  store"  or  two,  then  take  a  shy 
at  the  club  rooms.  Don't  play  any  fa- 
vorites and  don't  let  Mr.  Eben  Sears, 
Jr.,  get  all  the  medals. 

Somebody  deserves  credit  for  properly 
lighting  the  Lynn  post  office.  It  is  very 
convenient  at  present  to  be  able  to  read 
a  letter  in  the  post  office  vestibule,  some- 
thing which  has  been  very  difficult  up  to 
about  a  month  ago  when  the  electric 
lights,  generously  used,  were  flashed  up- 
on us  in  the  government  building.  Con- 
gratulations to  the  custodian  for  at  last 
securing  permission  to  properly  light 
the  building.  It  is  hoped  that  a  spasm 
of  economy  will  not  interfere  with  the 
good  work. 


There  is  so  much  talk  about  epidemics 
and  sickness  in  many  localities,  that  it  is 
a  cause  for  thankfulness  upon  the  part 
of  Lynn  people  that  they  have  such  a 
high  grade  milk  supply  at  their  door  in 
the  Oaklandvale  farm  product.

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THE     CHARTER     TALK 

Our  Compliments  to  Mr.  Grover  and  a 
Reiteration  of  What  We  Previously  Said. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Grover,  the  ident 

of  the  Federation  of  Men's  Clubs  of 
Lynn,  in  a  communication  to  the  local 
press  takes  exception  to  the  statement 
in  the  Review  of  February  that  "It  is 
safe  to  say  that  90  per  cent,  of  this  so- 
called  committee  of  1U0  that  asks  for  a 
new  charter  could  not  tell  the  defects  in 
the  old  charter,  "and  also  appears  of- 
fended at  the  following  harmless  but 
true  paragraph:  "Mayors  in  the  past 
found  it  convenient  to  charge  to  the 
charter  their  personal  lack  of  ability  and 
insipid  administrations."

Wiiat   the  Enterprising-    Merchants    Say 

Regarding-  the  Value  of  License 

to  That  City 

The  Review  presents  the  statement 
of  Springfield  merchants  on  the  license 
question,  for  the  consideration  of  local 
merchants,  and  intends  to  publish  more 
of  a  similar  character  later  on.  The  ar- 
ticle presented  in  this  issue  is  copied 
from  the  Springfield  Homestead,  Nov- 
ember 30,  ly08. 

According  to  the  arguments  and  logic 
of  our  local  no-license  agitators,  the  fol- 
lowing list  must  necessarily  be  com- 
posed of  "unsuccessful  merchants;"  but 
among  the  signers  is  H.  P.  Hinckley, 
manager  of  the  Armour  Company.  We 
all  know  how  the  local  agent  of  the  Ar- 
mour Company  was  quoted  by  the  no- 
license  champions  in  recent  elections. 
It  apparently  makes  some  difference  in 
their  business  and  statements  between 
Springfield  and  Lynn. 

The  Review  has  published  a  statement 
that  there  are  many  successful  mer- 
chants in  Lynn  who  believe  that  from  a 
business  point  of  view,  license  is  better 
for  this  city  than  no-license,  but  who 
hesitate  from  publicly  making  this  state- 
ment because  of  the  "sandbagging" 
that  follows  from  the  "No"  orators. 

S^meof  the  local  orators  have  made 
absolutely  incorrect  statements  without 
contradiction,  and  the  "Raw  Deal,"  or 
"  Square  Deal,"  or  whatever  they  may 
call  it,  has  from  time  to  time  told  about 
mythical  merchants  who  say  this  and 
who  say  that  about  the  increase  of  their 
business,  without  publishing  the  names 
of  these  supposed  merchants. 

The  Review  is  having  prepared  for 
publication  a  record  of  the  financial 
standing  of  the  various  individuals  whose 
names  have  appeared  in  the  "Square 
Deal,"  and  including  those  who  are  tell- 
ing the  public  of  Lynn  of  "the  tremen- 
dous prosperity"  that  has  come  to  them 
and  also  to  the  merchants  and  citizens 
of  this  city  under  no-license. 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  ascer- 
tained that  many  of  them  pay  a  poll  tax 
and  nothing  more.  Others  have  their 
property  in  the  names  of  their  wives, 
and  mortgages  that  were  upon  their 
property  when  the  city  was  license  re- 
main undischarged  under  no-license. 
Others  are  identified  with  corporations 
that  pay  no  local  tax  whatever,  and  who 
are  a  benefit  to  the  state  and  not  to  the 
city,  from  a  tax  or  financial  standpoint. 


The  local  merchants  may  be  timid 
about  provoking  or  calling  upon  their 
heads  the  wrath  of  the  no-license  league 
leaders,  but  everyone  must  admit,  ex- 
cept these  same  no-license  leaders,  that 
the  merchants  know  what  is  and  what 
is  not  a  benefit  to  their  business,  even 
though  they  may  be  afraid  to  publicly 
say  so.

105 
in  number,  representative  of  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  city  and  holders  of 
real  property  assessed  for  upward  of 
$5,000,000,  have  signed  a  declaration  in 
form  of  their  belief  that  the  normal  and 
financial  interests  of  the  city  will  be 
better  served  by  a  continuance  of  the 
present  license  regime.

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  Springfield,  while  heartily  in 
sympathy  with  the  cause  of  temperance, 
believe  that  the  moral  and  financial  in- 
terests of  the  city  will  he  better  served 
by  a  strict  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic 
under  license  than  a  lax  enforcement  of 
the  law  under  prohibition. 

We  believe  that  while  no-license  may 
be  necessary  in  some  communities,  as  a 
means  of  correcting  local  evils,  it  is  not 
necessary  in  our  own  well  governed  city, 
and  that  a  prohibitory  law  would  fail  to 
better  the  moral  condition  of  our  city 
and  would  prove  a  serious  setback  to  the 
business  interests  of  Springfield.

TRAVEL    TO    SALEM 

How  It  Has  Been  Aftected  on  the  Steam 
Railroad  Under  License  and  No-License 

We  hear  very  much  concerning  the 
great  increase  in  the  travel  to  Salem 

since  that  city  has  been  favored 
the  law  of  license  and  Lynn  has  b< 
the  no-license  column.    A  comparative 

table  showing  the  increase  in  Boston  & 
Maine  railroad  traffic  between  Lynn  and 
Salem  is  given  below,  being  comparison 
between  a  no-license  period  in  Lynn  and 
license  period  in  Salem.  For  the  ten 
months  there  was  an  increase  of  141,914 
fares  from  Lynn  to  Salem  on  the  Boston 
&  Maine  railroad.  If  this  same  increase 
is  shown  on  the  street  cars,  as  no  doubt 
it  is,  it  will  be  seen  that  Salem  traffic 
must  have  benefited  very  largely  by  the 
visitations  of  Lynn  people,  and  it  is  on 
this  account  that  many  Lynn  merchants 
believe  that  under  present  conditions 
their  business  is  seriously  affected.  The 
figures  are  interesting:

The  Review  is  Discussing  the  Question 
Prom  the  Standpoint  of  Sto   ekeepers 

We  realize  the  inconsistencies  in  the 
laws  of  license  and  no-license,  but  we 
have  not  been  discussing  the  question 
from  our  own  point  of  view.  We  have 
been  asked  to  open  our  columns  for  talk 
on  this  question,  outside  of  the  heat  of 
a  campaign  in  politics,  by  Lynn  mer- 
chants who  feel  interested  in  having  the 
subject  discussed  on  the  material  side 
"  How  the  Policy  of  No- License  Affects 
the  Storekeeper."  The  moral  side  of 
the  question  we  or  they  do  not  attempt 
to  discuss— that  is  for  others  to  do. 
They  want  license  and  no-license  con- 
sidered with  reference  to  the  storekeep- 
ing  interests  in  this  community. 

The  average  Lynn  merchant  will  not 
allow  his  name  to  be  used -and  very 
correctly,  too.  Because  so  to  do  would 
alienate  his  customers.  Both  sides  are 
equally  narrow  and  illogical— few  men 
can  discuss  the  liquor  question  with 
reason  and  without  feeling  or  prejudice. 
All  moral  and  religious  questions,  when 
discussed,  arouse  rash  feeling,  hence 
the  tenderness  of  the  liquor  issue  — and 
the  hesitancy  of  retailers  to  have  their 
names  used  save  when  people  so  desire. 
We  propose,  from  month  to  month,  to 
interview  Lynn  retail  merchants  on  the 
license  question.  We  shall  give  all  sides 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  desig- 
nate retailers  by  numbers.  The  reader 
is  assured  that  every  interview  will  re- 
flect the  real  sentiments  of  a  live  Lynn 
merchant.  No  "dead  ones"  will  be  in- 
terviewed. 

No.  1  says:  "In  our  furniture  instal- 
ment business  we  find  that  we  are  bene- 
fited by  no-license.  At  least  we  reason 
that  way,  as  in  1909  payments  were  bet- 
ter with  us  than  in  any  previous  year. 
We  think  the  wives  get  the  pay  en- 
velopes now,  and  if  the  drinkers  do  go 
to  Salem  or  Boston,  that  the  families 
really  fare  better  than  under  license.  I 
take  a  drink  when  I  want  it,  but  I  think 
no-license  is  best  for  a  city  like  Lynn." 

No.  2  says:  "Doctors,  lawyers,  insur- 
ance agents  and  others  howl  like  fury 
for  no-license,  and  say  what  good  it 
does,  but  I  notice  they  solicit  the  saloon 
keepers'  money  and  patronage  when 
license  is  on.  They  never  feel  above 
taking  their  money.  Is  that  consi 
Or  is  everything  fair  in  war  and  busi- 
ness? I  tell  you  no-license  is  a  frost 
for    Lynn    merchants.      Thousands    of

No.  3  says:  "The  absence  of  the  open 
saloon  is  doing  enough  good  to  justify 
no-license.  There  is  no  argument  for 
license.  There  is  only  one  side  to  the 
question.  Just  see  our  clean  streets  and 
compare  them  with  license  times  — that 
tells  the  story.  Our  merchants  must 
get  more  money,  as  thousands  and  thous- 
ands of  dollars  not  spent  in  saloons  go 
into  legitimate  trade  " 

No.  4  says:  "People  will  spend  money 
for  liquor,  as  note  the  thousands  of  ex- 
tra people  (over  license  times)  who  now 
go  to  Boston  and  Salem  each  week.  As 
many  Lynn  people  get  liquor  as  when 
there  was  license,  and  that  being  BO, 
why  not  have  Lynn  get  the  license 
money  and  Lynn  merchants  get  the 
trade  benefit?  It  should  be  the  state 
law— this  law  of  license,  with  each  city 
and  town  taking  care  of  its  liquor  busi- 
ness. Then  something  like  reason  and 
good  order  would  prevail.  There  is 
much  liquor  Carted  into  Lynn  for  private 
individuals,  club  rooms,  drugstores,  etc., 
and  it  is  silly  for  Lynn  not  to  get  the 
revenue. "

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A  Reformer's  Experience 

Mayor  Howard  of  Salem  recently 
found  himself  forced  to  spend  the  night 
at  a  Lynn  hotel.  He  finds  fault  with 
the  carpet,  furniture,  shades  and  mat- 
tress, and  even  the  pillows  were  too 
small  for  his  big  head,  as  he  said  his 
head  slipped  off  of  them  all  the  time, 
and  he  lamented  the  fact  that  he  did  not 
have  a  couple  of  ghosts  for  company. 
The  dilapidated  condition  of  everything 
was  impressed  upon  the  mayor.  We 
don't  know  where  his  honor  spent  the 
early  -part  of  the  evening,  but  we  do 
know  that  the  hotel  register  shows  that 
he  was  none  too  modest  to  register  him- 
self "  Hon.  Arthur  Howard,  Salem, 
Mass."  This  was  probably  before  he 
assigned  his  wages  as  mayor.  It  is  the 
first  time  that  it  has  ever  come  to  our 
knowledge  that  any  really  manly  indi- 
vidual entitled  to  the  use  of  that  prefix 
has  ever  cheapened  himself  to  the  ex- 
tent of  satisfying  his  vanity  and  conceit 
by  signing  himself  "  honorable."

Bibulous  Maine 

Maine  for  a  long  time  has  had  state- 
wide prohibition,  but  many  of  her  peo- 
ple get  intoxicated  and  arrested  there- 
for just  the  same.  Arrests  for  drunk- 
enness are  in  fact  increasing  much  faster 
than  the  population.  In  13  years  ending 
in  1908  they  increased  45  per  cent,  while 
from  1900  to  1908  the  growth  of  popula- 
tion was  only  14  per  cent.  Arrests  for 
intoxication  are  not  an  infallible  crite- 
rion of  the  sobriety  of  a  people,  but  they 
are  often  significant.  For  example, 
when  records  show  that  in  25  cities  and 
towns  in  Maine  there  were  6600  such  ar- 
rests in  1906  and  9627  in  1908,  it  is  clear 
that  the  down-easters  are  drinking  more 
rum  of  a  worse  character  or  that  the 
police  are  more  vigilant  in  taking  them 
to  the  lockup,  or  both.  At  any  rate  the 
figures  are  not  creditable  to  prohibition 
or  the  way  it  is  enforced  in  the  state. 
They  certainly  would  not  be  so  bad  under 
a  decent  license  system. — Lowell  Citizen.

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LOCAL    FINANCIERING 

What  "Theory"  Has  Done  Upon  the  Sub- 
ject—The "No"  Man's  Harbor  Opinion 

In  less  than  two  months  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  the  school  board 
found  itself  in  financial  difficulties,  due 
mainly,  the  chairman  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee says,  to  the  operations  of  the 
new  law  under  which  appropriations  for 
this  department  were  regulated  this 
year. 

We  were  promised  great  things  from 
the  workings  of  that  law  and  inexperi- 
enced youths  with  their  heads  filled  with 
theories  on  government,  and  extremely 
anxious  to  have  the  public  know  there 
were  such  persons,  talked  long  and  loud- 
ly on  the  benefits  to  come  from  a  change 
in  the  financial  end  of  the  school  board. 

Roy  C.  Bergengren,  lawyer  and  mem- 
ber of  the  school  board,  was  believed  to 
be  the  author  of  the  bill,  but  he  now 
says  he  only  acted  in  an  advisory  capac- 
ity to  Henry  R.  French,  who  was  the 
chairman  of  the  school  board  last  year. 

Whoever  the  author  or  from  whence 
the  bill  came,  it  is  interesting  to  learn 
that  it  was  presented  to  the  legislature 
of  1909  without  the  sanction  of  the  Lynn 
city  council.  A  date  was  set  for  the 
hearing  and  when  the  bill  came  up  the 
question  was  asked  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  proposed  legislation  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  city  council.  The  com- 
mittee members  found  out  it  had  not 
been  and  abruptly  the  hearing  was 
closed  with  the  advice  that  such  matters 
should  go  through  the  regular  channel 
and  that  all  matters  dealing  with  the 
finances  of  the  city  should  be  considered 
by  the  city  council. 

The  bill  was  redrawn  and  features  cut 
out  that,  if  allowed  to  remain,  would 
have  worked  injury  to  the  school  depart- 
ment. Then  the  bill  went  through,  after 
several  lawyers  had  read  it. 

Finance  is  a  subject  thoroughly  under- 
stood by  all  persons,  and  especially  those 
with  theories,  and  who  have  never  had 
practical  experience.  No  subject  may 
be  handled  with  greater  dexterity  by  a 
man  who  dreams  and  believes  firmly  no- 
body has  the  right  to  think  differently 
than  he  does. 

"Lynn  cannot  afford  to  expend  money 
in  developing  the  harbor  and  covering 
the  mud  flats,"  was  announced  at  the 
state  house  before  the  committee  on 
harbors  and  lands  when  the  bill  on  this 
subject  was  up  for  a  hearing.  "The 
sinking  fund  is  $300,000  short  and  we 
are  not  in  good  financial  condition." 


That  was  what  was  said  at  the  state 
house  and  the  man  who  said  it  lent  his 
influence  to  deprive  Lynn  of  $300,000 
from  license  fees  during  the  past  three 
years.  That  is  another  evidence  of 
financial  learning  and  acumen. 

Without  reducing  the  expenses  of  the 
city  one  cent  Lynn  has  lost  that  sum, 
and  those  who  worked  to  bring  about 
the  present  deplorable  condition  finan- 
cially, as  they  put  it,  glory  in  their  work 
at  one  moment  and  in  the  next  breath 
say  Lynn  "cannot  undertake  a  great 
improvement  because  of  lack  of  funds. ' '

and  see  the  true  inside  of  conditions?

The  demands  for  shorter  hours  with  in- 
creased pay  were  clearly  out  of  line  with 
the  business  conditions  of  the  road,  and 
once  the  matter  was  clearly  set  forth 
the  men  quickly  showed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  existing  conditions.

Lynn  people  would  realize  they  had  a 
mighty  line  water  supply  if  they  had  a 
chance  to  test  the  New  York  city  arti- 
cle, which  is  hard  as  nails.  Some  indi- 
viduals, for  personal  or  fancied  reasons, 
have  done  much  "knocking"  of  the 
Lynn  water,  but  they  would  realize,  did 
they  understand  the  facts,  that  few 
communities,  if  any,  have  a  better  all- 
round  water  supply  than  Lynn. 


So  far  as  Lynn  public  sentiment  is 
concerned  there  is  none  favorable  to  the 
consolidation  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
and  the  Boston  &  Northern  railroads. 
We  are  content  with  things  as  they  are, 
and  the  saving  of  three  cents  on  a  Lynn 
and  Boston  fare  will  hardly  make  it  a 
popular  proposition  in  Lynn  for  these 
railroads  to  unite.  The  Lynn  public  is 
quite  content  with  the  present  system 
and  its  management,  and  they  are  not 
clamoring  for  a  Boston  Elevated  addi- 
tion. 


Judging  by  the  condition  of  Central 
Square  at  times,  it  would  be  a  good 
idea  for  the  street  cleaning  department 
to  detail  a  man  to  keep  it  cleaned  up. 
For  a  considerable  period  after  the 
waste  paper  barrels  are  put  out  each 
week  the  square  is  deluged  with  waste 
paper,  presenting  a  slack  appearance 
to  all  who  may  pass  through  in  trains, 
and  giving  the  idea  of  wide  neglect.

Representative  Roberts  and  other  con- 
gressmen in  the  industrial  districts  will 
be  fortunate  if  they  are  re-elected  next 
fall.  It  looks  like  a  tough  tight  all  over 
the  country  for  Republican  congress- 
men located  in  industrial  centers.  It  is 
hard  to  argue  with  people  when  their 
stomachs  are  affected.  If  they  are 
obliged  to  work  at  the  old  wages,  and 
have  to  pay  tw^o  or  three  times  the  old 
prices  for  food,  all  the  arguments  from 
here  to  Halley's  comet  won'i  affect  their 
judgment  in  deciding  to  vote  against  the 
man  who  wants  a  re-election.  People 
are  not  open  to  reason. 

Lynn  suffers  most  from  the  criticism 
from  those  within  the  community.  With 
all  our  Tolman  fund,  No-License  league 
and  Watch  and  Ward  protection  we  are 
not  secure  from  this  sort  of  thing  They 
all  seem  to  sandbag  Lynn.  Mr.  <  >'  !• 
gave  the  legislative  committee  to  under- 
stand that  we  had  worthless  assets  of 
$500, 00 J  in  our  sinking  funds,  when  the 
average  schoolboy  knows  differently. 
Messrs.  Connery  and  O'Keefe  thought 
we  needed  a  new  charter  on  account  of 
the  Walden  pond  dam  agitation,  long 
ago  settled  and  disposed  of,  but  not  suf- 
ficiently in  the  back  number  class  to  pre- 
vent them  from  desiring  a  post-mortem 
examination!  Will  the  city  ever  be 
spared  from  the  knocker  within? 

It  was  all  very  well  for  Charles  H. 
Jones  of  the  Commonwealth  Shoe  and 
Leather  Co.  to  tell  us  that  we  should  not 
have  labor  differences  in  Lynn,  that  we 
should  avoid  all  strife,  etc.  What  can 
be  done  to  relieve  the  situation  is  the 
thing.  Lynn  people  fully  realize  the 
conditions,  but  how  to  adjust  them  is 
quite  a  conundrum.  When  the  shoe 
manufacturers  cannot  agree  on  any  plan 
of  operations  it  can  hardly  be  exp 
that  the  labor  organizations  will  come 
to  the  rescue  of  the  manufacturers. 
There  is  such  a  wide  difference  in  the 
methods  of  Lynn  shoe  manufacturers, 
the  goods  they  produce,  and  their  style 
of  manufacture,  that  it  is  quite  difficult 
for  them  to  arrange  a  united  plan  of 
work.  The  labor  unions  recognize  these 
conditions  and  make  their  demands  ac- 
cordingly. Human  nature  will  have  to 
be  changed  quite  a  bit  before  Mr.  Jones 
or  anybody  else  can  cure  existing  condi- 
tions. 
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The  consolidation  of  the  long  estab- 
lished houses  of  Sprague  &  Breed  and 
Stevens  &  Newhall  has  been  the  cause 
of  much  comment.  Those  who  are  in- 
terested in  this  important  business  move- 
ment believe  that  "  it  is  only  in  accord- 
ance with  the  trend  of  the  times." 
They  argue  that  ' '  such  a  move  tends 
toward  greater  economy  in  the  handling 
of  coal,  and  also  that  it  naturally  follows 
the  public  will  be  participants  in  the 
savings  made  by  a  joining  of  the  busi- 
ness forces,  just  the  same  as  they  have 
been  when  other  interests  have  come  to- 
gether in  the  industrial  world."  The 
announcement  of  the  new  firm  upon  an- 
other page  gives  prices  on  coal  and  other 
details  that  will  interest  the  public.

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If  Less  Work,  Why  Not  Less  Pay? 

In  view  of  the  continuous  clamoring 
of  the  no-license  league  to  the  effect 
that  no-license  results  in  a  material  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  arrests,  we  find 
no  good  argument  that  justifies  any  in- 
crease of  pay  for  any  of  the  officers  in 
the  police  department.  That  is,  if  the 
"No"  leaders'  argument  is  true. 

Some  no-license  leaders  contend  that 
all  police  officers  are  in  favor  of  no- 
license  because  it  makes  less  work  for 
them.  If  this  is  true  then  the  clerical 
force"  of  the  department  and  the  law  en- 
forcing arm  of  the  same,  except  perhaps 
the  liquor  squad,  should  expect  a  reduc- 
tion in  salary  rather  than  an  increase, 
and  under  the  present  circumstances 
they  had  better  cease,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  agitation  for  more  pay 
or  days  off  duty.  The  no-license  league 
has  furnished  the  reason.  But  we  are 
paying  about  the  same  for  police  as  we 
did  in  license  years. 

In  connection  with  these  arguments 
we  are  reminded  of  the  main  argument 
that  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled  by  the  no- 
license  league,  namely:  that  if  the  city 
should  vote  "no-license"  then  the  police 
department  expenses  "would  be  cut  in 
two,"  likewise  the  poor  department. 
Results  have  proved  the  folly  of  these 
claims.  The  no-license  league  also  cites 
the  records  of  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  police  court  to  show  decrease  of 
business.  The  same  reason  exists  for  a 
decrease  in  the  pay  of  the  judge  and  the 
clerk  of  court  and  assistants.  Likewise 
the  probation  officer. 

We  are  also  reminded  constantly  of 
the  small  amount  of  business  being  con- 
ducted in  the  police  court,  and  how  much 
less  work  the  probation  officer  has  to  do. 
The  clerk  of  the  police  court  carries  on 
an  extensive  private  business,  and  no 
doubt  he  and  his  office  force  are  heartily 
in  favor  of  no-license,  because,  if  the 
no-license  argument  is  true,  their  crim- 
inal work  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

It  is  therefore  a  serious  question,  if 
the  work  is  reduced  to  almost  nothing 
and  the  clerk  of  the  court  devotes  most 
of  his  time  to  the  business  of  his  private 
office,  whether  or  not  the  present  amount 
of  business  would  require  the  present 
clerical  force.  This  may  be  a  county 
matter,  but  just  the  same  a  fair  ques- 
tion.  If  we  are  to  have  no-license  and 
the  city  to  lose  about  $100,000  a  year, 
then  we  should  reap  some  of  I  lie  benefits 
of  it  in  the  departments  affected  by  it. 

Mr.  No-License  Leaguer,  make  good 
your  promise.     Did  we  vote  "No"  and 


throw  away  $100,000  per  year  to  make 
it  "soft"  for  police  judges,  police  court 
clerks  and  probation  officer  at  topnotch 

salaries?  Up  to  date  the  taxpayer  is 
the  loser.  He  has  lost  about  $100,000 
per  year  in  license  fees.  He  has  had 
increased  taxes  and  more  expens-  in 
most  city  departments.

Two  Sea  Monsters 

The  two  mammoth  liners,  the  <  Hj 
and  Titanic,  which  are  being   built    for 
tile   White  Star  company   will  eclipse 
the  Mauretania  and   Lusitania  by  not 

less  than    12,000   tons,    their    ton 

being   45,000   againsl    33, f  the  two 

Cunarders.     The    n<  mers   which 

arc  destined  for  the  Southampton-New 
York  service,  will  be  the  finest  on  the 
water  in  the  matter  of  equipment  and 
decoration.  One  of  the  upper  decks  is 
to  be  completely  enclosed  to  serve  as  a 
ballroom  or  skating  rink.  The  boats 
will  offer  not  only  extended  suites  of 
rooms,  but  complete  flats,  which  will 
make  it  possible  to  cross  the  Atlantic 
while  enjoying  all  the  privacy  of  home. 
A  veranda  cafe  will  be  built  on  one  of 
the  upper  decks  far  astern,  looking 
far  out  over  the  sea,  and  about  fifty 
feet  above  the  water.  Another  nov- 
elty will  be  a  grill  room  suggesting 
an  old  English  chop  house,  with  high 
backed  stalls  of  ancient  oak,  and  broad, 
low  tables.  A  garden  will  be  on  the  sun 
deck  and  in  the  winter  will  be  protected 
by  a  glass  roof.  The  new  vessels  will 
have  a  displacement  of  60,000  tons. 
They  are  to  be  about  840  feet  long,  with 
a  beam  of  90  feet,  and  the  boat  deck 
will  be  more  than  60  feet  above  the 
water.  Neither  the  Olympic  nor  the 
Titanic  will  be  a  high  power  boat,  nor 
are  their  lines  designed  for  great  speed, 
twenty-one  knots  being  the  average 
aimed  at.  Their  carrying  capacity  will 
exceed  that  of  any  vessel  afloat  to-day 
by  at  least  one-third.  Each  >teamer 
will  carry  under  normal  conditions  more 
than  5,000  persons.  A  feature  of  the 
design  is  that  they  will  each  have  four 
funnels  and  only  one  mast.  The  funnels 
will  be  so  large  that  two  double  d< 
street  cars  could  easily  pass  through 
each  side  by  side.

The  Men's  Federation  charter,  in 
practically  cutting  out  the  library,  park 
and  cemetery  trustees,  showed  up  in  a 
weak  manner,  because  in  these  boards 
of  trustees  Lynn  has  been  able  to  get 
the  judgment,  discretion  and  wisdom 
of  prominent  and  influential  citizens 
that  it  could  not  possibly  secure  in  any 
other  way,  and  for  the  Men's  Federa- 
tion to  legislate  these  men  out  of  office, 
as  originally  planned,  showed  a  re- 
markable shortsightedness.

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HORACE  D.  KING'S  LIQUOR  NOTICES 

How  They  Were  Extensively  Worked  Up 
When  License  Was  the  Law- 
Many  extravagant  statements  by  self- 
appointed  private  law  enforcing  author- 
ities have  been  made  before  the  legisla- 
ture. One  statement  calling  for  atten- 
tion is  that  which  appeared  some  time 
ago  as  made  by  Horace  D.  King,  who 
was  alleged  to  have  stated  that  he  had 
issued  36,000  notices  to  dealers  not  to 
sell  liquor  to  certain  individuals  since  he 
began  his  services,  and  that  this  num- 
ber of- women  came  to  him  and  asked 
his  assistance  in  keeping  dealers  from 
selling  liquor  to  members  of  their  fami- 
lies. Such  statements  go  far  toward 
featuring  Lynn  as  "the  worst  city  in 
the  state,"  in  some  people's  opinion. 
These  figures  alleged  to  have  been  put 
out  by  Mr.  King  cannot  be  disputed  by 
the  Review,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  in 
no  other  city  was  this  branch  of  the 
liquor  law  so  abused  and  overworked  as 
in  Lynn.  It  is  not  every  city  that  has  a 
Tolman  fund  with  an  agent  to  keep  busy 
as  a  means  to  justify  his  employment. 

During  the  last  years  of  license  in 
Lynn  charges  of  blackmail  came  thick 
and  fast  under  this  law,  and  liquor  deal- 
ers openly  asserted  that  these  notices 
formed  a  basis,  in  a  number  of  instances, 
for  suits  and  claims  by  designing  women 
backed  up  by  unscrupulous  attorneys 
and  claim  agents.  They  would  complain 
to  Mr.  King  and  he  would  send  out  the 
notices.  If  the  dealers  refused  to  com- 
ply with  the  demand  for  money  that 
followed  they  were  threatened  with 
prosecution,  and  the  nature  of  some  of 
these  threats  showed  a  boldness  that 
was  indeed  surprising.  If  a  man  was  in 
the  habit  of  only  resorting  to  one  or  two 
places  in  one  part  of  the  city,  and  his 
wife  made  a  complaint,  everyone  of  the 
seventy  odd  liquor  dealers  received  no- 
tices, although  they  might  never  have 
heard  of  the  man  in  question;  but  they 
counted  in  the  total  number  of  notices 
sent  by  Mr.  King.  Liquor  Healers  were 
compelled  to  secure  the  services  of  con- 
stables and  process  servers  to  serve 
counter  trespass  notices,  so  that,  taking 
all  the  cases  into  consideration,  I 
officers  developed  quite  a  business.  With 
the  36,000  notices  a  thriving  industry 
must  have  been  worked  up,  and  if  can 
l>e  inferred  that  the  constables  did  not 
discourage  the  giving  of  by  Mr. 

King.  A  certain  local  politician  found 
it  more  convenient  to  be  a  quasi  con- 
stable and  process  server  than  a  shoe- 
maker. 


There  were  numerous  instances  where 
women  were  importuned  to  see  M  r. 
King  and  have  notices  sent  to  the  liquor 
dealers  by  individuals  who  would  be 
benefited  by  the  notices  because  they 
would  induce  employment  of  the  con- 
stables and  process  servers  by  the  liquor 
dealers,  who  would  then  serve  ue.spass 
notices.  This  condition  of  affairs  was 
not  duplicated  in  any  other  city  in  the 
commonwealth. 

One  woman  in  particular  did  a  land 
office  business.  She  had  a  son  whom 
she  claimed  was  under  age,  and  accom- 
panied by  a  witness  whom  she  cai 
along,  she  would  stand  outside  of  a  liquor 
store  and  see  her  son  go  in  and  purchase 
liquor,  but  she  never  disclosed  her  pres- 
ence until  after  the  sale  was  made  and  she 
never  tried  to  prevent  her  son  from  get- 
ting the  liquor  by  stepping  in  and  pre- 
venting the  sale.  It  was  a  hard  propo- 
sition to  tell  whether  the  young  man 
was  20  or  23  years  old.  She  turned  up 
in  several  law  offices  with  claims  and 
many  liquor  dealers  at  first  permitted 
themselves  to  be  blackmailed  rather 
than  prosecuted  and  sued.  Finally  the 
game  got  so  notorious  that  Chief  Burckes 
took  a  hand  in  the  matter,  made  an  in- 
vestigation, the  woman  was  sent  for, 
given  several  degrees  beyond  the  third, 
and  from  that  time  on  no  more  was  ever 
heard  from  her  or  her  son,  although 
when  she  made  her  departure  it  was 
said  that  twelve  or  fifteen  claims  were 
pending  in  different  law  offices.  She 
certainly  had  the  business  down  to  a 
science. 

The  law  is  a  good  one  and  no  doubt 
there  are  many  honest  cases  under  it, 
where  careless  and  defiant  liquor  dealers 
should  be  made  to  recognize  the  rights 
of  others,  but  like  the  abutters'  law  it 
has  been  abused  and  utilized  for  pur- 
poses never  intended  when  it  wa 
acted,  and  when  you  have  people  en- 
forcing the  law  by  private  contributions 
the  community  is  likely  to  he  imposed 
upon. 

There  is  some  difference  between  a 
woman  who  sincerely  wants  to  prevent 
her  husband  from  getting  liquor  and  the 
woman  who,  with  the  aid  of  ■<  cheap 
lawyer,  is  framing  up  a  case  to  get 
money  from  a  dealer.

Mail  Order  Houses  and  Lynn  Merchants 

A  prominent  Lynn  merchant  states 
what  is  hurting  Lynn  trade  most  is  not 
competition  of  purchases  made  in  person 
at  Boston  stores  so  much  as  the  practice 
of  ordering  from  mail  order  catalogs. 
The  purchase  of  goods  "unsight  and 
unseen,"  as  the  boys  used  to  say  of  the 
more  hazardous  transactions  in  the  jack- 
knife  trade,  has  swelled  to  a  volume 
sufficient  to  affect  home  prosperity,  and 
in  few  cases  are  the  purchasers  the 
gainers.  Alluring  catalogs  paint  mer- 
chandise in  glowing  colors,  but  when  it 
reaches  here  it  is  commonly  found  to  be 
in  no  way  superior  to  what  could  be  had 
at  home.  Oftentimes  it  contains  some 
serious  defect  that  could  have  been 
avoided  had  the  buyer  been  looking  over 
a  stock  of  goods  in  his  own  town.  The 
mail  order  does  not  get  the  intelligent 
attention  that  one  can  have  in  buying 
goods  of  home  merchants  anxious  to 
please,  and  if  there  is  any  fault  with  the 
goods  it  is  bothersome,  costly,  or  im- 
possible to  get  redress.  The  dollars 
sent  away  to  the  big  mail  order  houses 
never  return,  but  spent  at  home  they 
help  our  merchants  pay  their  debts  and 
improve  their  stocks,  and  they  pay 
wages  to  home  employers.

This  possibly  may 
explain  the  desire  of  the  second  or  third 
generations  of  wealth  to  be  associated 
with  the  nobility  of  the  Old  World, 
which  is  so  firmly  established.  Is  it  not 
the  law  of  self-preservation'.'  The  idea 
that  wealth  makes  a  gentleman  is  sim- 
ply a  bourgeois  conception.  Wealth  can 
never  produce  the  gentleman  of  inheri- 
tance or  the  mental  aspect  of  charity. 
It  can,  however,  make  the  acquisition  of 
the  polish  possible  if  the  start  is  not 
made  too  late.  Without  personal  knowl- 
edge of  the  character  of  those  who  have 
the  necessary  culture  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  tell  whether  they  were  gen- 
tle folk  or  not.  America's  average  cul- 
ture has  suffered  much  during  the  last 
fifteen  years  owing  to  the  influx  of  ma- 
terial that  is  hard  toassimulate  with  the 
races  that  are  receptive  of  culture.  — 
New  York  Sun.

Venus,  Brightest  of  the  Planets. 

Venus  is  preeminent  as  the  brightest 
and  most  beautiful  of  the  eight  major 
planets,  just  as  Sirius,  now  regnant  in 
the  southeast  and  south,  is  conspicuous 
as  the  brightest  and  most  beautiful  of 
the  suns  of  night.  To  Queen  Venus  the 
Greeks  gave  the  names  of  Phosphorus 
and  Hesperus;  and  this  planet,  at  her 
brightest,  must  have  created  most  pro- 
found awe  and  veneration  among  pre- 
historic peoples. 

Tiny  Mercury  is  the  nearest  known 
major  planet  to  our  sun  (an  average 
distance  of  36,000,0(  0  miles) ;  but  Venus 
comes  next  (67,200,000  miles),  and  our 
earth  comes  third  (92,900,000  miles), 
Tiny  Mercury  takes  only  eighty-eight 
days  to  revolve  around  our  sun;  Queen 
Venus,  225  days,  while  the  terrestrial 
year  occupies  365i  days.  Queen  Venus 
exhibits  phases  like  the  phases  of  our 
own  moon,  and  her  brightness  varies 
according  to  these  phases  and  her  dis- 
tance from  our  earth.  In  size  or  volume 
Venus  is  about  ninety-two  hundredths 
of  that  of  our  planet. 

Venus  seems  to  be  enveloped  and 
hidden  amid  huge  clouds;  accordingly 
telescopic  investigation  is  limited  and 
difficult.  It  is  supposed  that  mountains 
exist  upon  her  surface  and  that  the  at- 
mosphere of  Venus  is  very  dense- from 
one-half  to  twice  the  density  of  our 
earth's  atmosphere.  Venus  possesses 
no  satellite,  and  our  earliest  recorded 
information  respecting  her  is,  so  far  as 
we  know,  about  the  year  B.C.  686.

Mr.  Merrill  will  be  sincerely 
missed  by  a  legion  of  friends  and  his 
memory  will  be  a  lasting  legacy  to  his 
family. 


The  comet  is  coming  closer  and  closer 
to  the  earth.

The  Post-Office  department  has  re- 
cently issued  a  900-page  book  in  which 
are  listed  the  street  names  in  all  of  the 
1200  cities  and  towns  in  which  a  carrier 
service  is  maintained.  By  this  arrange- 
ment it  is  easier  for  the  mail  <-l«-rks  to 
find  the  addresses  of  persons  to  win  mi 
letters  or  parcels  are  misdirected  or 
only  partially  directed.  For  instance,  a 
letter  may  be  addressed  to  "John  Jones, 
Woodward  ave.,  bet.  Grand  River  ave. 
and  State,"  by  some  careless  or  absent- 
minded  person.  Now  there  are  more 
than  thirty  towns  or  cities  having  a 
Woodward  ave.,  but  the  only  city  in 
which  all  three  of  the  streets  are  found 
is  Detroit,  Mich.  The  book  shows  it, 
and  the  letter  goes  on  its  way.  It  is  not 
all  so  easy,  however,  as  the  book  tills 
out  the  deficiency  only  when  the  name 
of  the  street  is  unusual.  But  when  you 
consider  that  there  are  900  cities  pos- 
sessing a  Main  street,  and  about  400 
which  have  a  Chestnut  and  High  street, 
500  Washington  and  Union  streets,  and 
Maple  and  Water  are  found  in  350  com- 
munities, it  may  be  seen  that  a  letter 
addressed  to  persons  on  streets  of  a 
common  name,  with  no  city  or  state 
named,  are  likely  to  find  their  way  to 
the  dead  letter  office. 

The  reformers  and  morality  work- 
ers who  are  so  prominent  in  the  public 
eye  now  and  then  do  not  look  so  prom- 
ising from  some  angles  as  they  would 
have  the  public  understand,  as  for  in- 
stance the  prominent  local  reformer 
who  gives  the  assessors  a  $50,000  return 
on  property  which  he  has  insured  for 
$100,000.  This  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  he  is  trying  to  evade  an  obligation. 
He  can  chirp  and  shout  for  municipal 
reform  and  criticise  public  service,  not 
thinking  of  his  own  lapse  on  the  moral 
side.

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LYNN   MERCHANTS   AND   LICENSE 

The  Review  is  Discussing*  the  Question 

Prom  the  Standpoint  of  Storekeepers 

Continuing  the  subject  by  interviews 
with  Lynn  merchants,  we  present  some 
more  interviews  this  month  on  the  sub- 
ject, "How  the  Policy  of  No-License 
Affects  the  Lynn  Storekeeper."  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  moral 
side  of  the  question  is  not  being  dis- 
cussed, Lynn  merchants  arguing  the 
question  wholly  from  the  business  side, 
it  being  desired  to  consider  license  and 
no-license  with  reference  to  the  store- 
keeping  interests  in  this  community. 
Interviews  numbers  1,  2,  3  and  4  were 
given  last  month. 

Merchant  No.  5  says:  "Personally  I 
never  use  liquor,  but  I  am  sure  that  no- 
license  hurts  our  business  tremendously. 
Nobody  has  to  tell  me  that — I  know  it. 
Scores  of  customers  don't  come  in  that 
used  to  favor  us.  The  liquor  people 
were  good  spenders  with  us,  and  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  anybody  to  take 
their  place.  We  do  not  notice  anybody. 
The  material  benefit  from  the  liquor  in- 
dustry is  lost  to  Lynn,  and  thousands 
and  thousands  of  our  people  go  to  Bos- 
ton and  Salem  because  they  want  liquor 
—and  that  means  Salem  and  Boston 
merchants  are  benefited  at  the  expense 
of  Lynn  storekeepers.  How  can  it  be 
otherwise?" 

No.  6  is  not  a  retailer,  but  a  barber 
who  does  a  large  business,  having  simi- 
lar interests  at  stake  as  the  storekeeper: 
"Yes,  no-license  hurts  me  during  the 
week-days,  and  on  Saturdays  it  cuts  me 
off  two  chairs.  I  have  business  for  two 
more  chairs  on  Saturdays  during  license 
times  than  under  no-license,  indicating 
to  me  that  a  good  percentage  of  my 
trade  goes  out  of  the  city  Saturdays, 
which  to  my  mind  means  a  loss  of  busi- 
ness to  Lynn  merchants.  I  have  my 
own  ideas  about  the  liquor  traffic— never 
drink  a  drop,  and  a  barber,  'mind  ye'  — 
and  I  think  we  should  have  license  in 
Lynn  with  only  common  victuallers' sell- 
ing privileges— no  hotel  licenses.  They 
hurt  the  business  in  a  general  way. 
Lynn  is  a  growing,  hustling,  cosmopoli- 
tan city,  and  I  tell  you  it  makes  a 
morgue  of  the  place  for  people  not  to 
be  able  to  get  their  liquor.  I  admit  the 
city  is  more  quiet,  but  with  the  thou- 
sands going  to  Salem  and  Boston  for  the 
ardent,  why  should  we  not  have  a  license 
law  in  Lynn  and  get  the  revenue?" 

No.  7  said:  "I  am  one  of  those  who 
have  always  found  it  somewhat  difficult 


to  decide  how  I  should  vote  on  the  liquor 
question,  but  at  the  last  election  I  voted 
yes.  On  the  whole  I  am  rather  inclined 
to  the  feeling  that  license  is  better  for 
a  city  made  up  like  ours,  with  about  all 
the  nationalities  of  people.  I  am  will- 
ing to  admit  that  the  streets  are  cleaner 
under  no-license,  but  I  think  that  the 
law  of  license  has  never  been  properly 
applied  in  Lynn,  and  with  up-to-date 
supervision  license  would  give  us  just  as 
clean  streets  as  we  are  favored  with  at 
the  present  time.  In  other  words  I 
don't  think  that  the  improper  handling 
of  the  license  law  by  the  authorities 
should  be  made  to  interfere  with  an  in- 
telligent expression  of  opinion  on  this 
subject.  The  majority  of  people  get 
the  liquor  they  desire  from  Boston  or 
Salem,  and  the  city  loses  the  revenue  of 
close  on  to  $100,000.  Looking  at  the 
question  on  all  sides  I  think  that  it  is 
better  that  a  license  law,  rigidly  en- 
forced, with  a  common  victuallers'  license 
being  given  to  hotels,  would  be  the  best 
for  Lynn." 

No.  8  is  a  fruit  merchant  in  the  center 
of  the  city  and  he  says  to  the  Review: 
"My  business  has  fallen  off  more  than 
one-half  under  no-license,  and  as  an  ex- 
ample I  will  tell  you  that  I  used  to  sell  a 
large  part  of  the  year  125  boxes  of 
lemons  per  week,  and  now  I  do  not  dis- 
pose of  more  than  25.  People  go  out  of 
Lynn,  buy  liquor,  and  at  the  same  time 
they  buy  fruit,  clothes  and  other  arti- 
cles. I  tell  you  that  this  narrow  policy 
regarding  the  selling  of  liquor  is  bad  for 
Lynn  from  a  business  standpoint.  People 
peddle  whiskey  on  the  sidewalks  the 
same  as  I  do  my  apples.  The  worst 
kind  of  liquor  is  sold,  the  city  don't  get 
any  revenue,  and  the  interests  of  the 
local  merchants  are  injured." 

No.  9  is  a  clothing  merchant:  "Pos- 
sibly there  are  stores  which  are  bene- 
fited by  the  law  of  no-license,  but  I  am 
convinced  that  our  Saturday  and  Mon- 
day trade  is  very  much  injured  by  people 
going  to  Boston  and  Salem.  The  vast 
increase  in  travel  to  these  cities  on  Sat- 
urday and  Monday  nights  indicates  to 
me  that  the  business  of  Lynn  mer- 
chants, especially  those  selling  men's 
goods,  is  much  interfered  with.  The 
men's  stores  get  the  greatest  injury 
from  the  no-license  policy." 

A  clergyman  discussing  the  question 
in  a  Boston  paper  says: 

"Experience  has  shown  us  that  a  local  option 
high  license  is  the  best  form  of  controlling  the 
Liquor  t  raffia  The  fact  that  our  cities  so  fluctuate 
from  'yes'  to  'no'  ami  'no'  to  'yes'  shows  us 
that  there  is  a  defect  in  our   present   law.     But, 
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more  than  this,  close  observers  are  not  Ba 
with  the  pros. Mil  conditions  in  the  cities  always 
"no"  or  always  "yes."  Give  the  people  a  chance 
to  say  at  the  polls,  not  alone  whether  they  want 
the  saloon  or  not,  but  also  the  chance  to  say  what 
kind  of  a  saloon  they  want.  Put  right  beneath 
the  option  on  the  bail.:  thai  ays,  'Shall  license 
be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors?' 
another  option  that  shall  say,  'If  license  be  grant- 
ed, shall  it  be  the  regular  fourth  and  fifth  classes, 
etc.,  or  shall  it  be  restricted  to  beers  and  wines 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  1911?' 
This  statute  of  1911  would  be  a  provision  for  a  new 
class  of  license,  a  license  restricting  the  sale  of 
liquors  in  cities  and  towns  so  voting  to  beers  and 
wines  not  containing  more  than  8  per  cent,  al- 
cohol." 

There,  are  many  people  in  this  com- 
munity who  favor  such  a  treatment  of 
the  liquor  question.

There  are  some  things  that  we 
must  take  for  granted,  and  all  scientists 
assume  that  there  is  an  intellectual  or- 
der. So  I  assume  that  there  is  a  moral 
order.  But  what  is  the  moral  meaning 
of  this  life?  Toward  what  are  we  aim- 
ing? Certainly  not  happiness.  All  the 
way  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave  man 
goes  with  more  or  less  heartache.  He 
that  came  into  this  life  with  a  cry  goes 
out  with  a  groan.  No,  the  moral  mean- 
ing of  life  is  not  happiness,  it  is  charac- 
ter. That  is  the  meaning  of  our  schools 
and  our  democracy,  which  tend  toward 
the  development  of  character  and  man- 
hood, I  do  not  believing  in  abolishing 
football  because  you  cannot  have  cour- 
age unless  you  have  the  possibility  of 
danger.  So  one  cannot  have  virtue  un- 
less one  has  the  power  to  sin  If  you 
cannot  choose  between  right  and  wrong 
you  are  not  virtuous.  Temptations  and 
hardships  should  be  welcomed,  for  they 
develop  character. —Rev.  Dr.  Lyman 
Abbott.

When  one  is  contemplating  a  trip  to 
Europe,    there   is   nothing   that    merits 
more  consideration  than  the  method  of 

handling  money  while  away.  There  are 
is  schemes,  all  more  or  less  prac- 
tical, but  the  most  generally  accepted 
of  credit  and  American  Ex- 
press checks.  Without  wishing  to  draw 
comparisons  or  reflecting  in  any  way 
against  the  letter  of  credit,  there  is  little 
doubt  but  what  the  American  Ex] 
check  will  in  time  be  the  only  method 
for  the. average  tourist. 

In  the  first  place,  like  the  telephone, 
American  Express  checks  are  good  any- 
time, anywhere,  by  anybody.  Indeed, 
to  illustrate  the  point  in  question,  the 
writer  remembers  cashing  one  in  a  little 
shop  in  Bellagio  where  it  was  accepted 
like  pure  gold  and  with  not  a  word  re- 
garding identification  and  other  trivial 
annoyances.  Everyone  in  Europe  is 
thoroughly  educated  up  to  American  Ex- 
press checks,  so  to  speak,  which  places 
them  years  and  years  in  advance  of  other 
forms  of  carrying  money.  In  America 
a  man  would  have  ten  times  the  difficulty 
cashing  a  personal  check  than  he  would 
in  cashing  an  American  Express  check 
where  he  had  never  been  heard  of.  And 
the  same  principle  applies  regardless  of 
the  value  of  the  check. 

The  rate  for  the  checks  is  absurdly 
small;  indeed,  when  one  considers  how 
invaluable  they  are  it  may  almost  be 
said  that  the  question  of  rate  is  a  negli- 
gible quantity. 

It  is  unfortunate,  but  true,  that  other 
forms  of  carrying  money  require  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  formal  banking,  identifi- 
cation and  elaborate  procedure  before 
the  impatient  traveler  can  obtain  ready 
money.  Because  of  this  annoyance  the 
traveler,  to  avoid  trouble,  carries  large 
quantities  of  ready  money  with  him  so 
he  will  not  have  to  delay  himself  so 
often.  It  is  a  fact  (and  this  is  of  course 
merely  one  example  in  ten  thousand) 
that  I  have  seen  a  traveler  pay  a  hotel 
bill  for  several  hundred  dollars  in  two 
minutes  with  an  Express  check  and  with- 
out a  word  or  a  second's  quibbling 

With  the  American  Express  check  you 
feel  much  as  you  do  in  your  home  town 
with  your  check  book  in  your  pocket  and 
the  knowledge  that  any  note  you  sign 
will  be  honored  instantly  on  sight. 

During  a  sojourn  in  Cologne  t  he  writer 
remembers  waiting  for  over  an  hour  in 
line  at  a  bank  to  cash  a  small  amount  on 
a  letter  of  credit.  Finally  losing  my 
temper  I  went  out  to  my  hotel  i 


an  express  check  in  a  minute  for  a  thou- 
and  marks. 

American  Express  checks  are  no  longer 
in  an  embryonic  condition.  They  are 
recognized  in  every  corner  of  the  world. 
In  addition  the  company  offers  excellent 
facilities  for  handling  mail.  On  the  con- 
tinent it  is  handled  from  the  office  on  the 
Rue  Scribe,  Paris,  which  is  fitted  up  for 
the  convenience  of  American  tourists, 
where  information  on  any  subject  will 
gladly  be  given  at  any  time.

Gold  is  as  much 
subject  to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
as  any  other  material  of  commerce,  and 
when  gold  production  increases  300  per 
cent  within  about  a  dozen  years,  without 
anything  like  such  an  increase  in  de- 
mand, monetary  and  other,  as  indicated 
by  a  failure  of  population  and  volume  of 
business  in  the  gold-using  nations  to  in- 
crease in  equal  measure,  the  result  must 
be  an  extended  cheapening  of  gold,  as 
would  be  the  case  with  any  other  econ- 
omic material  under  similar  circum- 
stances, and  this  cheapening  is  the  equiv- 
alent of  a  corresponding  rise  of  prices. 

It  is  reported  that  Chief  Burckes  is 
arranging  for  a  thorough  inspection  of 
liquor  books  in  drug  stores  and  an  in- 
ventory of  the  liquor  stock  carried  by  the 
druggists.  It  is  probable  that  the  num- 
ber of  sales  recorded  on  the  liquor  books 
will  not  warrant  the  quantity  and  vari- 
ety of  liquors  carried  by  some  druggists.

There  is  so  much  typhoid  and  scarlet 
fever  prevailing  in  the  near  vicinity  of 
this  city  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  to 
take  special  care  of  their  diet.  Nothing 
which  we  eat  is  so  important  to  watch 
as  milk  because  it  is  credited  with  trans- 
mitting more  disease  than  any  other 
food  product.  Pure  milk  and  pure  water 
are  greatly  to  be  desired.  The  cleanli- 
ness of  Oaklandvale  farm  milk,  coming 
as  it  does  from  one  farm  in  Saugus,  is 
much  more  likely  to  give  the  public 
proper  and  desirable  service  than  the 
milk  selling  in  Lynn,  which  comes  from 
great  numbers  of  farms  where  the 
chances  for  contamination  are  greatly 
increased  over  the  product  from  one 
farm.  This  will  be  obvious  upon  slight 
consideration,  and  if  the  people  of  Lynn 
want  what  is  best  and  purest  in  milk 
they  will  connect  with  the  Oaklandvale 
farm  product. 

A  shoecutter  who  stands  out  for  stand- 
ard wages  has  had  only  13  weeks'  work 
since  last  November,  and  takes  employ- 
ment in  the  General  Electric  works  at 
$9.60  per  week.

An  edict  of  the  Worcester  license  com- 
mission forbids  bartenders  and  proprie- 
tors of  places  where  liquor  is  legally  sold 
to  treat  their  patrons.  The  Worcester 
club  has  also  adopted  a  house  rule  inter- 
dicting treating.  The  action  taken  in 
both  of  these  cases  is  to  be  commended, 
for  the  treating  habit  has  played  too 
large  a  part  in  promoting  excessive 
drinking  and  intoxication.  It  is  time 
that  this  custom,  which  used  to  be  prac- 
ticed in  this  country  more  than  it  is  to- 
day, were  given  the  go-by.  When  groups 
of  men  pay  for  their  own  drinks  they 
are  less  liable  to  overindulgence  and  to 
waste  their  money,  and  the  more  exten- 
sively treating  is  under  official  ban  the 
better.  Worcester  affords  a  good  ex- 
ample in  this  matter.  Of  course  the 
less  liquor  anyone  consumes  the  better 
off  he  is,  and  anything  which  will  help  to 
restrain  drinkers  marks  advance. 

Strange,  but  success  often  is  an  ele- 
ment in  failure.  Take,  for  instance, 
the  successful  man  who  won't  be  given 
an  order  by  people  who  are  jealous  of 
his  success!  There  is  much  of  this  in 
the  world. 


The  Lynn   baseball  club  has  ma 
very  satisfactory  showing  so  far  in  the 

New  England  league  race,  and  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  those  who 

attend  the  games  this  season  will  be 
treated  to  exhibitions  of  good  baseball. 
The  weather  has  nol  been  really  condu- 
cive to  fast  playing,  the  low  tempera- 
ture affecting  the  fielding  of  the  players. 
However,  a  promising  start  lias  been 
made,  ami  with  warmer  air  Mi- 
Leonard's  club  may  become  a  source  of 
considerable  joy  to  the  local  fans.  The 
attendance  at  the  games  has  been  good 
considering  the  conditions,  and  the 
crowds  are  sure  to  flock  in  numbers  with 
warmer  weather.  Lynn  always  was  a 
good  baseball  town.  No  city  of  its  size 
better  supports  its  team,  nor  with  so 
much  loyalty.  If  Manager  Leonard's 
men  play  winning  ball  ami  keep  in  a 
fighting  position  in  the  league  race,  the 
club  owners  should  realize  handsomely 
on  their  investment  this  season.  The 
New  England  league  is  in  better  condi- 
tion than  ever,  and  all  the  teams  have 
opened  up  well.  The  eight  clubs  are 
stronger  as  a  league  and  there  is  a  better 
balance  between  them.

LYNN   MERCHANTS   AND   LICENSE 


THE  REVIEW  IS  DISCUSSING  THE   QUESTION   FROM  THE  STANDPOINT 

OF  STOREKEEPERS 


Continuing  the  subject  by  interviews 
with  Lynn  merchants,  we  present  some 
more  interviews  this  month  on  the  sub- 
ject, "How  the  Policy  of  No-License 
Affects  the  Lynn  Storekeeper."  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  moral 
side  of  the  question  is  not  being  dis- 
cussed, Lynn  merchants  and  business 
men  closely  allied  with  them  arguing 
the  question  wholly  from  the  business 
side,  it  being  desired  to  consider  license 
and  no-license  with  reference  to  the 
storekeeping  interests  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

Number  10,  a  clothing  man,  said: 
"There  is  no  doubt  whatsoever  that  no- 
license  has  injured  our  business,  both 
directly  and  indirectly.  By  directly  I 
refer  to  the  loss  of  dealers'  accounts. 
On  our  books  we  had  at  least  forty  ac- 
counts of  leading  dealers  in  this  city, 
and  of  course  when  they  were  forced  out 
of  business  we  lost  their  trade.  More- 
over this  was  not  an  inconsiderable  loss, 
for  they  were  all  liberal  buyers  and 
more  than  prompt  in  their  payments. 
Some  of  them  ran  heavy  bills  each  month 
and  I  can  assure  you  it  was  no  light  loss 
to  have  them  swept  off  the  books  al- 
together. I  am  leaving  the  moral  side 
of  the  question  entirely  out  of  the  ques- 
tion when  I  tell  you  that  from  a  business 
standpoint  no-license  has  struck  us  an 
appreciable  blow.  Our  bills  are  paid  no 
sooner  or  no  later  under  no-license. 
There  is  no  appreciable  change  one  way 
or  another  in  this  direction.  On  Satur- 
day nights  under  no-license  there  is  no 
business  to  speak  of  after  nine  o'clock 
and  no  more  before  nine  than  under 
license.  In  license  years  we  were  ac- 
customed to  have  a  steady  trade  right 
through  the  evening  and  business  was 
just  getting  under  way  at  an  hour  when 
it  at  present  ceases.  Our  Saturday  trade 
may  go  to  Boston  or  Salem  or  some  other 
'wet'  town,  but  it  certainly  is  not  here. 
We  have  noted  no  particular  increase  or 
betterment  of  our  business  in  any  line 
under  new  conditions,  but  the  fall-off  is 
unquestionable.  Where  there  is  local 
option,  a  'dry'  year  cannot  help  but  hurt 
our  business." 

Number  11  said:  "The  jewelry  busi- 
ness has  been  hurt  by  no-license.  This 
is  due  to  two  reasons— the  money  is 
being  spent  in   Boston  rather  than  in 


Lynn  and  people  are  staying  home  more 
on  Saturday  nights.  There  is  a  lot  of 
buying  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  and 
if  people  stay  home  they  will  not  spend 
money.  There  is  nothing  in  it  after  the 
middle  of  the  evening  nowadays,  yet 
under  license  our  trade  held  the  same 
until  well  along  in  the  evening.  From 
a  business  standpoint  I  certainly  favor 
license." 

Number  12  is  a  large  retailer,  a  dry 
goods  merchant.  He  says:  "There  is 
no  doubt  that  no-license  takes  much 
money  out  of  Lynn.  There  cannot  be 
any  doubt  of  that  when  you  know  the 
thousands  and  thousands  of  people  who 
are  going  to  Salem  and  Boston  over  the 
normal  traffic.  But  in  spite  of  that  fact 
I  feel  that  the  women  get  more  of  the 
money  under  no-license,  and  that  means, 
naturally,  an  increase  in  the  dry  goods 
business.  Anyway,  our  business  has 
been  much  better  the  past  two  years 
than  ever  before.  Whether  or  not  this 
is  due  to  no-license,  or  that  it  is  any  fac- 
tor, I  do  not  know,  but  these  are  the 
facts.  Personally,  I  have  voted  license 
up  to  within  two  or  three  years.  Lat- 
terly I  have  voted  no,  feeling  that  we 
got  cleaner  streets  with  no-license." 

Number  13  is  a  cigar  and  tobacco  mer- 
chant and  he  said,  discussing  the  no- 
license  question :  "So  far  as  my  business 
is  concerned  I  would  state  that  my  gross 
business  falls  off  from  $8C00  to  $10,000 
per  year.  Where  I  used  to  do  a  land- 
office  business  on  Saturday  nights  it  is 
now  very  ordinary  and  my  Monday  night 
business  is  very  much  cut  into.  I  think 
I  voice  the  general  business  sentiment 
when  I  state  that  the  cigar  and  tobacco 
business  is  as  much  interfered  with  by 
the  no-license  policy  as  any  other  store- 
keeping  industry  in  Lynn.  I  have  never 
made  myself  prominent  in  the  agitation 
of  this  question,  have  never  felt  that  it 
was  incumbent  upon  me  to  take  sides 
before  the  public,  but  for  the  welfare  of 
my  business  I  cannot  help  being  a  strong 
yes  advocate  when  the  opportunity  again 
comes  for  the  public  to  register  an  opin- 
ion on  this  question.  Outside  of  my 
business  I  am  certain  that  the  no-license 
policy  is  a  fearful  blow  to  Lynn  store- 
keepers." 

Number  14  is  a  gentleman  who  serves 
the  public,  and  he  says:  "My  business 
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receives  a  fearful  blow,  especially  on 
Saturdays  and  Mondays.  Those  were 
my  ^rreat  days  under  license,  and  while 
I   am   fairly  busy  at   present,  still   the 

cream  is  taken  away  and  1  suffer  largely 
from  the  failure  of  out-of-town  people 
tn  come  into  the  city.  I  believe  that  the 
retail  business  of  Lynn  is  injured  to  the 
extent  of  a  half  million  dollars  annually 
on  account  of  the  no-license  policy.  They 
tell  us  about  clean  streets.  I  have  to  go 
to  Worcester  now  and  then  and  1  want 
to  assure  you  that  under  license  in  that 
city  they  have  just  as  clean  streets  as 
under  no-license.  Tins  is  all  up  to  the 
authorities.  They  can  keep  people  mov- 
ing and  make  Lynn  streets  just  as  clean 
when  license  prevails  as  under  the  oppo- 
site conditions.  It  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  people  who  vote  license  if  the  au- 
thorities don't  enforce  the  law  and  keep 
the  streets  clear  of  undesirable  people. 
It  costs  just  as  much  to  run  the  police 
department  under  no-license  as  license 
and  the  figures  show  that  poor  depart- 
ment expenses  are  not  reduced,  so  where 
is  the  advantage?  If  a  son  of  mine 
hasn't  got  nerve  and  strength  enough  to 
pass  an  open  saloon  without  going  in  and 
taking  a  drink,  I  don't  think  I  am  much 
interested  in  the  future  of  that  young 
man.  The  policy  that  hurts  business  in 
a  city  like  Lynn  should  not  be  further 
tolerated.  The  merchants  need  the 
money. " 

Number  15  is  a  coal  merchant.  He 
said:  "On  the  whole,  no-license  works 
well  for  us.  We  like  the  protection  it 
affords  our  teamsters.  They  are  not  so 
likely  to  drink  more  than  is  good  for 
them,  and  thereby  make  trouble  for  us. 
Personally  I  favor  license,  think  a  com- 
munity of  80,000  people  should  be  able 
to  get  liquor  when  they  want  it,  but  I 
am  not  a  believer  in  local  option.  I 
think  it  should  he  a  state  law— each 
town  and  city  taking  care  of  its  own 
liquor  business.  The  state  should  handle 
the  hard  liquors,  and  cities  and  towns 
vote  on  selling  beer  and  light  wines  for 
a  nominal  license  fee  to  prevent  any  mo- 
nopoly. There  is  no  question  but  what 
Lynn  merchants  lose  money  und< 
license.  I  should  rather  have  two  or 
three  hundred  places  selling  light  drinks 
in  Lynn  than  to  have  a  monopoly  by 
eighty  or  so  dealers. "

OFFICE  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


TO   MOTHERS  AND  NURSES 

"To  prevent  digestive  disturbances  in  bottle-fed 
babies,  especially  during'  the  summer  months,  the 
board  of  health  makes  the  following-  suggestions 
to  mothers  and  nurses: 

"'1.    Clean  milk  makes  healthy  babies. 

"The  board  of  health  will  try  to  assure  the  de- 
livery of  only  clean  milk  in  Lynn;  but  this  effort 
will  be  wasted  if  the  milk  is  not  kept  clean  until 
fed  to  the  baby. 

"2.  Milk  should  be  kept  at  a  temperature  not 
exceeding  45"  Fahrenheit,  a  condition  which  the 
board  of  health  will  endeavor  to  have  it  delivered 
you;  consequently,  do  not  let  it  remain  long  on 
your  doorstep  after  delivery.  Put  it  promptly  in 
your  ice-box. 

"3.  All  utensils  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
baby's  food  should  be  sterilized  (boiled  for  20  min- 
utes). 

"4.  When  mother's  milk  is  unobtainable  the 
best  substitute  is  cow's  milk,  modified  so  as  to 
contain  in  proper  proportion  the  essential  elements 
of  mother's  milk.  The  so-called  "Prepared  Foods'' 
are  made  with  this  object  in  view. 

"5.  Nursing  bottles  and  nipples  should  always 
be  boiled  (sterilized)  before  using.  Always  keep 
two  or  three  bottles  and  nipples  on  hand. 

"6.  The  hole  in  the  nipple  should  be  just  large 
enough  to  allow  the  liquid  to  flow  drop  by  drop 
when  the  bottle  is  inverted. 

"7.  Digestive  disturbances  in  babies  are  due 
almost  without  exception  to  two  causes  :  improper 
food  and  too  much  food. 

"8.  Baby's  food  should  be  given  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  100°  Fahrenheit.  Do  not  determine  the 
temperature  or  sweetness  of  the  food  by  patting 
the  nipple  in  your  mouth,  as  contamination  is  likely 
to  result, 

"9.  Do  not  think  that  every  time  the  baby  cries 
it  needs  food.     It  don't. 

"lo.  Be  sure  to  give  the  baby  a  few  spoonfuls 
of  pure  (cool  sterilized)  water  to  drink  during  the 
day. 

"Below  are  given  a  few  mixtures  suitable  for 
healthy  babies  at  different  ages  : 

"Age,  one  week  to  three  months:  top  cream,  7 
ounces;  water,  21  ounces-  amount  at  feeding,  2 
ounces;  amount  daily,  28  ounces. 

"Age,  3  to  6  months :  top  cream,  14  ounces; 
water,  28  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  ounces; 
amount  daily,  42  ounces. 

"Age,  6  to  9  months :  top  cream,  23  ounces; 
water,  23  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  to  5  ounces; 
amount  daily,  46  ounces. 

"To  all  above  mixtures  add  sugar  of  milk  one 
pari  to  twenty  of  the  mixture,  and  to  each  half 
pint  add  one  teaspoonful  of  lime  water.  A  pint  is 
16  ounces."

The  Boston  &  Northern  railroad  has 
recently  added  twelve  cars  to  its  rolling 
They  are  open,  with  fourteen 
(tenches,  seating  seventy  pi 
and  equipped  with  four  motors  and  a 
folding  running  board.

The  small  strikes  in  local  factories 
continue  to  cause  manufacturers  much 
irritation  and  trouble.  There  are  so 
many  labor  organizations  in  the  city  at 
the  present  tune  that  it  is  a  very  diffi- 
cult proposition  for  manufacturers  to 
properly  meet  the  situation.  There  are 
Fifteen  or  twenty  walking  delegates  and 
it  really  seems  as  if  it  was  nothing  but 
strife  all  the  time  in  the  local  factories. 
How  to  cure  conditions  is  a  difficult 
proposition  to  contemplate.  The  manu- 
facturers have  varied  interests  in  their 
seasons  of  work,  quality  and  style  of 
production  and  in  many  other  directions. 
This  question  of  labor  and  capital  is  a 
hard  one  and  it  has  been  on  the  carpet 
in  Lynn  for  several  generations,  and  it 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  nearer  solving 
at  present  than  thirty  years  ago.  Chang- 
ing conditions  cause  difficulty  in  arrang- 
ing and  settling  policies.  The  manu- 
facturers do  not  act  in  unison,  quite  a 
number  having  withdrawn  from  the  As- 
sociation during  the  past  year  or  two. 
Labor  understands  this  condition  of  af- 
fairs and  makes  its  demands  according- 
ly, many  of  them  being  most  unreason- 
able. It  does  not  seem  to  be  realized 
that  capital  is  helpless  without  labor, 
and  that  the  shoe  workers  are  dependent 
upon  manufacturers  of  executive  ability 
who  can  supply  wages.  Somebody  has 
likened  the  saying  of  Longfellow  to  the 
situation  between  labor  and  capital  in 
Lynn.  Longfellow  spoke  of  the  "bow 
and  the  string  as  useless  each  without 
the  other."  This  fact  cannot  be  im- 
pressed too  deeply  upon  both  manufac- 
turer and  workman  in  Lynn.  Results  in 
Lynn  have  shown  the  utter  absurdity  of 
adhering  blindly  to  a  principle  irrespec- 
tive of  conditions.  One  manufacturer 
who  wants  arbitration  to  more  generally 
prevail  in  Lynn  says:  "No  ship  could 
cross  the  ocean  if  it  was  rigid  and  un- 
yielding to  the  waves,  but  by  deviating 
and  conceding  at  the  right  time,  but  still 
progressing,  all  troubles,  whether  mari- 
time or  commercial,  may  be  overcome.  " 
This  manufacturer  states  that  this  was 
the  theme  of  a  drama  which  he  recently 
saw  called  "  Strife,"  and  he  wishes  the 
principles  of  this  play  would  be  brought 
to  bear  in  Lynn  because  he  thinks  that 
with  such  a  condition  of  affairs  labor 
conditions  in  this  city  would  be  much 
improved.  There  should  be  varying 
prices  in  Lynn  for  the  different  grades 
of  shoe  work.

The  Cost  of  Living. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  cost 
of  living  has  risen  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
and  nothing,  perhaps,  illustrates  this 
increase  more  than  a  glance  at  the  fig- 
ures which  show  the  great  rise  in  the 
price  of  eggs.  The  department  of 
agriculture  reports  that  the  average 
price  of  eggs  has  gone  from  11.15  per 
dozen  in  ISj'J  to  18.3  in  1908,  and  the 
farm  value  of  this  estimated  average 
would  be  $1'J5,000,000  in  1899  and  $32'), 
OL'0,000  in  1908,  an  increase  of  $125,000, 
000,  while  the  difference  in  retail  prices 
is  probably  considerably  more  than  this. 
It  costs  the  consumer  $35,000,000  a  year 
more  for  his  pork,  lard  and  bacon  than 
it  did  a  year  ago  and  about  $90,000,000 
more  for  his  potatoes.  Other  articles 
of  food  consumption  also  show  similar 
increases.  Some  of  the  foods  are  con- 
trolled by  the  trusts,  so-called,  but  not 
all  of  them,  and  so  far  as  putting  up 
prices  go,  it  is  evident  that  the  farmer 
and  the  trust  magnate  are  walking  to- 
gether hand  in  hand,  and  actuated  by  the 
same  purpose— to  bleed  the  consumer.

Worcester  has  a  population  of  si 
thing  over  100,000,  and  it  is  now  stated 

that  during   the    past  two  years  0 

■  2,127,551  gallons  of  beer  and  ale 
were  shipped  into  the  city  by  ex 
and  102,293  gallons  of  distilled  s] 
This  indicates  a  per  capita  consult 
of  whiskey  and  the  like  amounting  to 
almost  one  gallon  per  capita  for  two 
years,  or  say  half  a  gallon  a  year;  while 
the  country's  consumption  of  the 
as  shown  by  internal  revenue  and  cus- 
toms-house statistics,  is  about  1.1 
Ions  per  year.  The  country's 
per  capita  consumption  of  malt  liquors 
is  about  21  gallons,  while  the  Worcester 
consumption  for  two  years  was  close  to 
20  gallons,  or  10  gallons  per  year.  Wor- 
cester under  no-license  thus  appeared  to 
be  a  consumer  of  only  about  half  as 
much  intoxicating  liquor  as  is  credited 
to  the  same  number  of  people  on  the 
average  throughout  the  country.  But 
we  are  dealing  only  with  liquors  shipped 
into  the  city  by  express.  No  account 
is  made  or  can  be  made  of  the  great 
amounts  brought  in  by  trolley  or  rail- 
road from  other  places  in  pocket  bottles, 
small  packages  or  freight  bulk.  If  the 
truth  were  known,  the  probabilities  are 
it  would  show  a  consumption  of  intoxi- 
cants under  no-license  not  very  far  if 
any  below  what  goes  on  under  license.  — 
Springfield  Republican. 

At  German  Valley,  N.  J.,  an  autopsy 
performed  on  Austin  S.  Young's  valu- 
able Holstein  cow,  which  died  last  month, 
revealed  that  she  had  swallowed  a  corset 
steel.

Unitarianism.

Unitarians  believe  that  much  of 
Christ's  teachings  entitles  him  to  be 
taken  as' a  leader.  Here  is  a  declara- 
tion of  Unitarian  doctrines: 

We  believe  in  the  fatherhood  of  God,  the  brother- 
hood of  man,  the  leadership  of  Jesus,  salvation  by 
character,  the  progress  of  mankind  onward  and 
upward  forever. 

Unitarians  believe  that  the  great 
work  of  the  church  is  to  be  done  in  this 
world  in  making  things  better,  in  im- 
proving man's  physical  and  moral  con- 
dition, etc.,  and  in  having  a  considera- 
tion of  a  future  life  in  another  world 
till  we  get  there. 

I  do  not  think  that  Unitarians  believe 
in  the  Bible  conception  of  God  as  a 
Being  to  be  appeased  by  the  blood  of 
animals,  etc.  (See  Leviticus,  ix  ,  and 
other  portions  of  the  Bible.)  The  killing 
of  Jesus  as  a  sacrifice  to  propitiate  God 
is  repugnant  and  not  to  be  believed. 
Unitarians  regard  as  myths  and  leg- 
ends the  story  of  creation;  the  tempta- 
tion of  Adam;  the  deluge  and  all  mira- 
cles, including  the  birth  and  resurrection 
of  Jesus.

"  Piggery  Politics!" 

Shoe  business  is  a  shade  better. 

The  authorities  should  go  after  the 
liquor  clubs  that  are  run  by  politicians 
of  both  parties,  and  give  the  "small 
fry"  a  rest.  Go  after  some  of  the  drug 
stoics  and  do  not  wait  until  a  month  or 
two  before  election  .to  show  the  mayor's 
"  self  respect." 


Plans  may  now  be  made  for  building  a 
filtration  bed  for  the  water  supply  and 
$250,000  may  be  borrowed  to  carry  on 
the  work  now  that  the  sanction  of  the 
legislature  has  been  obtained.  A  me- 
chanical-chemical system  will  probably 
be  adopted  and  the  slow  sand  met  hod 
espoused  by  the  state  board  of  health 
will  not  be  taken  up.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  contest  between  this  board  and 
the  city  is  ended. 

There  was  considerable  talk  when 
Eastern  avenue  was  laid  out  by  the  city 
on  the  score  that  this  would  be  a  beauti- 
ful and  much  frequented  thoroughfare. 
It  is  a  well  laid  out  avenue  in  some  re- 
spects, but  in  others  it  is  deficient,  par- 
ticularly in  that  it  has  no  trees.  How 
it  was  that  such  an  avenue  could  be  laid 
out  by  the  city  government  and  no  pro- 
vision made  for  the  setting  out  of  trees 
is  hard  to  imagine.  Nothing  so  beauti- 
fies a  city  as  the  growth  of  trees. 

The  idea  of  making  a  beauty  spot  of 
Flax  pond  is  an  excellent  one.  Many 
other  of  the  nearby  towns  have  utilized 
ponds  of  far  less  natural  attractivi 
than  Flax  pond  as  the  centre  of  parks 
that  have  become  a  feature  of  the  city. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  what  much  might 
be  done  at  a  comparatively  small  ex- 
pense. A  decided  step  forward  would 
be  taken  by  the  removal  of  the  ice 
houses. 


The  Classical  High  School  Building 

The  Classical  high  school  is  near  com 
pletion.  It  should  have  been  erected  by 
this  time.  Progress  on  the  building  ap- 
pears to  be  unusually  slow.  As  time 
goes  on  the  contention  of  the  Review 
that  this  was  a  poor  location  for  the 
building  becomes  strongly  apparent,  It 
is  simply  blundering  that  we  do  not  paj 
more  attention  to  the  location  of  OUT 
public  buildings.  A  proper  location  is 
75  per  cent  of  a  building  proposition. 
The  building  should  never  have  been 
located  on  the  Common,  hut  with  that 
insisted  upon  it  never  should  have  occu- 
pied the  place  that  it  does,  because  the 
adjacent  buildings  give  it  a  most  unde- 
sirable appearance.  Those  who  were 
instrumental  in  locating  this  new  struc- 
ture upon  the  Common  should  have  had 
the  nerve  and  good  sense  to  have  located 
it  adjoining  the  public  library,  and  never 
allowed  the  edifices  between  the  public 
library  and  the  new  school.  Instead  of 
taking  the  Sheldon  lot,  all  of  the  land 
should  have  been  taken  between  the 
public  library  and  the  Sheldon  location. 
But  it  was  the  height  of  poor  taste  to 
have  located  the  Classical  high  school 
building  on  what  will  be,  in  the  very 
near  future,  a  commercial  thoroughfare. 
Good  sense  in  locating  a  public  building 
is  one  of  the  lost  arts  in  a  municipality. 


Street  watering  in  Lynn  at  present  is 
a  farce  and  a  joke.  What  are  the  au- 
thorities trying  to  do? 


Will  John  L.  Sullivan  please  give  a 
patient  world  a  rest?  This  burly  affair 
has  outworn  his  welcome  and  is  going 
the  way  of  all  "knockers." 

The  harbor  development  bill  is  now  a 
law  and  with  the  appointment  of  three 
commissioners  by  the  governor  the  pre- 
liminary move  will  have  been  made. 
Two  of  these  commissioners  are  to  come 
from  Lynn  and  the  other  is  to  be  a  resi- 
dent from  some  other  city.  A  report 
must  be  rendered  by  this  commission 
before  January,  li'lL',  on  all  phae 
the  question.  If  the  city  government, 
after  considering  the  report,  favors  the 
work,  the  question  will  subsequently  he 

submitted  to  popular  vote  at  the  state 
election  or  a  special  election  in  1912.  If 
the  plan  of  improvement  finally  goes 
into  effect,  it  is  provided  in  the  bill  thai 
the  state  shall  turn  over  to  the  city,  free 
of  expense,  about  ll'.'i  acres  of  mud  Hats.

OFFICE  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


TO  MOTHERS  AND  NURSES 

"To  preventdigestive  disturbances  in  bottle-fed 
babies,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  the 
board  of  health  makes  the  following  suggestions 
to  mothers  and  nurses: 

"'1.    Clean  milk  makes  healthy  babies. 

"The  board  of  health  will  try  to  assure  the  de- 
livery of  only  clean  milk  in  Lynn;  but  this  effort 
will  be  wasted  if  the  milk  is  not  kept  clean  until 
fed  to  the  baby. 

"2.  Milk  should  be  kept  at  a  temperature  not 
exceeding  45°  Fahrenheit,  a  condition  which  the 
board  of  health  will  endeavor  to  have  it  delivered 
you;  consequently,  do  not  let  it  remain  long  on 
your  doorstep  after  delivery.  Put  it  promptly  in 
your  ice-box. 

"3.  All  utensils  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
baby's  food  should  be  sterilized  (boiled  for  20  min- 
utes). 

"4.  When  mother's  milk  is  unobtainable  the 
best  substitute  is  cow's  milk,  modified  so  as  to 
contain  in  proper  proportion  the  essential  elements 
of  mother's  milk.  The  so-called  "Prepared  Foods'' 
are  made  with  this  object  in  view. 

"5.  Nursing  bottles  and  nipples  should  always 
be  boiled  (sterilized)  before  using.  Always  keep 
two  or  three  bottles  and  nipples  on  hand. 

"6.  The  hole  in  the  nipple  should  be  just  large 
enough  to  allow  the  liquid  to  flow  drop  by  drop 
when  the  bottle  is  inverted. 

"7.  Digestive  disturbances  in  babies  are  due 
almost  without  exception  to  two  causes  :  improper 
food  and  too  much  food. 

"8.  Baby's  food  should  be  given  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  100°  Fahrenheit.  Do  not  determine  the 
temperature  or  sweetness  of  the  food  by  putting 
the  nipple  in  your  mouth,  as  contamination  is  likely 
to  result, 

"9.  Do  not  think  that  every  time  the  baby  cries 
it  needs  food.     It  don't. 

"10.  Be  sure  to  give  the  baby  a  few  spoonfuls 
of  pure  (cool  sterilized)  water  to  drink  during  the 
day. 

"Below  are  given  a  few  mixtures  suitable  for 
healthy  babies  at  different  ages  : 

"Age,  one  week  to  three  months :  top  crearr,  7 
ounces;  water,  21  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  2 
ounces;  amount  daily,  28  ounces. 

"Age,  3  to  6  months:  top  cream,  14  ounces; 
water,  28  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  ounces; 
amount  daily.  42  ounces. 

"Age,  6  to  9  months:  top  cream,  23  ounces; 
water,  23  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  to  5  ounces; 
amount  daily,  46  ounces. 

"To  all  above  mixtures  add  sugar  of  milk  one 
part  to  twenty  of  the  mixture,  and  to  each  half 
pint  add  one  teaspoonful  of  lime  water.  A  pint  is 
lfi  ounces."

It  is 
evident  .from  the  result  of  recent  prose- 
cutions that  wealth  and  high  position 
are  not  going  to  help  the  offender,  and 
why  should  they?  It  is  unfortunate  that 
those  who  would  never  think  of  stealing 
your  purse  or  telling  a  direct  lie  will 
bol  h  steal  and  lie  when  it  comes  to  deal- 
ing with  their  home  government.  It  is 
in  the  interest  of  public  morals  that  as 
long  as  our  tariff  laws  are  in  force, 
everybody  should  be  compelled  to  pay 
them. 

The  Boston  American  has  a  circula- 
tion in  Boston  averaging  175,000  papers 
each  day.  Eleven  thousand  Americans 
are  sold  in  Lynn  daily,  being  the  largest 
sale  outside  of  Boston.

Barrels  and  cases  of  beer  are  arriving 
daily  by  express  from  Portmouth,  N. 
H.,  and  are  being  delivered  by  the 
American  -Express  Company  all  over 
the  city.  And,  under  the  interstate 
law,  this  delivery  has  been  declared 
perfectly  legal. 

If  one  has  any  doubts  as  to  the  truth 
of  this  declaration,  let  him  make  a  visit 
to  the  Boston  &  Maine  station  when  the 
trains  from  the  east  arrive  and  see  the 
cases  and  barrels,  half  barrels  and  kegs 
of  liquor  unloaded  onto  trucks  and 
carted  away.  Two  trucks  full  were 
unloaded  from  the  6.18  P.  M.  train 
Thursday  night  and  nearly  as  much 
more  came  on  the  next  train. 

Those  who  profess  to  have  kept  tabs 
on  the  amount  claim  that  50  parcels, 
either  kegs,  barrels  or  cases,  is  a  con- 
servative estimate  of  the  daily  receipts, 
while  others  say  that  Fridays  and  Sat- 
urdays the  amount  runs  as  high  as  100 
parcels  of  various  capacity.  Being  a 
foreign  corporation  and  coming  under 
the  provisions  of  the  interstate  law,  the 
American  Express  Co.  has  the  exclusive 
control  of  this  business.  In  fact,  the 
company  has  already  put  on  two  extra 
teams  to  do  nothing  but  attend  to  this 
liquor  branch  of  the  business. —Salem 
News.

THE  REVIEW  IS  DISCUSSING  THE  QUESTION  FROM  THE  STANDPOINT 

OF  STOREKEEPERS 


Continuing  the  subject  by  talks  with 
Lynn  merchants,  we  present  interviews 
on  the  subject,  "How  the  Policy  of  No- 
License  Affects  the  Lynn  Storekeeper." 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  moral 
side  of  the  question  is  not  being  dis- 
cussed, Lynn  merchants,  and  business 
men  closely  allied  with  them,  arguing 
the  question  wholly  from  the  business 
side,  it  being  desired  to  consider  license 
and  no-license  with  reference  to  the 
storekeeping  interests  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

No.  16  is  engaged  in  the  clothing  busi- 
ness. He  says:  "There  is  no  argument 
whatever  for  the  drinking  of  liquor  to 
excess,  and  nobody  has  a  greater  inter- 
est in  sobriety  and  good  order  than  have 
I,  but  when  you  are  talking  for  a  mixed 
community  like  ours,  one  hundred  thou- 
sand people  with  our  immediate  suburbs, 
it  is  another  story.  If  we  could  have 
prohibition  all  over  Massachusetts  and 
not  have  no-license  in  Lynn  and  license 
in  Salem,  Nahant  and  Boston,  I  think 
there  would  be  good  argument  for  no- 
license.  Under  existing  conditions  Lynn 
is  injured  commercially,  and  Boston 
stores  get  the  benefit.  With  the  license 
fees,  rents  and  all  accessory  receipts  I 
believe  that  Lynn  loses  $^00,000  in  reve- 
nue from  no-license,  and  I  think  that  the 
merchants  lose  fully  as  much,  and  re- 
sults have  proven  that  there  is  no  saving 
in  the  police  and  poor  departments,  the 
points  strongly  urged  for  no-license  by 
its  advocates.  The  other  Saturday  night 
after  the  11.15  train  came  in  from  Bos- 
ton I  counted  twenty-eight  people  in  one 
Myrtle  street  car  who  had  what  I  be- 
lieved to  be  liquor  packages.  As  to  the 
benefit  to  young  men  which  we  hear  so 
much  about,  I  don't  believe  those  with- 
out experience  are  so  apt  to  go  into  the 
licensed  saloon,  which  is  open  to  view 
from  the  street,  as  they  are  to  enter  the 
kitchen  bars  maintained  under  no-license. 
I  have  a  friend  who  is  prominently  con- 
nected with  the  General  Electric  Co.  He 
lives  out  of  town,  but  he  tells  me  that 
he  wishes  he  might  be  able  to  vote  for 
license  in  Lynn  because  he  believes  that 
such  a  policy  would  clean  out  many  West 
Lynn  places  which  are  now  maintained 
and  which  he  says  did  not  exist  when 
license  was  the  law.  He  tells  me  that 
these  places,  for  obvious  reasons,   at- 


tract and  hold  young  men,  and  he  be- 
lieves that  they  have  been  the  source  of 
great  evil  to  many  men  connected  with 
the  West  Lynn  electrical  works.  He 
states  that  women  in  large  numbers  fre- 
quent these  places  and  that  they  are  a 
source  of  untold  evil.  I  think  the  retail- 
ers of  Lynn  suffer  the  greatest  blow  in 
a  business  way  from  no-license." 

No.  17  is  a  bank  man  whose  close  deal- 
ing with  Lynn  retailers  makes  the  liquor 
question  one  of  importance  to  him.  He 
said:  "I  have  always  thought  that  it 
gave  a  narrow  look  to  communities  of 
80,000  people  to  have  no-license.  This 
law  makes  a  community  more  sedate 
and  quiet  and  all  that  sort  of  thing,  but 
whether  or  not  it  is  the  best  policy  1 
cannot  say.  I  have  heard  of  instances 
where  families  are  thought  to  get  a 
better  show  at  the  income  because  there 
is  less  money  spent  in  the  saloon,  and 
this  feature  no  doubt  is  a  good  one;  but 
looking  at  the  question  in  a  broad  way  I 
am  rather  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  a 
community  like  ours  is  better  off  in  all 
directions  under  the  law  of  license.  It 
gives  the  impression  that  we  can  take 
care  of  ourselves,  and  does  not  rate  us 
with  communities  like  Somerville,  Mai- 
den and  cities  of  like  character.  We 
are  a  progressive  industrial  community 
made  up  of  all  kinds  of  nationalities  of 
people,  and  when  you  are  considering 
the  question  of  license  or  no-license  you 
have  got  to  take  these  facts  into  con- 
sideration. Lynn  should  be  rated  with 
cities  like  Lowell,  Lawrence,  Worcester 
and  Springfield,  and  not  put  in  the  class 
with  Somerville,  Fitchburg,  Maiden  and 
Salem.  We  are  the  type  of  a  city  that 
should  have  the  law  of  license  if  it  is  in- 
tended for  any  community  in  Massachu- 
setts. I  am  talking  not  for  my  own 
sake,  because  I  never  use  liquor,  but 
from  the  standpoint  of  what  is  best  for 
the  community  and  the  retail  merchants. 
They  must  lose  a  great  many  thousands 
of  dollars  during  the  year  by  reason  of 
people  going  into  Boston,  and  I  person- 
ally know  that  their  Saturday  and  Mon- 
day trade  is  very  much  interfered  with.  " 

No.  18  is  a  large  merchant,  and  he 
said:  "I  think  the  talk  about  no-license 
being  such  a  detriment  to  Lynn  store- 
keepers is  largely  overdrawn.  I  have 
occasion  to  travel  to  and  from  Boston  a 
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great  deal,  and  I  see  many  people  with 
packages,  but  1  am  satisfied  that  the 
goods  they  carry  are  drink     not   goods 

purchased  from  stores,  just  liquor.  I 
do  not  feel  the  reduction  in  my  business 
that  many  tradesmen  complain  about. 
They  may  honestly  think  that  their  re- 
duced business  is  due  to  no-license— in 
part,  at  least— but  I  believe  them  to  be 
mistaken.  The  Lynn  stores  are,  rela- 
t  ively,  just  as  good  as  the  Boston  stores, 
and  I  believe  that  they  secure  and  hold 
trade  upon  their  merits.  The  variety  is 
about  as  good  in  many  lines,  and  speak- 
ing about  that  there  are  people  who  do 
not  want  to  be  confronted  with  a  bewil- 
dering assortment— they  are  bothered 
by  it.  Regarding  license  and  no-license 
it  has  struck  me  that  the  less  money 
there  is  expended  in  the  saloons  the  more 
money  the  women  folks  are  likely  to  get 
to  spend  in  the  stores.  " 


The  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measure 

Is  busy  nowadays 
Showing  the  grocerymen  and  such 

The  error  of  their  weighs. 


The  announcement  that  Governor  Dra- 
per has  signed  the  Boston  &  Eastern 
tunnel  bill  probably  means  that  a  new 
high-speed  electrical  railroad  will  he  run- 
ning between  Lynn  and  Boston  within 
three  years.  Work  will  begin  in  the 
fall,  and  when  completed  there  will  be 
six  passenger  stations  in  this  city,  the 
most  central  one  being  very  near  the 
city  hall,  according  to  present  plans. 
When  the  road  is  completed  it  is  claimed 
that  the  trip  to  Boston  may  be  made  in 
fourteen  minutes,  with  fares  averaging 
about  1  1  cents  per  mile. 


A  bill  has  been  passed  by  the  state 
legislature  appropriating  $125,000  for 
taking  land  and  widening  Ocean  avenue 
in  Revere.  When  this  work  is  com- 
pleted there  will  be  a  complete  traffic 
roadway  from  Boston  to  Lynn  and  other 
cities  on  the  north  shore.  This  has  been 
realized  through  the  earnesl  efforts  of 
Hon.  J.  C.  Bennett  and  R.  S.  Bauer, 
who  finally  secured  favorable  action  on 
the  bill.

General  Electric  Co.,   for  May  an 
ported  to  have  fallen  below  the  $70,000,- 

ooo  per  annum  mark  for  the  first  time 
this  year.  The  recession  in  business 
received  does  not  appear  to  be  so  great 
as  that  of  April,  but  following  the  de- 
crease in  April  over  March  business,  it 
would  appear  that  the  recession  in  gen- 
eral business  lines  has  at  Last  made 
some  impression  upon  the  big  orders 
usually  booked  by  this  one  of  the  largest 
of  the  electric  companies. 

In  March  the  sales  of  the  General 
Electric  Co.,  usually  come  in  at  the  rate 
of  over  $80,000,000  per  annum.  The 
April  orders  were  at  the  rate  of  aboul 
$72,000,000,  while  May  reports  show 
that  the  business  has  dropped  off  to  an 
annual  total  of  a  little  over  $69,000,00  i. 

A  peculiar  feature  in  connection  with 
the  amount  of  business  actually  booked 
by  the  company  is  the  fact  that  there 
appears  to  be  plenty  of  business  in 
sight,  and  while  some  of  the  depart- 
ments are  booked  ahead  at  full  capacity 
until  after  Jan.  1,  1911,  the  orders  in 
sight  do  not  materialize  as  well  as  ex 
pected,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  prospec- 
tive buyers  refuse  to  come  to  terms  un- 
til the  general  business  outlook  becomt  > 
more  settled.

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THE  LICENSE  COMMISSIONER 

Timely  Comment   Regarding'   the  Action 
of  Mayor  Rich 

In  reviewing  local  events  of  the  past 
month  the  appointment  of  a  new  license 
commissioner  is  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant. 

The  Review,  with  what  was  supposed 
to  be  the  best  reasons,  believed  up  to 
within  a  short  time  of  the  appointment 
made  by  the  Mayor  that  Mr.  Breen  was 
to  be -reappointed,  and  believes  now 
that  he  should  have  been.  The  Review 
has  stated  in  connection  with  other  ap- 
pointments that  it  often  supports  a  man 
because  of  the  enemies  he  has  made, 
and  the  now  well  known  bitter  enmity 
of  certain  wholesale  liquor  dealers  to 
Mr.  Breen  openly  advertised  by  them- 
selves and  their  "runners"  made  the 
Review  hope  that  the  Mayor  would  not 
play  into  their  hands  either  consciously 
or  unconsciously,  but  in  vain.  They  are 
now  under  deep  obligations  to  His  Hon- 
or for  the  gratification  and  rejoicing  he 
has  afforded  them  (perhaps  uninten- 
tentionally)  in  not  reappointing  Mr. 
Breen  and  we  hope  that  in  this  instance, 
at  least,  they  will  disprove  their  well 
established  reputation,  and  for  once  be 
appreciative  and  grateful  for  favors 
done.  To  be  sure  there  are  others  who 
are  highly  satisfied,  but  they  are  only 
small  toads  in  the  puddle  when  com- 
pared with  the  "Big  Chiefs." 

And  who  are  these  others? 

Many  of  them  are  disappointed  seek- 
ers for  licenses  or  the  friends  or  rela- 
tives of  such,  and  therefore  have 
personal  grievances,  but  the  great 
majority  of  "knockers"  in  any  case  are 
composed  mostly  of  that  class  that 
know  absolutely  nothing  of  their  own 
personal  knowledge  concerning  the  sub- 
ject matter  or  person  that  they  are 
"knocking."  It  is  universally  an  in- 
stance where  somebody  told  somebody 
else,  etc.,  etc.,  and  then  finally  some- 
body who  knows  even  less  than  they  do 
told  them.  In  Practical  Politics,  of  June 
11,  the  writer  insinuates  that  the  whole- 
salers got  all  the  licenses.  P.  P.,  like 
others,  speaks  without  knowledge. 

Does  15  "independent"  licenses  out 
of  20  licenses  in  West  Lynn  alone  look 
that  way?  Isn't  it  about  time  for  such 
false  statements  to  cease?  "Actions 
Bpeak  louder  than  words." 

We  presume  that  like  any  other  citi- 
zen we  have  a  right  to  a  choice,  and 
E^dmund  S.  Higgins,  the  new  appointee, 


was  not  our  choice,  but  now  that  he  has 
the  appointment  he  is  entitled  to  fair 
treatment,  which  we  assure  him. 

Either  Mr.  Cotter  or  Mr.  Lemmon 
would  have  been  good  appointments. 

It  seems  to  us,  under  all  the  circum 
stances,  including  Mr.  Higgins'  state- 
ment that  the  office  was  not  promised 
him,  that  his  was  an  eleventh  hour  ap- 
pointment, otherwise  some  prominenl 
and  bright  Lynn  citizens  have  been 
awfully  misled  or  were  hoplessly  stupid, 
and  we  are  slow  to  believe  the  latter 
situation. 

It  looks  as  if  the  wholesale  interests 
and  disappointed  seekers  for  licenses 
(perhaps  without  knowing  it)  are  re 
joicing  together,  and  should  be  counted 
upon  for  strong  support  for  the  mayor 
in  his  campaign  for  a  third  term,  which 
has  already  begun  in  the  mayor's  inter- 
view in  the  Item,  June  1 1th,  when  the 
public  was  treated  to  anoiher  install 
ment  of  "my  personal  self-respect' '  and 
the  "honest  motorman"  campaign   cry. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  mayor  has 
cleverly  rode  both  the  license  and  no- 
license  horses,  but  we  think  he  has 
arrived  at  the  parting  of  the  ways. 

One  may  get  a  false  impression  as  to 
the  future  license  situation  by  hearing 
certain  individuals  saying  "what  is  go- 
ing to  be  done."  Among  them  are 
those  who  have  not  been  able  to  put 
through  personal  schemes  of  their  own 
and  therefore  have  been  viciously  de 
manding  a  change  in  the  commission. 
These  people  have  been  talking  all  over 
town  and  the  danger  to  the  "Yes"  vote 
is  that  the  more  conservative  people  may 
get  the  notion  that  because  of  the  change 
in  the  commission  that  these  people 
may  be  able  to  get  their  personal 
schemes  through,  and  therefore  the 
disinterested  voter  may  vote  "No"  for 
this  reason.  Most  of  these  same  critics 
will  be  just  as  severe  on  the  new  official 
in  time,  because  we  don't  look  for  a 
license  at  the  foot  of  Ocean  street,  or 
opposite  the  East  Baptist  church  on 
Union  street,  or  opposite  Blood's  store 
on  Summer  street,  or  in  the  old  Puritan 
House  on  Washington  street,  and  manj 
others  that  have  been  persistently 
sought  by  applicants  with  pull  and  in- 
fluence and  as  persistently  refused  by 
past  commissioners.

Shoulder  Exercise 

Awkward  shoulders  are  the  result  of 

letting  the  shoulders  go  to  seed.  'I  he 
woman  who  sits  round-shouldered  ami 
forgets  to  take  a  walk  in  the  open  air 
each  day  will  have  shoulders  that  are 
narrow  and  thin.  No  matter  how  she 
may  dress  her  shoulders  they  are  never 
graceful. 

For  awkward  shoulders  there  are  these 
exercises: 

Stand  erect  and  double  your  lists. 
Slowly  lift  them  until  they  rest  on  your 
shoulders.  Now  extend  your  elbows 
until  they  stand  at  right  angles  to  your 
body. 

Open  your  hands  wide  and  swing  them 
backward,  palms  facing  front.  There 
are  people  so  supple  that  they  can  touch 
their  hands  together,  back  to  back,  as 
they  swing  them  outward  and  backward. 

Slap  your  shoulders  with  your  hands, 
first  one  shoulder  and  then  the  other, 
crossing  and  recrossing  your  hands. 

Lift  your  shoulders  and  throw  them 
backward.  Try  to  tap  your  elbows  to- 
gether. 

Extend  your  arms,  palms  down,  and 
lift  your  hands  as  high  as  you  can,  still 
keeping  the  palms  under. 

Sway  your  arms,  circle  fashion,  mak- 
ing awheel  of  them.  Bend  from  side  to 
side  from  the  hip,  swinging  your  arms 
in  wheel  fashion  as  you  do  so. 

Put  your  hands  on  your  hips  and  toss 
your  shoulders  back. 

Repeat  these  exercises  every  day  until 
your  shoulders  are  more  supple.

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L Editorial,  Lynn  Evening  Item] 
Commissioner  Breen  Retires 

Today  Peter  A.  Breen  retires  after 
about  15  years  as  license  commissioner, 
having  served  since  1895,  when  he  was 
appointed  by  former  Mayor  Harwood  to 
fill  an  unexpired  term,  and  has  since 
been  reappointed  by  ex-Mayor  Ramsdell 
in  1898  for  a  six-year  term,  and  in  1904 
by  ex-Mayor  Eastham  for  another  six- 
year  term.  For  continuous  service  it  is 
doubtful  if  this  record  has  been  sur- 
passed by  any  license  commissioner  in 
the  state.  He  is  the  only  member  of 
the  local  board  who  ever  received  a  re- 
appointment, and  he  has  had  two.  Prior 
to  being  a  license  commissioner  he 
served  two  years  in  the  common  council 
from  ward  four.  He  has  served  under 
all  the  mayors  of  the  city  continuously 
for  15  years,  and  his  colleagues  on  the 
board  have  been  David  H.  Sweetser, 
William  E.  Neal,  Fred  W.  Herrick,  Al- 
len G.  Shepherd,  William  M.  Wires, 
Captain  George  C.  Houghton,  who  was 
chairman  in  1907,  when  Lynn  voted 
"  No,"  Harlan  S.  Cummings  and  Alfred 
H.  Tapper.  Up  to  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Tapper  he  has  always  been  the  mi- 
nority member  of  the  board,  the  major- 
ity being  Republicans,  and  he  has  also 
always  acted  in  the  capacity  of  legal 
adviser  to  the  board,  and  it  is  due  to  all 
the  members  of  the  commission  and  Mr. 
Breen's  legal  services  on  the  board  to 
say  that  it  is  about  the  only  board  in  the 
commonwealth  that  has  not  found  itself 
in  the  courts  for  one  cause  or  another. 
Future  local  boards  cannot  improve 
much  in  this  respect.  The  position  is  a 
trying  one  under  license  for  any  com- 
missioner, as  he  is  first  of  all  placed  be- 
tween two  opposing  combative  and  pos- 
itive forces  which  radically  differ  in  pol- 
icy—the license  and  no-license  forces. 

He  next  encounters  the  jealousies  and 
rivalries  of  the  various  competing  and 
conflicting  interests  within  the  ranks  of 
the  liquor  dealers,  and  particularly  the 
so-called  big  liquor  dealers  or  "whole- 
salers, ' '  and  flagrant  instances  furnished 
by  them  of  high-handed  defiance  of  rules 
and  regulations,  greed  and  selfishness 
have  inflamed  more  than  any  one  thing 
a  now  watchful  public  in  many  Massa- 
chusetts cities  into  voting  "  No." 

Every  public  official  must  expect  to  be 
more  or  less  severely  criticised,  but  no 
officer  in  the  municipal  calendar  has  to 
stand  the  muck-raking  and  abuse  that  is 
showered  upon  a  license  commissioner 
if  he  has  the  courage  to  resist  the  de- 
mands   made,    political    or    otherwise. 


Nothing  short  of  his  defeat  satisfies.  It 
is  the  same  in  nearly  every  city,  and  so 
exists  because  of  the  particular  element 
and  their  following  in  each  community 
that  are  identified  with  the  traffic.  In 
some  cities  they  are  worse  than  others. 
No  city  in  the  state  has  had  a  fairer  dis- 
tribution of  licenses,  all  statements  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Through- 
out the  central  part  of  the  city  in  the 
last  year  of  license,  for  instance,  there 
has  been  a  large  number  of  "independ- 
ent" licenses,  and  in  West  Lynn,  where 
there  were  20  licenses,  15  of  them  were 
"independent"  licenses. 

Said  a  former  local  retail  dealer: 
"Under  Breen  the  little  fellow  had  a 
chance;  look  at  the  John  Landers  case, 
and  many  others  like  it;  therefore  the 
big  fellows  were  opposed  to  his  reap- 
pointment." 

Mr.  Breen  retires  with  the  confidence 
and  respect  of  our  thoughtful  citizens, 
those  who  have  had  no  personal  or  selfish 
axe  to  grind  with  the  commission.

Who  wrote  that  city  hall  letter  sent 
to  the  railroad  commissioners  protesting 
against  the  Boston  &  Eastern  railroad? 


If  the  towns  of  Saugus,  Lynnfield  and 
Peabody  receive  from  the  highway  com- 
mission this  year  a  part  of  the  revenue 
obtained  from  automobile  fees  and  li- 
censes, a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  amount 
will  be  expended  on  improving  the  old 
Newburyport  turnpike.  This  will  be  a 
popular  move  with  automobilists,  for  it 
would  make  a  very  pleasant  direct  route 
between  Boston  and  Portland. 


The  condition  of  some  streets,  through 
failure  of  the  board  of  public  works  to 
have  the  dust  properly  laid,  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  city.  Washington  street,  partic- 
ularly near  Laighton  street,  has  been 
very  bad.  Why  Mayor  Rich  allows  such 
work  to  be  done  upon  the  streets  is  a 
mystery.  The  most  wretched  street 
work  ever  known  in  Lynn  is  the  result 
at  present.  The  oil  or  tar  treatment  is 
a  dismal  failure,  and  evidently  somebody 
does  not  want  to  confess.  House  car- 
pets and  rugs  are  ruined  by  the  mess 
put  upon  the  streets,  and  the  oil  dust  is 
fearfully  flirty.  The  individual  respon- 
sible for  the  oil  street  treatment  should 
be  publicly  accorded  a  large,  round, 
leather  medal. 


The  district  attorney  is  going  to  realize 
the  citizens  of  Essex  county  will  i 
the    practice   of   being    shadowed    like 
"crooks"    when   they   are   serving   the 
county  as  jurors. 


When  citizens  residing  on  streets  not 
properly  oiled  or  water*  d  this  season  get 
their  bills  next  fall,  they  should  cul 
the  charge  for  lack  of  service  —  and  al- 
low the  city  an  opportunity  to  legally 
collect,  which  we  \  ery  much  doubt.  '1  he 
attempt  to  lay  the  dust  on  many  Lynn 
streets  this  year  has  been  a  complete 
failure  — and  the  fault  is  with  the  board 
of  public  works. 


How  do  you  like  the  sample  of  the 
Chinese  wall  that  is  to  be  constructed 
through  Lynn?  You  may  see  what  it 
will  look  like  in  the  old  Market  street 
freight  yard.  The  Review  is  glad,  in- 
deed, that  it  has  not  been  a  party  to  this 
outrage,  and  those  who  deserve  < 
for  the  construction  of  this  wall  through 
Lynn,  and  the  cutting  out  of  an  Impor- 
tant thoroughfare  like  Silsbee  street, 
should  be  given  the  fullest  opportunity 
to  rejoice  over  their  work.  Mayor  Rich 
did  more  to  bring  about  the  Chinese  wall 
elevation  of  tracks  through  Lynn  than 
any  individual  outside  of  those  inter- 
ested in  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad. 


Automobile  racing  through  Central 
square  still  goes  merrily  on,  and  it  would 
seem  that  the  police  officers  in  the  square 
rather  enjoyed  the  little  daily  bursts  of 
speed,  for  they  look  on  in  evident  relish 
as  the  cars  tear  along  about  thirty  miles 
an  hour,  generally  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  road.  Out  in  the  country  or  along 
state  boulevards  there  are  laws  against 
speeding  that  are  rigidly  enforced,  and 
yet  in  those  localities  there  is  very  little 
danger  of  accident,  because  they  are  so 
thinly  settled.  It  seems,  however,  to 
be  quite  permissible  to  make  a  Vander- 
bilt  course  out  of  the  central  parts  of 
the  town.  One  of  the  chief  feats  is  for 
an  auto  to  attempt  to  rush  under  the 
gates  before  they  are  lowered.  If  a 
chauffeur  in  front  of  the  Lynn  Gas  & 
Electric  Co.  office  sees  the  gates  prepar- 
ing to  descend,  let  all  pedestrians  keep 
to  the  sidewalk  until  the  race  is  over. 
This  speeding  will  soon  stop,  however, 
after  it  has  been  proven  to  he  fatal. 
Even  tardy  action  will  be  better  than 
none.

OFFICE  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

TO   MOTHERS  AND  NURSES 

"To  prevent  digestive  disturbances  in  bottle-fed 
babies,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  the 
board  of  health  makes  the  following  suggestions 
to  mothers  and  nurses: 

■'1.    Clean  milk  makes  healthy  babies. 
"The  board  of  health  will  try  to  assure  the  de- 
livery of  only  clean  milk  in  Lynn;  but  this  effort 
will  be  wasted  if  the  milk  is  not  kept  clean  until 
■    fed  to  the  baby. 

"2.  Milk  should  be  kept  at  a  temperature  not 
exceeding  45u  Fahrenheit,  a  condition  which  the 
board  of  health  will  endeavor  to  have  it  delivered 
you;  consequently,  do  not  let  it  remain  long  on 
your  doorstep  after  delivery.  Put  it  promptly  in 
your  ice-box. 

"3.  All  utensils  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
baby's  food  should  be  sterilized  (boiled  for  20  min- 
utes). 

"4.  When  mother's  milk  is  unobtainable  the 
best  substitute  is  cow's  milk,  modified  so  as  to 
contain  in  proper  proportion  the  essential  elements 
of  mother's  milk.  The  so-called  "Prepared  Foods" 
are  made  with  this  object  in  view. 

"5.  Nursing  bottles  and  nipples  should  always 
be  boiled  (sterilized)  before  using.  Always  keep 
two  or  three  bottles  and  nipples  on  hand. 

"6.  The  hole  in  the  nipple  should  be  just  large 
enough  to  allow  the  liquid  to  flow  diop  by  drop 
when  the  bottle  is  inverted. 

"7.  Digestive  disturbances  in  babies  are  due 
almost  without  exception  to  two  causes  :  improper 
food  and  too  much  food. 

"8.  Baby's  food  should  be  given  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  100°  Fahrenheit.  Do  not  determine  the 
temperature  or  sweetness  of  the  food  by  putting 
the  nipple  in  your  mouth,  as  contamination  is  likely 
to  result, 

"9.  Do  not  think  that  every  time  the  baby  cries 
it  needs  food.     It  don  t. 

"10.  Be  sure  to  give  the  babv  a  few  spoonfuls 
of  pure  (cool  sterilized)  water  to  drink  during  the 
day. 

"Below  are  given  a  few  mixtures  suitable  for 
healthy  babies  at  different  ages  : 

"Age,  one  week  to  three  months:  top  crearr.,  7 
ounces;  water,  21  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  2 
ounces;  amount  daily,  28  ounces. 

"Age,  3  to  6  months:  top  cream,  14  ounces; 
water,  28  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  ounces; 
amount  daily.  42  ounces. 

"Age,  6  to  9  months:  top  cream.  23  ounces; 
water,  23  ounces;  amount  at  feeding,  3  to  5  ounces; 
amount  daily,  46  ounces. 

"To  all  above  mixtures  add  sugar  of  milk  one 
part  to  twenty  of  the  mixture,  and  to  each  half 
pint  add  one  teaspoonful  of  lime  water.  A  pint  is 
16  ounces."

Lynn 
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The  Bandit  Tragedy 
Just  as  the  Review  was  being  printed 
for  last  month  the  most  direful  tragedy 
ever  known  in  Lynn  was  being  perpe- 
trated. Shoe  manufacturer  Thomas  A. 
Landregan  and  Policeman  James  H.  Car- 
roll were  assassinated  in  cold  blood  by 
ignorant  and  cowardly  foreigners  who 
really  had  no  right  to  be  in  this  country. 
It  was  one  of  the  most  awful  tragedies 
ever  known  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try, and  Lynn  in  a  most  emphatic  way 
was  made  to  pay  for  the  weak  and  in- 
efficient immigration  laws  which  this 
country  has  in  force.  How  it  was  that 
these  criminals  were  allowed  to  come 
into  this  country,  practically  all  of  juve- 
nile age,  coming  in  without  parents  and 
with  no  visible  means  of  support,  is  hard 
to  understand.  This  cheap  immigration 
is  allowed  by  authorities  when  respect- 
able people  returning  from  a  trip  abroad 
are  made  to  suffer  the  most  wearisome 
and  obnoxious  inquisition,  being  forced 
to  sign  statements,  having  their  posses- 
sions looked  over  and  suffering  many  in- 
dignities that  the  public  at  large  little 
dreams  about.  It  is  high  time  that  the 
general  government  took  drastic  steps 
to  place  this  immigration  business  upon 
a  more  substantial  basis,  giving  greater 
protection  not  only  to  our  people,  but  to 
property. 

However,  this  sermonizing  does  not 
bring  back  the  dead.  Thomas  A.  Lan- 
dregan was  a  very  substantial  man.  He 
was  modest,  retiring  and  a  hard  worker, 
and  those  who  knew  him  best  much  ap- 
preciated his  ready  wit  and  rare  insight 
into  business  and  general  conditions. 
The  writer  passed  a  most  pleasant  half 
hour  in  his  company  on  the  night  pre- 
vious to  his  assassination.  Old  school 
days  were  gone  over,  and  Mr.  Landre- 
gan's  wit  and  humor  greatly  enlivened 
the  interview.  It  was  said  by  those  who 
were  parties  to  the  conversation  that 
Mr.  Landregan  appeared  unusually  bright 
and  chipper  on  that  particular  evening. 
The  writer  has  lost  a  good  friend  and  a 
most  valuable  citizen  has  gone  to  his 
long  rest. 

James  H.  Carroll  was  a  typical  police- 
man. He  was  clean  morally,  mentally 
and  physically.  Never  was  there  born 
a  truer  type  of  a  man.  He  did  his  duty 
fearlessly  and  without  flinching.  His 
family  is  left  a  noble  heritage  in  his 
memory.  Officer  Carroll  had  made  a 
study  of  the  criminal  law— he  knew  the 
evidence  desired  in  a  criminal  case,  and 
in  many  respects  he  was  of  great  aid 
and  service  to  the  Lynn  police  depart- 


ment. He  was  the  type  of  an  officer 
who  could  perform  his  duty  and  yet  pre- 
serve the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact. 

A  word  or  two  for  the  Lynn  police  de- 
partment. City  Marshal  Burckes  and 
all  of  his  officers  are  entitled  to  great 
praise  and  admiration  for  their  brave, 
prompt  and  thorough  work.  From  all 
over  the  country  commendation  has  come 
forward  for  the  work  of  the  police  de- 
partment. It  could  not  have  been  better, 
and  it  is  exceedingly  pleasant  to  be  able 
to  record  that  fact.  It  took  great  cour- 
age and  pluck  for  the  officers  to  face  the 
ignorant,  brutal  Russians,  who  showed 
such  folly  in  committing  their  awful 
crime.  Had  even  one  of  them  been  al- 
lowed to  get  away  there  would  have 
been  added  consternation  in  the  public 
mind,  but  the  splendid  work  of  the  police 
department  added  much  to  the  public 
calm. 

We  hope  that  the  lesson  of  this  tragedy 
will  be  well  applied  by  the  Lynn  author- 
ities with  the  result  that  there  be  more 
systematic  attention  paid  to  the  round- 
ing up  of  all  strangers  coming  into  the 
city.  Every  lodging  house  should  have 
a  register  as  complete  as  that  of  a  hotel, 
and  every  step  should  be  taken  so  that 
the  authorities  have  at  all  times  a  com- 
plete list  of  strangers  in  the  city,  so  far 
as  possible,  imitating  the  custom  which 
is  in  vogue  in  all  German  cities  and 
towns.  Germany  would  not  for  one  in- 
stant tolerate  this  cheap  Russian  immi- 
gration, which  could  not  properly  assim- 
ilate with  Germans  or  Americans  in  fifty 
years.  The  authorities  should  do  more 
work  in  preventing  crime  in  order  that 
much  suffering  might  be  prevented.

The  new  anchorage  basin  in  Lynn  har- 
bor, since  its  completion,  has  been  so 
crowded  at  times  as  to  give  just  cause 
for  complaint.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
what  the  conditions  demand  an  active 
harbor  master,  for  the  chief  of  police, 
who  holds  this  as  an  honorary  office,  is 
too  busy  to  give  it  proper  attention. 

Lynn  should  elect  a  solid  representa- 
tive list  for  the  re-election  of  Senator 
Lodge.

With  the  ice  houses  at  Flax  Pond  re- 
moved, a  great  deal  would  be  done  to- 
ward beautifying  the  immediate  vicinity.

THE  REVIEW  IS  DISCUSSING  THE   QUESTION   FROM  THE  STANDPOINT 

OF  STOREKEEPERS 


Continuing  the  subject  by  talks  with 
Lynn  merchants,  we  present  interviews 
on  the  subject,  "  How  the  Policy  of  No- 
License  Atfects  the  Lynn  Storekeeper. " 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  moral 
side  of  the  question  is  not  being  dis- 
cussed, Lynn  merchants,  and  business 
men  closely  allied  with  them,  arguing 
the  question  wholly  from  the  business 
side,  it  being  desired  to  consider  license 
and  no-license  with  reference  to  the 
storekeeping  interests  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

No.  19  is  a  bank  official  who  has  close 
relations  with  Lynn  storekeepers:  "I 
cannot  tell  you  just  how  much  Lynn  re- 
tailers are  affected  by  the  law  of  no- 
license,  but,  naturally,  I  should  think 
that  some  classes  of  shopkeepers  would 
be  seriously  hurt  by  such  an  increased 
number  of  people  going  to  Boston,  in 
contrast  with  the  years  when  license 
prevails  in  Lynn.  You  ask  me  if  the  de- 
posits in  Lynn  savings  banks  are  larger 
during  no-license  than  in  license  periods. 
I  should  say  that  they  were  not;  at  least, 
that  is  our  experience.  I  know  that  it 
has  been  claimed  that  there  is  more 
money  put  in  the  savings  bank  during 
no-license  than  when  the  law  of  license 
is  on,  but  we  do  not  see  any  difference 
during  the  past  two  years.  On  the  face 
of  it  'twould  seem  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  deposits  might  be  larger  at  the 
present  time,  but  the  fact  is  that  no- 
license  does  not  seem  to  favorably  affect 
the  situation.  It  is  like  many  other 
claims  made  by  those  who  argue  for 
license  and  no-license— the  facts  do  not 
sustain  the  argument.  I  sympathize 
with  storekeepers  who  feel  that  their 
interests  are  injured  by  no-license,  and 
cannot  but  feel  that  much  they  say  con- 
cerning the  situation  is  true.  The  liquor 
industry  is  legalized  by  the  national  gov- 
ernment, the  interstate  express  compa- 
nies can  carry  on  the  business  as  car- 
riers of  liquor,  and  therefore  the  de- 
cision of  this  or  that  city  to  taboo  the 
traffic  does  not  have  the  effect  of  cut- 
ting off  consumption,  especially  when  a 
license  community  like  Boston  is  only  a 
few  minutes  distant.  To  cut  off  eighty 
establishments  in  any  industry  in  a  city 
must  necessarily  interfere  in  a  large 
measure  with  business  in  that  commu- 
nity." 


No.  10  is  a  storekeeper,  convenient  to 
the  Revere  beach  railroad  station,  and 
he  says :  ' '  Those  people  who  do  not  think 
a  vast  amount  of  Boston  buying  results 
from  no-license  should  take  note  of  the 
Saturday  passengers  coming  from  Bos- 
ton on  the  Revere  beach  railroad.  In 
great  part  they  are  loaded  down  with 
bundles,  and  from  their  appearance  (the 
bundles)  I  should  say  that  they  contained 
many  other  kinds  of  goods  than  liquors. 
No-license  causes  Lynn,  a  centre  for  one 
hundred  thousand  people,  to  not  only 
lose  much  local  trade,  but  the  purchas- 
ing done  by  hundreds  of  people  from  ad- 
joining towns  who  would,  under  license, 
come  into  Lynn,  more  especially  on  Sat- 
urdays. There  is  nothing  to  make  up 
this  loss,  and  liquor  comes  into  Lynn  in 
great  quantities  without  one  cent  of 
revenue  going  to  the  municipality.  I 
tell  you,  local  option  is  a  farce.  As 
other  people  have  said  in  interviews  in 
your  publication,  each  city  and  town 
should  take  care  of  its  liquor  selling, 
then  there  would  be  more  sense  in  apply- 
ing the  law.  To  make  one  city  or  town 
the  liquor  selling  centre  for  scores  of 
communities  is  not  right.  The  present 
law  governing  liquor  selling  was  made 
for  the  politicians  and  not  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  general  public. " 

No.  21  is  a  gentleman  connected  indi- 
rectly with  the  Lynn  retail  trade. 
He  said:  "I  have  observed  about  as 
much  drunkenness  on  the  streets  to- 
night (it  was  on  a  Saturday  night  when 
he  was  talking)  as  during  the  times 
when  we  had  license.  I  do  not  use  liquor 
in  any  form,  have  always  been  strictly 
temperate,  and  have  always  voted  No, 
but  I  am  getting  disgusted  with  the 
present  law.  I  think  the  authorities  do 
as  good  work  in  the  enforcing  of  the  law 
as  you  can  expect,  but  they  cannot  well 
get  into  the  hundreds  of  lodging  houses 
where  liquor  is  freely  dispensed,  so  I  am 
reliably  informed.  And  such  liquor!  In 
most  instances,  I  am  told  by  men  who 
frequent  such  places,  it  is  vile  stuff. 
You  know  Lynn  is  a  city  of  lodging 
houses,  and  these  places  afford  the  best 
opportunity  for  men  so  disposed  to  hud- 
dle together  and  drink  liquor.  It  cannot 
be  expected  that  the  law  can  be  enforced 
in  this  direction.  Much  of  the  liquor  in 
these  places  is  not  sold,  and  the  miser- 
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able  treating  habit  is  worked  to  the  limit. 
Men  and  women  in  these  lodging  houses 
drink  hard  liquors  of  such  quality  they 
would  not  think  of  imbibing  could  they 
readily  secure  light  beer  and  ales.  Liquor 
is  consumed  in  large  amounts  by  Lynn 
people  under  the  present  law,  so  I  should 
say  it  would  be  just  as  well  to  get  the 
game  as  well  as  the  name,  and  collect 
money  from  licensing  the  traffic." 

Tire  Department  Motors 
Chief  Engineer  Harris  settled  the  mo- 
tor car  business  correctly,  in  our  opin- 
ion, for  the  fire  department,  buying  two 
machines  of  different  makes.  The  test- 
ing out  by  the  city  will  show  which  one 
of  the  motors  is  best  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment. It  is  not  always  best  for  the  city 
to  take  the  say-so  of  certain  manufac- 
turers. It  is  for  the  large  cities  to  do 
the  experimenting.  In  connection  with 
this  matter  Alderman  Willey  got  after 
his  detractors  in  the  common  council  in 
good  shape  when  he  said:  "  The  trouble 
with  a  few  members  of  the  city  council 
is  that  they  are  opposed  to  whatever 
Fire  Chief  Harris  favors.  When  he 
recommends  anything  these  people  are 
likely  to  lose  their  heads  and  make  fools 
of  themselves.  I  think  Chief  Harris  is 
one  of  the  best  fire  fighters  in  the  state, 
and  is  really  too  big  a  man  for  a  city  the 
size  of  Lynn."

The  increase  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
railroad  fare  from  Lynn  to  Salem  from 
10  to  15  cents  is  quite  a  roast  on  the 
general  public,  and  it  looks  like  an  after- 
thought on  the  part  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany because  the  increased  fare  has 
been  rumored  for  many  weeks,  but  was 
not  included  in  the  general  rates  put  in 
force  by  the  company  some  time  ago. 
It  is  quite  a  blow  to  wage  earners  who 
travel  between  these  cities,  and  it  does 
not  look  like  fair  treatment  of  the  public 
to  charge  15  cents  for  this  short  ride, 
when  the  ticket-book  ride  to  Boston  is 
only  about  12  cents.  This  would  seem 
to  be  an  opportunity  for  the  railroad 
commissioners  to  pass  judgment  upon 
the  equity  of  the  fare,  and  those  inter- 
ested should  be  prompt  to  take  steps  in 
this  direction. 

The  greatest  of  the  Cunard  liners  now 
afloat  have  a  gross  tonnage  of  32,500, 
while  the  White  Star  line  has  in  the 
Titanic  and  Olympic,  vessels  of  45,000 
tons.  Now  the  New  York  Times  has  a 
dispatch  from  England  saying  that  the 
Cunard  company  purposes  to  build  two 
60,000  ton  ships.  Liverpool  is  about  to 
construct  a  dock  suitable  tor  liners  1,000 
feet  long— as  against  the  860  toot  length 
of  (he  two  White  Star  ships  mentioned. 
Hut  New  York  has  at  present  no  means 
of  taking  care  of  such  huge  hulks  as  the 
Cunard  company  expects  to  put  afloat.

We  are  very  glad  indeed  that  the 
Massachusetts  railroad  commissioners 
showed  their  strength,  independence  and 
good  judgment  by  allowing  the  Grand 
Trunk  railroad  to  build  in  Massachusetts.

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NEW  ROAD   TO   BOSTON 

In  1913  it  is  Expected  that  the  Boston  & 

Easteiu  Railroad  will  be  a  Reality 

Before  1913,  so  the  engineers  state, 
the  Boston  &  Eastern  railroad  will  be 
operating  trains  between  Lynn  and  Bos- 
ton, running  underground  through  the 
greater  part  of  Lynn  and  through  a  tun- 
nel under  Boston  harbor,  with  the  ter- 
minal station  in  Post  Office  square,  Bos- 
ton. 

Permission  to  dig  the  tunnel  and  build 
the  road  has  been  granted,  and  Engineer 
John  H.  Bickford  is  certain  that  within 
six  months  actual  building  operations 
will  be  commenced.  The  trains  will 
carry  passengers  at  a  high  rate  of  speed. 

The  preliminary  plans  call  for  the  road 
to  run  from  Beverly  to  Boston,  with  a 
branch  at  Salem  to  Danvers.  In  this 
city  there  will  be  six  stations.  At  the 
Fay  estate,  the  large  farm  lying  on  the 
boundary  line  between  Lynn  and  Salem 
and  near  the  Floating  bridge,  will  be  lo- 
cated one  station.  This  property  has 
been  acquired  and  will  be  cut  up  into 
house  lots. 

The  railroad  will  here  be  an  elevated 
structure.  Another  station  is  planned 
for  Glenmere  and  a  third  near  the  corner 
of  Chestnut  and  Grant  streets.  About 
this  latter  point  the  trains  will  run 
through  a  subway  under  High  Rock  and 
continue  underground  to  a  point  near 
Houghton  square  in  West  Lynn. 

There  will  also  be  a  station  near  City 
Hall  square,  probably  at  the  Exchange 
Hall  building,  another  in  the  vicinity  of 
South  and  Summer  streets  and  Western 
avenue  and  the  sixth  near  Western  ave- 
nue and  Ida  and  Burns  streets. 

The  trains  will  run  by  electricity  and 
each  car  will  have  its  own  motors.  A 
running  time  of  14  minutes  from  this 
city  to  Boston  will  be  maintained,  it  is 
believed,  and  the  trains  will  run  on  a 
very  frequent  schedule,  giving  the  Lynn 
public  rapid  transit  in  the  fullest  respect. 
The  company  has  overcome  many  ob- 
stacles in  the  way  of  changes  in  loca- 
tion, etc.,  and  Engineer  Bickford  de- 
serves much  credit  for  energy  and  fore- 
sight in  conducting  his  plan  of  operation 
up  to  date. 

Just  what  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  expects  to  accomplish  by  pro- 
testing against  a  new  tunnel  under  the 
harbor,  even  if  the  present  tunnel  was 
practicable  for  the  projected  Boston  & 
Eastern  electric  railroad,  is  not  plain  to 
see.  Possibly  this  protest  is  only  an- 
other means  which   has   been  taken  to 


defeat  the  ends  desired  by  the  projec- 
tors of  the  new  road.  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  stands  committed,  so  it  is 
generally  understood,  to  the  advance- 
ment of  Boston  in  a  commercial  sense 
at  least,  therefore  any  real  reason  for 
further  congesting  traffic  entrance  into 
the  city  appears  to  be  shortsighted.  The 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  evi- 
dently being  used  by  some  railroad  in- 
terest opposed  to  the  Boston  &  Eastern 
road.  If  citizens  of  Essex  county  want 
to  expend  millions  of  dollars  in  digging 
a  tunnel  under  the  harbor  with  the  pro- 
viso that  Boston  owns  the  tunnel  after 
forty  years,  why  should  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  object?  Mayor  Rich's  oppo- 
sition to  the  Boston  &  Eastern  railroad 
should  be  without  effect  upon  the  rail- 
road commission,  when  his  position  is 
analyzed.  The  mayor's  opposition  mis- 
represents Lynn  sentiment. 

President  Bauer  of  the  board  of  trade 
well  answers  Mayor  Rich  in  his  opposi- 
tion to  the  Boston  &  Eastern  railroad. 
President  Bauer  stated  that  a  few  of 
the  citizens  of  Lynn  other  than  Mayor 
Rich  have  never  been  employed  by  the 
street  railway  company,  and  this  may 
make  a  difference  in  regard  to  their 
attitude  toward  the  Boston  &  Eastern 
railroad,  and  Mr.  Bauer  adds:  "When 
you  ride  on  the  dear  old  Boston  &  Maine 
you  frequently  stand  up  part  of  the  way 
or  take  your  chances  in  a  seat  that  may 
collapse,  for  all  you  know.  If  you  reach 
Boston  at  all  you  frequently  find  four  or 
five  baggage  trucks  blocking  your  exit 
from  the  station  on  the  platform.  Many 
of  the  western  cities  and  towns  now 
have  the  interurban  electric  roads,  which 
are  more  prosperous  than  the  street  car 
lines  here  in  the  east.  I  remember  one 
trip  that  I  took  from  Michigan  city,  In- 
diana, to  South  Bend  last  summer,  a 
distance  of  59  miles,  and  we  made  it  in 
60  minutes  with  14  stops  to  take  on  and 
leave  passengers.  The  Boston  &  East- 
ern railroad  can  do  all  that  it  claims  it 
can  do.  Furthermore  there  is  so  much 
of  a  demand  for  the  new  railroad  in  the 
communities  through  which  it  will  pass 
that  all  of  the  legislators  from  the  east- 
ern section  of  the  state  voted  for  the 
road,  because  they  knew  that  the  people 
are  in  earnest  in  their  demand  for  rapid 
transit  and  competition  which  competes, 
and  that  their  re-election  depended  upon 
voting  right  on  this  important  question. 
In  my  opinion  the  Boston  &  Maine,  Bos- 
ton Elevated,  the  General  Electric  com- 
pany, the  Boston  &  Northern  Street 
Railway  company  and   the  B.,  R.  B.  & 
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L.  R.  R.  are  all  controlled  by  the  same 
company  of  capitalists,  headed  by  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan.  It  is  very  evident 
that  there  is  a  complete  understanding 
among  these  corporations  to  slam  the 
proposition  good  and  hard,  but  we  are 
going  to  get  the  Boston  &  Eastern  just 
the  same.  It  is  going  to  be  built,  and  it 
will  do  more  to  build  up  this  county 
than  anything  else.  Thousands  of  people, 
many  of  them  shoemakers,  are  demand- 
ing the  new  road,  especially  since  the 
Boston.  &  Maine  has  raised  the  fares  be- 
tween Lynn,  Salem,  Beverly  and  New- 
buryport  fifty  per  cent.  This  makes 
the 'fare  between  Lynn  and  Salem  at  the 
rate  of  three  cents  a  mile,  yet  it  has 
been  said  that  we  do  not  need  any  com- 
petition for  the  next  ten  years.  If  we 
do  not  have  any  competing  railroad  we 
will  be  classed  with  Saugus  within  that 
space  of  time."

Teaching1  and  Domestic  Service 

A  principal  of  a  Massachusetts  normal 
school,  on  being  asked  how  many  of  his 
students  he  could  unqualifiedly  recom- 
mend for  position  as  teacher  in  a  certain 
town,  was  able  to  give  this  indorsement 
to  but  10  per  cent,  of  his  graduates.  It 
is  more  and  more  difficult  to  secure  good 
teachers.  Educators  from  New  Jersey 
and  other  wealthy  localities  come  up 
here  and  skim  off  the  cream  of  our  nor- 
mal graduates,  educated  free  by  the 
taxpayers  of  Massachusetts,  says  the 
Greenfield  Gazette.  And  the  trouble  is 
not  with  the  normal  schools.  A  host  of 
girls  are  going  into  teaching  who  have 
little  gift  for  that  work.  They  never 
get  beyond  the  routine  methods.  Mean- 
while, with  an  overproduction  of  medi- 
ocre teachers,  there  is  an  underproduc- 
tion of  domestic  servants.  1  he  majority 
of  homes  and  boarding  houses  employing 
such  labor  are  compelled  to  depend  upon 
the  rawest  and  crudest  importations 
from  Europe.  And  while  many  intelli- 
gent young  women  who  fail  to  possess 
the  teaching  gift  are  barely  subsisting 
on  starvation  wages  of  teachers  in  re- 
mote sections,  ignorant  girls  from  the 
least  civilized  portions  of  Europe  are 
living  in  comfort  in  domestic  service. 
If  some  humanitarian  could  persuade 
about  a  third  of  the  candidates  for  posi- 
tions in  the  teaching  profession  to  make 
their  living  by  doing  housework,  to  put 
their  brains  to  work  to  devise  some 
methods  for  improving  and  making  more 
attractive  the  conditions  of  domestic 
service,  a  boon  on  humanity  would  be 
conferred.

Prize  righting-  and  Moving-   Pictures 

Prize  fighting  must  go  because  it  is 
an  inhuman  practice.

There  are  more  serious  casualties 
in  football  than  in  prize  fighting,  bul 
the  latter  appears  to  be  the  more  brutal 
sport.

Moving  pictures  should  be  tol- 
erated if  the  public  could  put  up  with 
the  daily  paper  accounts  of  the  so-  called 
battle.  It  looks  like  a  question  of  tol- 
eration, and  the  moving  pictures  are 
fully  as  much  in  6rder  as  the  newspaper 
accounts.  We  see  that  our  friend,  Mayor 
Fitzgerald,  who  plays  politics  in  his  sleep, 
was  right  on  to  his  job  the  morning  after 
the  contest  with  a  protest  against  the 
moving  pictures.  It  would  be  pitiful 
indeed  if  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  considering 
his  North  End  ancestry  and  his  pink  tea 
political  affiliations  in  Boston,  should  be 
obliged  to  view  the  moving  pictures  of 
this,  what  we  hope  will  be,  the  final 
prize  fight  in  America.

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Words  of  Wisdom  by  Lord  Bacon 

From  Lord  Bacon's  "Precepts  of  the 
Advancement  of  Life." 

It  is  not  enough  for  a  man  only  to 
know  himself;  for  he  should  consider 
also  the  best  way  to  set  himself  forth 
to  advantage;  to  disclose  and  reveal 
himself;  and  lastly  to  turn  and  shape 
himself  according  to  occasion.  We  see 
nothing  more  usual  than  for  the  worse 
man  to  make  the  better  external  show. 

It  is  therefore  no  unimportant  attri- 
bute of  prudence  in  a  man  to  be  able  to 
set  forth  to  advantage  before  others, 
with  grace  and  skill,  his  virtues,  for- 
tunes and  merits  (which  may  be  done 
without  arrogance  or  breeding  disgust), 
and  again  to  cover  artificially,  his  weak- 
nesses, defects,  misfortunes  and  dis- 
graces. 

The  carpenter  of  fortune  should  make 
a  good  use  and  right  application  of  his 
rule;  that  is,  he  should  accustom  his 
mind  to  judge  of  the  proportion  and 
value  of  all  things  as  they  conduce  more 
or  less  to  his  fortune  and  ends,  and 
that  he  do  this  substantially,  not  super- 
ficially. 

Beware  of  being  carried  by  an  excess 
of  magnanimity  and  confidence  to  things 
beyond  our  strength,  and  not  to  row 
against  the  stream.  We  ought  to  look 
around  and  observe  the  things  that  lie 
open  to  us,  and  where  they  are  closed 
and  obstructed,  where  they  are  difficult 
and  where  easy,  that  we  may  not  waste 
our  strength  on  things  to  which  conven- 
ient access  is  forbidden. 

Undertake  nothing  which  of  necessity 
takes  up  a  great  quantity  of  time,  but 
have  this  sound  ever  ringing  in  your 
ears,  "Time  is  flying,  time  that  cannot 
be  retrieved." 

In  every  particular  action  a  man  ought 
to  prepare  and  direct  his  mind,  and 
should  have  one  intention  so  underlying 
and  subordinate  to  another  that,  if  he 
cannot  obtain  his  wishes  to  the  best 
degree,  he  may  yet  be  satisfied  if  he 
succeeded  in  a  second  or  even  a  third; 
and,  if  he  cannot  obtain  them  all  in  that 
particular,  then  he  may  turn  the  labor 
spent  in  it  to  some  other  end  besides  the 
one  intended.  Imitate  nature,  which 
does  nothing  in  vain. 

Do  not  engage  too  peremptorily  in 
anything,  though  at  first  it  seem  not 
likely  to  accident,  but  ever  have  either 
a  window  open  to  fly  out  at  or  a  secret 
way  to  retire  by. 

Love  as  if  you  were  sometimes  to 
hate,  and  hate  as  if  you  were  sometimes 
to  love;  for  it  utterly  betrays  and  de- 


stroys all  utilityfor  men  to  embark  them- 
selves too  far  in  unfortunate  friendship, 
troublesome  and  turbulent  quarrels,  or 
foolish  and  childish  jealousies  and  em- 
ulations. 

The  Tragedy  of  "Getting'  Square" 
What  an  awful  price  people  pay  for 
the  determination  to  "get  square"  with 
those  they  fancy  have  injured  them! 
No  matter  what  others  do  to  us,  every 
bit  of  retaliation,  every  bit  of  injury  we 
do  to  them,  every  blow  intended  for  an- 
other really  wounds  ourselves. 

A  bitter,  revengeful  thought  is  a 
boomerang  which  is  hurled  back  to  the 
thrower.  It  is  impossible  to  injure  an- 
other either  in  thought  or  in  deed  with- 
out receiving  the  blow  ourselves. 

What  a  terrible  price  many  people 
pay  for  their  revenge -a  price  which 
often  staggers  their  advancement,  kills 
their  efficiency,  ruins  their  characters.

Club  Rooms  and  Prohibition 

Citizens  passing  along  Munroe  street, 
and  merchants  located  in  the  vicinity  of 
a  well  known  club,  are  now  accustomed 
to  the  regular  Monday  morning  sight  of 
expressmen  carrying  away  the  empty 
beer  barrels  from  the  club,  the  contents 
of  which  were  consumed  by  the  "mem- 
bers" Saturday  night  and  Sunday.  As 
many  as  18  empty  barrels  (halves)  have 
been  counted  by  Munroe  street  mer- 
chants being  carried  out  of  this  club  room 
on  Monday  forenoons,  showing  that  a 
flourishing  and  profitable  business  was 
being  conducted.  While  these  places 
flourish  throughout  the  city  some  old 
woman  or  widow  is  being  hounded  and 
pursued  by  raids  with  all  the  viciousness 
that  is  required  to  secure  for  the  admin- 
istration the  reputation  of  "  impartially 
enforcing  the  law."  Most  of  the 
numerous  clubs  have  sufficient  decency 
to  perform  this  task  under  the  cover  of 
darkness.

commissioners  are  always  men  who  are 
receptive  for  this  same  microbe.  As  an 
example  of  this,  see  the  Chinese  wall 
now  going  up  in  Lynn  to  provide  an 
abolishment  of  our  grade  crossings, 
going  up  in  the  centre  of  our  business 
district  as  an  everlasting  testimonial 
and  monument  of  the  fact  that  once 
again  the  interests  of  a  community 
were  sold  out  by  those  who  were  pre- 
sumed to  serve  the  dear  people.  Every 
man  in  Lynn  and  every  stranger  who 
comes  to  Lynn  wonders  how  it  happened. 
They  know  the  surroundings,  the  con- 
ditions, and  every  fair  reason  demanded 
the  aboliton  of  those  grade  crossings, 
by  depression,  and  that  no  other  manner 
was  fair  or  right."

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THE  FIRE  LIMITS 

Proposed  New  Lines  Would  be  Hardship 
to  Small  Property  Owners. 

"Commencing  at  the  foot  of  Newhall 
street  at  the  water's  edge  on  Washing- 
ton to  Broad,  Green,  West  Green,  Essex 
to  Washington,  to  Lloyd,  back  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church,  Franklin  to 
south  side  of  Baker,  to  and  across  the 
common  to  west  side  of  Blossom  to 
Summer,  to  Shepard,  to  the  line  of 
Charles  Street,  along  that  street  to 
Bennett  and  to  Light  street,  with  the 
point  of  connection  of  the  line  of  exten- 
sion of  Light  street  with  the  water  edge 
connecting  the  whole  harbor  front  with 
the  point  of  commencement  on  Wash- 
ington street." 

An  altogether  new  fire  district  is 
made  consisting  of  the  enclosure  of  the 
General  Electric  works  and  all  buildings 
within  fire  striking  distance  of  the 
same,  commencing  on  Boston  street  at 
jEtna  place,  following  Boston  to 
Carnes,  down  Centre  street  to  Market 
square  to  Commercial,  South  Common 
to  South  to  Saugus  branch  tracks  to 
Spencer  and  up  that  street  to  the  point 
of  starting  at  .-Etna  place. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  new  proposed 
fire  district  that  the  city  government  is 
asked  to  extend  unfairly  "dooms"  the 
owners  of  certain  strictly  residential 
property  within  the  limits  intended. 
The  members  of  the  government  should 
go  slow  in  this  matter.  It  is  all  right  to 
see  to  the  safety  of  the  city  and  the 
property  within  its  limits,  but  there  is 
such  a  thing  sometimes  as  even  well 
meaning  officials  developing  an  un- 
reasonable hobby  in  their  particular  line. 
Reducing  the  clangers  of  fires  and  pos- 
sible spreading  conflagration  to  the 
minimum  is  laudable  no  doubt,  and  de- 
vising ways  and  means  to  lessen  fire 
dangers  may  be  the  pastime  of  insurance 
companies,  underwriters  and  fire  offici- 
als, but  there  is  a  limit  even  in  this 
specialty.  We  have  a  right  to  expect 
some  protection  from  the  fire  depart- 
ment itself,  and  latest  devised  fire  appa- 
ratus, and  should  not  have  to  depend 
altogether  for  safety  upon  the  forced 
excessive  and  costly  construction  of  the 
buildings  to  be  erected  in  the  future. 

To  "doom"  strictly  residential  pro- 
perty unnecessarily  to  the  I'm  e  limits  is 
a  serious  proposition   to   many   owners. 

They  have  recently  read  of  the  pro- 
posed new  ordinance  extending  the  fire 
limits  with  only  a  passing  glance,    but 


when  they  find  out  that  they  will  be 
compelled  to  build  and  repair  with  brick 
after  this  ordinance  is  passed,  they  will 

wake  up,  as  the  cost  01  brick  is  from  30 
to  50  per  cent,  in  excess  of  wooden  con- 
struction, which  is  already  outrageous 
in  price.  It  will  then  dawn  upon  them 
that  this  proposed  ordinance  is  by  no 
means  a  trifling  matter,  especially  when 
one  realizes  that  even  a  ft ei-  paying  the 
excess  in  cost  lor  brick  construction  it 
by  no  means  follows  that  the  rent  in- 
come is  correspondingly  increased.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  impossible  in  many 
instances  to  collect  in  rent  any  more 
than  could  be  collected  from  a  wooden 
building.  It  would  also  happen  in  many 
cases  that  the  sale  of  land  for  residential 
property  would  become  stagnant,  and 
the  land  a  drug  on  the  market,  because 
people  intending  to  buy  with  a  view  to 
building  wooden  buildings  will  hesitate 
if  rhey  will  have  to  abandon  their  pre- 
perations  for  a  wooden  structure  and 
build  of  brick  at  the  increased  cost. 
We,  therefore,  feel  that  the  city  gov- 
ernment should  go  slow  in  tins  matter, 
and  that  all  the  citizens  interested 
should  arouse  themselves  at  once  and 
demand  a  public  hearing,  as  this  is  a 
question  that  should  not  be  passed  upon 
slightly  by  either  the  members  of  the 
city  government  or  the  citizens,  ami  we 
hope  that  some  steps  will  be  taken  to 
bring  about  a  public  hearing  upon  this 
matter. 

It  is  a  fact  within  the  memory  of 
many  of  us  concerning  some  past  Lynn 
fires  that  the  brick  buildings  did  not  re- 
sist the  flames  more  than  wooden  build- 
ings. By  all  means  give  a  hearing  to 
the  public  on  this  important  subject. 

Posters  in  Europe  advertising  the 
Passion  Play  at  Oberammergau  have 
this  upon  them: — "Central  garage  for 
200  automobiles.  "  "Wine,  spirits  and 
beer— American  bar"- all  of  which 
savors  very  much  of  the  spiritual  as  well 
as  commercial.

These  wholesale  bottlers  have  shown 
their  hand  and  are  now  explaining  what 
a  really  good  thing  the  bar  and  bottle 
bill  is.  As  they  do  not  run  bars  them- 
selves and  their  business  is  selling  bot- 
tled goods,  they  now  feel  they  have 
secured  special  legislation  in  favor  of 
their  personal  enterprises  in  the  selling 
of  bottled  goods. 

Mr.  Hugo  runs  a  large  bottling  plant 
in  Boston,  and  these  bottlers  have  out- 
done the  "publicity  parson"  in  their 
outspoken  praise  of  a  bar  and  bottle  bill. 

They  particularly  argue  that  it  is  bet- 
ter for  the  drunks  to  wash  themselves 
internally  with  beer  by  the  bottle  and 
keg  and  carry  their  hard  liquor  on  the 
hip;  also  better  to  buy  liquor  in  bulk  and 
not  moderately  drink  a  glass  now  and 
then  in  a  saloon.  These  bottlers  of 
course  believe  in  putting  the  saloon  out 
of  business. 

It  has  now  become  apparent  that  cer- 
tain bottling  interests  were  behind  the 
bar  and  bottle  bill,  and  that  they  were 
not  real  temperance  interests. 

The  Prohibition  State  Convention  de- 
clines to  accept  or  indorse  the  bill,  and 
many  of  the  prohibition  leaders  say  that 
the  result  of  the  bill  will  only  be  to  give 
more  revenue  to  those  who  sell  goods  by 
the  bottle;  that  it  does  not  reduce  the 
quantity  of  liquor  sold  by  one  gill  a  day 
in  the  entire  city  of  Boston  or  elsewhere; 
that  more  liquor  will  be  sold  by  those 
who  are  backing  licensed  grocers,  li- 
censed bottlers  and  licensed  dealers  in 
goods  by  the  bottle,  and  they  will  get 
larger  revenue.  Moreover,  the  home 
drunkards  are  not  affected  in  the  slight- 
est degree  by  this  bill,  as  they  will  secure 


just  as  much  liquor  aa  ever  before.     It 

is  evident,   in   conclusion,   that    the    bid 
was  only  a  boom  for  the  bottled  goods 
business.    The  deliverer  of  liquor  in  bulk 
at  the  house  will  not  ask  if  the  rent   is 
paid.     Some  of  our  brainy  meml  i 
the  State  legislature  will  soon  bej 
realize  that  they  have  been  fooled.    Isn't 
it  about  time  that  the  citizens  gav< 
heed  to  those  they  send   to  the   State 
House?

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SHOE  MACHINERY   SITUATION 

What  a  Lynn  Manufacturer  says  Regard- 
ing- the  Machines  and  Service  of  the 
United  CompAny. 

A  prominent  shoe  manufacturer  of 
long  experience  in  the  business  was 
speaking  of  the  shoe  machinery  situ- 
ation the  other  day,  and  among  other 
things  said:—"  I  have  no  interest  in  the 
United  Shoe  Machinery  Co.,  have  never 
invested  in  its  stock,  but  have  had 
much  experience  with  the  Company  in  a 
commercial  way.  Having  been  a  shoe 
manufacturer  for  twenty-five  or  thirty 
years  I  have  been  in  a  position  to 
observe  the  workings  of  shoe  machinery 
in  the  so-called  independent  companies 
and  carefully  noted  the  policy  pursued 
by  the  United  Company. 

"  I  do  not  know  regarding  the  worth 
of  recent  shoe  machinery  promulgated 
to  the  trade,  but  this  I   do  know,    the 
service  given  by  the  United  Company  is 
fully  as  important  to  me  as  the  splendid 
capabilities   of    its    machinery.     Some- 
body, you  know,  has  said  that  'business 
is  the  science  of  service,    and  that  he 
profits  most  who  serves   best'    and   this 
to  my  mind  well  epitomizes  the   United 
Company.     I  am  speaking  now  of  the 
machinery  and  service  of  this   Company 
as  I  have  found  it.     They  have  been   of 
great  value  to  me,  and  machinery  con- 
ditions in  the  shoe  trade  of  to-day   com- 
pared   with    twenty     years     ago     are 
certainly  more   decidedly   advantageous 
to  the  shoe  manufacturer  in  every  way. 
"The  small  talk  about   the  consumer 
being  benefitted  by  a  royalty  saving  of 
from  3  to  5  cents  per  pair  is   most  idle 
and  flippant.     It  is   yet  to   be    demon- 
strated that  this  amount  can   be   saved 
if  no  royalty  was  paid  and  personally   I 
have  no  faith  in  it.     When  depreciation 
charges,  additional   insurance,    interest 
on  the  large  amount  of  capital  involved, 
and  the  amount  which   every  manufac- 
turer would  have  to   set  aside   for  the 
purchase   of  such    new    and    improved 
machinery  as  might   be   placed   on   the 
market,  in  addition  to   the   charges   for 
maintaining  his  machines,    was  figured 
up,  I  feel  quite  sure  the  royalty  paid   at 
the  present  time  would   look   small   in- 
deed.    You  see,  in  my  early  experience, 
I  had  to  buy  outright  from  different  con- 
cerns some  of  my  machinery  and  it  will 
not  work  out  any  different  at  this   time 
than  it  did  then.     In  any  case,  it   would 
never  result  that   the  consumer  would 
get  his  shoes  for  one  cent  less  was  the 
royalty  system  of  machinery  to  be   cut 


out.  The  shoe  jobber  would  most  likely 
get  the  largest  benefit,  if  any  resulted, 
but  I  do  not  subscribe  to  the  fact  that 
machinery  purchased  outright  „.s  as 
advantageous  to  the  manufacturer  as 
machinery  leased  under  present  condi- 
tions from  the  United  Company.  It  is 
a  great  blessing  to  most  shoe  manufac- 
turers that  they  do  not  have  to  tie  up 
thousands  of  dollars  in  shoe  machinery 
and  that  experts  are  instantly  at  hand 
to  keep  the  machinery  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. I  merely  have  to  touch  the  button 
when  my  machinery  is  out  of  order,  and 
almost  instantly  it  is  put  in  proper 
working  condition.  You  can  see  that 
the  United  Company  finds  it  a  splendid 
business  policy  to  keep  their  machines 
right  up  to  concert  pitch  at  their  full 
capacity  because  by  so  doing  their  leas- 
ing plan  is  thereby  the  most  effective. 
There  is  the  utmost  willingness  on  the 
part  of  the  United  Company  organiz- 
ation to  accommodate.  I  never  before 
saw  a  more  perfectly  working  business 
organization,  and  while  other  people  may 
have  machinery,  and  may  be  able  to  do 
certain  things,  it  would  be  folly  for  me 
to  sever  my  connection  with  a  Company 
which  I  believe  has  so  well  and  thoro- 
ughly served  my  interests  as  the  United 
organization. 

"All  this  talk  about  trusts  and  com- 
bines is  very  easy,  but  you  cannot  call 
the  United  Company  a  trust  when  it  is 
possible  to  run  a-  shoe  factory  without 
their  service.  As  I  understand  it,  the 
definition  of  a  trust  is  that  company  or 
organization  which  has  exclusive  con- 
trol of  a  product.  It  is  not  so  in  this 
instance,  and  you  will  find  upon  investi- 
gation that  the  United  Company,  while 
it  has  had  wonderful  machinery,  and 
kept  it  well  up  to  date  still  it  is  my 
opinion  that  the  greatest  element  in 
their  success  has  been  the  service  and 
attention  which  they  have  given  to  their 
lessees.  Everybody  understands  that 
it  is  one  thing  to  have  a  good  machine 
and  quite  another  proposition  to  possess 
the  ability  to  exploit  the  machinery. 
The  United  States  in  granting  patents 
give  a  monopoly  to  the  holder  of  the 
patent  for  seventeen  years,  with  im- 
provements to  continue  for  a  similar 
length  of  time,  and  if  the  United  Com- 
pany has  been  guilty  of  exploiting  what 
some  people  are  pleased  to  call  'monopoly 
rights,'  they  have  been  conferred  upon 
this  organization  by  the  government. 
All  manufacturers  have  been  treatep 
alike  by  the  United  Company   and  that

is  a  very  strong  point  and  one  that  is 
winning  them  much  support  in  the 
present  argument. 

••  With  the  great  development  in  the 
shoe  business  and  the  enormous  produc- 
tion during  the  past  five  years,  I  don't 
know  what  the  shoe  trade  would  have 
done  had  it  not  possessed  the  advant- 
ages of  the  United  Shoe  Machinery  Co. 
Others  may  have  some  good  ideas  in 
shoe  machinery,  and  if  they  have  I  shall 
be  glad  to  take  my  hat  off  to  them,  but 
in  all  fairness  and  justice  I  am  bound  to 
speak  well  of  the  bridge  that  has  carried 
me  safely  across,  to  date. 

•'  In  the  old  days  I  have  had  as  many 
as  a  half  dozen  machinery  men  in  my 
factory  at  one  time  demonstrating, 
worrying  and  annoying  me  with  their 
claims.  Now  all  this  has  passed— 
long  ago  — and  all  I  meet  with  is  fully 
perfected  machines  giving  good  quality 
and  rapid  results." 

Lynn  people  should  recollect  when 
they  are  called  upon  to  read  George 
Kibbe  Turner's  articles  on  city  govern- 
ment by  commission  that  he  is  the  indi- 
vidual who  wrote  the  white  slave 
muckraking  magazine  article  which  a 
special  grand  jury  in  New  York  investi- 
gated and  found  there  was  no  basis  for 
Mr.  Turner's  charges.  This  grand  jury 
was  headed  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr., 
and  they  had  all  the  means  and  assist- 
ance possible  with  which  to  work. 
When  the  Lynn  public  is  called  upon  by 
the  Men's  Federation  to  be  influenced 
by  what  Mr.  Turner  says,  it  is  well  to 
refer  to  his  record  as  a  truth  teller,  and 
judge  him  accordingly. 

Are  we  not  getting  unduly  excited  and 
unreasonably  increasing  the  police  de- 
partment expense  by  reason  of  the  June 
25  tragedy?  Proper  protection  is  one 
thing,  but  to  have  so  many  policemen  in 
and  about  Central  square  that  one  al- 
most falls  over  them  in  going  about, 
looks  like  overdoing  the  thing.  The  au- 
thorities have  no  need  to  become  panicky. 

Cars  are  being  run  to  Peabody  on  the 
Boston  &  Northen  St.  railroad  at  1 1  p.  in. 
on  Sunday  nights  during  the  summer. 
Previously  this  car  has  gone  only  as  far 
as  Wyoma. 

A  letter  posted  in  Central  Square, 
Lynn,  at  1  p.m.  and  delivered  in  Boston 
at  5  p.m.  does  not  suggest  real  rapid 
postal  service.

It'  it  were  not  for  the  high  standard  of 
ethics  (?)  of  Mayor  Rich,  the  prosperous 
and  money-making  club  rooms  that  now 

flourish  in  Lynn  for  the  persona]  profit 
of  politicians  would  be  raided  and  c 
and  the  buccaneer  "pols"  compel l 
do  with  less  change.  How  the  public 
long  for  a  little  of  that  boasted  "per- 
sonal self  respect"  from  the  Belf  pro- 
claimed "honesl  motorman"  mayor.  No 
one  thinks  that  Ellen  Scars  is  personally 
afraid  to  raid  these  clubs,  if  left  to  him- 
self. What  restraining  hand  prevents? 
Chief  Burckes  gives  the  administration 
at  city  hall  exactly  what  it  orders.

It  was  a  blow  to  the  public  interests 
for  the  railroad  commissioners  to  hand 
out  such  a  decision  as  they  did  in  the 
Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad, 
dodging  the  issue  by  practically  refer- 
ring the  matter  back  to  the  legislature, 
which  has  twice  decided  in  favor  of  the 
tunnel  in  Boston.  With  all  due  respect 
for  Chairman  Hall  of  the  commission, 
as  he  dissents  from  the  report  of  the 
other  two  members  of  the  railroad  com- 
mission. He  consistently  stands  by  his 
past  action,  while  his  associates  dodge 
and  shrink  away  from  the  issue. 

The  opposing  railroad  interests  have 
undoubtedly  controlled  two  of  the  three 
members  of  the  railroad  commission, 
and  the  convenience  of  the  public  is 
thrown  to  the  winds.  The  legislature 
should  take  steps  to  protect  the  public 
against  this  commission,  the  salaries  of 
which  are  paid  by  the  railroads  of  the 
state,  which  should   not  be    the    case. 

Massachusetts  should  have  a  public 
utilities  commission  to  see  that  the 
people  get  their  rights  from  public 
service  corporations— the  same  as  in 
New  York.

The  cleanest  thing  on  the  railroad  is  the 
Lynn  station.

The  Oiling-  of  the  Streets 

There  has  been  much  talk  with  refer- 
ence to  the  oiling  «if  the  streets,  and  the 
board  of  public  works  has  comeoul  with 
a  formal   statement  and  other  parties 
have  made  statements;  when  the  simple 
fact    is  that   the   hoard  of   public  work 8 
has  made  an  error  in  oiling  loosely  con- 
structed  streets.      Thoroughfares'  with 
several  inches  of  dust  upon  then,  i 
I"'    properly  oiled,   notwithstanding  the 
board   of  public  works  assumes  a  very 
knowing  disposition  regarding  it 
>    •  '    formula."     Time   may  remedy   the 
existing  evils  in  connection  with  the  oil- 
ing of  streets,  and  we   certainly  hope 
that  the  city  will  be  successful  with  its 
experiments.      Nobody  shows  a  disposi- 
tion to  complain  without  reason.     Many 
people  have  found  fault  beca,use  carpets 
and  other  household  goods    have   been 
injured  by  the  oil    and  they   have  good 
reason  to  complain    in   this   connection. 
On  the  state  roads  and   boulevards   the 
oiling  appears   to   be  a  success,    and  if 
the  city  can  have  its  streets  well   maca- 
damized and  treat  them  as,  for  instance, 
the  country  road  to  i.y  untie  Id    has   been 
recently  gone  over  with  tar  and   oil,    no 
doubt  there    will    be    permanent    good 
results.     What  most    people    complain 
about  is  that  there  is  too   much   experi- 
menting at  the   expense  of  the  public 
and  the  board  of  public  works  is  charged 
only  with  dereliction  to  duty  in    so    far 
as  they  have  applied  their  original   sub- 
stance not  possessing  a  substantial  base. 
It  looks  as  if  the  board  of  public   works 
should  be  criticized  for  trying  to  oil  the 
streets  in    a    too    economical    manner, 
applying  a  substance  which  does  not  do 
the   work  claimed  for  it    in    many    in- 
stances.    The  county  commissioners,  in 
completing  Lynnfield  street,    have    ap- 
plied  a   mixture  of  oil,  sand  and    tine 
stone  to  the  surface  with  entirely 
factory  results.     Similar  treatment  has 
been  given    to   the   shore  boulevard    by 
the  Metropolitan  park  commission,    and 
no  complaints  of  any  consequence    have 
ever  been  heard.     And  if   the   city    will 
this  work  as  a   model   nobody   will 
complain.     Cheapness  and    inefficiency 
has  characterized  the  Lynn  work   when 
compared  with  the   work   done    bj 
state  and  county  and  even  Swampscott.

Quite  a  Comedy 

We  would  like  to  inquire  just  what  is 
the  official  status  of  one  Bunce  employed 
as  a  spotter  by  the  Tolman  Fund.  W  hat 
right  has  he  to  go  upon  raids?  What 
right  has  any  superior  official  to  send 
him?  He  is  a  trespasser  and  a  meddler 
at  a  raid.  If  he  and  Mr  King  have  evi- 
dence, their  place  is  in  court  upon  the 
Witness  stand. 

The  police  in  the  past  were  severely 
criticised  for  permitting  certain  pre- 
sumptous  officials  of  the  "No  license 
league"  (some  of  whom  we  do  not  hear 
much  of  now  as  their  salaries  are 
stopped)  from  running  loose  over  the 
police  station,  and  in  due  time  they 
found  their  proper  level.

We  are  one  of  those  who  don't  see 
where  the  greater  Boston  movement  fits 
in  with  Lynn.  We  think  we  have  suffi- 
cient trouble  at  present  and  that  a 
greater  municipality  would  not  improve 
matters.  The  larger  the  city  the  harder 
the  proposition  to  govern. 


An  improvement  that  seems  to  be  in 
order  for  immediate  consideration,  is 
the  paving  of  Washington  street  from 
the  Post  Office  to  Western  avenue,  sim- 
ilarly to  Franklin  street.  The  Hassam 
paving  seems  to  be  a  great  success  on 
the  latter  street,  and  should  now  be 
tried  on  the  former.  It  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  Washington  street  will  have  this 
work  done  upon  it  by  next  spring  or 
summer. 

The  city  council  had  best  go  slow  in 
the  extension  of  the  fire  limits  because 
radical  action  in  this  direction  is  apt  to 
prove  a  serious  blow  to  the  development 
of  Lynn.  It  will  be  a  severe  hardship 
on  many  property  owners,  as  previously 
stated  in  the  Review,  if  the  limits  are 
extended  as  proposed.  Making  it  man- 
datory upon  property  owners  who  have 
low-priced  tenements  to  rebuild  of  brick 
in  the  event  of  fire  would  be  a  matter  of 
much  concern  to  many  people. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  promoters  of 
the  idea  of  converting  Flax  pond  into  a 
beauty  spot  will  be  entirely  successful 
in  their  plans.  It  is  said  that  a  free 
right  of^way  around  the  pond  may  be 
secured  at  a  nominal  sum,  becaust  the 
people  in  that  vicinity  are  more  than 
eager  to  have  the  plan  materialize.

The  wishes  and  pleasure  of 
the  m?yor  in  this  matter  are  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  made  known  to  the 
chief,  who  has  been  on  the  job  too  loi  g 
to  mistake  or  misunderstand  the  atti- 
tude on  such  matters  of  the  various 
chief  executives  under  whom  he  has 
served.

POOR  AND  POLICE 

The  Promised    Reduced    Expense    Prom 
No-License  Not  a    Reality 

One  of  the  chief  arguments  by  the 
agitators  for  no-license,  in  fact  it  may 
be  called  a  stock  argument,  is  that 
the  expenses  of  the  police  and  the  poor 
departments  decrease  very  materially 
when  the  city  votes  No.  It  was  stated 
by  one  enthusiast  for  no-license  that 
with  such  a  law  going  into  effect  "tin- 
expenses  of  the  poor  and  police  di 
ments  will  be  cut  in  two. ' ' 

Interested  in  securing  the  facts  bear- 
ing on  such  a  statement  the  writer  has 
secured  official  figures  from  the  depart- 
ments at  the  city  hall,  which  give  the 
expenditures  in  these  departments  for 
the  two  full  years  of  no-license  from 
May  1,  1908  to  May  1,  1910.  In  spite  of 
the  no-license  conditions  which  prevail- 
ed for  the  two  years  ending  May  1,  it 
will  be  noticed  that  the  poor  and  police 
expenditures  were  fairly  robust. 

Expenses  of  Poor  Department 

1906  and  1907 $82,567.74 

May  1,  1908  to  May  1,  1910, 

2  years $83,614.15 

Expenses  of  Police  Department 

1906  and  1907 $206,390.66 

May  1,  1908  to  May  1,  1910, 

2  years $216,458.95 

From  the  above,  it  may  be  seen  that 
instead  of  the  expenses  being  cut  in  two 
or  reduced,  the  contrary  has  been  the 
result,  and  expenses  increased  by 
approximately  $1<>,000  in  the  police 
department,  and  $1000  in  the  poor  de- 
partment, reckoning  on  the  two  full 
years  of  no-license  in  comparison  with 
the  expenditures  in  these  departments 
for  1906-1907.

Tenement  Letting-  and  Children 

The  trouble  about  people  with  children 
obtaining  tenements  in  which  to  live  is 
the  fault  of  the  parents,  not  of  the  chil- 
dren. Everybody  loves  a  decent  child 
and  most  children  are  that,  unless  their 
parents  spoil  them.  Many  parents  per- 
mit their  children  to  destroy  the  houses 
in  which  they  live  and  the  grounds 
around  the  neighborhood  and  make  life 
miserable.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
children,  but  the  fault  of  the  parents 
who  maintain  no  restraint  whatever  over 
them.  Young  people  cannot  be  expected 
to  act  like  old  folks,  but  they  can  and 
should  be  kept  within  reasonable  bounds. 
The  owner  of  a  tenement  cannot  afford 
to  let  it  to  a  man  with  a  large  family  of 
children  if  he  has  reason  to  suppose  the 
children  will  be  unrestrained.  Again, 
as  soon  as  a  family  with  a  lot  of  unruly 
children  moves  into  a  tenement  or  a 
neighborhood,  other  tenants  move  out. 
Can  a  house  owner  be  expected  to  do 
that  which  will  make  his  property  un- 
profitable? The  solution  of  the  question 
lies  with  the  parents.  It  is  not  objec- 
tion to  children  as  such,  but  to  children 
whose  parents  have  no  control  over 
them. —Salem  News.

In  the  early  stages  of  the  present 
grade  crossing  construction  the  friends 
of  Mayor  Rich  were  claiming  for  him 
the  sole  "credit"  of  bringing  about  a 
settlement  of  the  grade  crossing  ques- 
tion, by  having  the  tracks  elevated  in- 
stead of  depressed. 

Now  that  the  work  has  assumed  pro- 
portions that  will  give  the  public  an  idea 
about  how  it  is  going  to  look  and  the 
damage  to  property  along  the  line  is 
being  realized,  the  mayor's  friends  are 
not  having  so  much  to  say  about  his 
"achievement."  The  Review  has  al- 
ways taken  the  position  that  the  tracks 
should  be  depressed  and  not  elevated, 
and  friends  of  the  mayor,  who  are  point- 
ing to  the  present  construction  as  an 
achievement  of  his,  should  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  his  predecessors  in  office, 
since  the  agitation  of  the  grade  crossing 
question  began,  could  have  secured  a 
settlement  of  the  proposition  by  handing 
over  the  municipal  consent,  submitting 
to  the  elevation  scheme,  and  smother- 
ing the  agitation  for  depression  of  the 
tracks. 

In  this  matter,  as  in  all  others  where 
public  service  corporation  interests  are 
involved,  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
secured  everything  it  desired,  and  the 
citizens,  particularly  those  who  own 
property  adjoining  the  proposed  eleva- 
tion, received  but  little  consideration  — 
and  the  worst  is  yet  to  come.

Regulation  38  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  following  as  Article  VI,  Sec- 
tion 1: 

No  person,  by  himself  or  by  his  ser- 
vant or  agent  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
of  any  other  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, shall  in  the  city  of  Lynn  sell,  ex- 
change or  deliver  any  milk,  skimmed 
milk  or  cream  which  contains  more  than 
500,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  or 
which  has  a  temperature  higher  than  50 
degrees  Fahrenheit.

That  is  the  Most   Practical  Solution  of 
the  Charter  Question 

The  special  election  on  the  charter 
question  takes  place  on  Tuesday,  Octo- 
ber 11,  and  the  supporters  of  the  three 
proposed  charters  are  now  busy  cam- 
paigning for  their  particular  choice.  The 
charter  situation  within  the  last  two  or 
t.iree  weeks  has  taken  a  very  sudden 
and  positive  turn.  The  general  lack  of 
confidence  in  Mayor  Rich  now  rapidly 
spreading  throughout  the  city  will  be 
responsible  for  the  loss  of  many  votes 
that  originally  intended  to  support  the 
o!d  charter;  but  with  Mayor  Rich  as  the 
leading  champion  of  the  old  charter, 
many  voters  will  hesitate  before  they 
follow  him  on  this  or  any  other  question. 
His  absolute  lack  of  sincerity  in  the 
matter,  proved  by  his  conduct  before 
the  committee  on  cities  at  the  charter 
hearing  at  Boston,  the  details  of  which 
were  never  fully  published  by  the  local 
press,  has  been  sufficient  to  satisfy  those 
who  know  him  best,  of  his  false  position 
in  this  matter. 

At  the  hearing  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee whom  he  appointed,  and  who 
labored  faithfully  and  long  to  prepare 
the  draft  that  is  now  known  as  plan  2, 
claimed  that  they  had  the  assurance  of 
the  mayor  that  he  would  support  this 
committee  on  cities.  The  exhibition  that 
he  made  of  himself  on  this  occasion, 
and  his  statement  that  he  only  appointed 
this  committee  to  draft  a  charter  to  help 
kill  the  draft  submitted  by  the  Men's 
Federation,  and  that  he  was  in  favor  of 
the  present  charter,  certainly  caused  a 
great  commotion  among  the  members 
of  the  committee  and  the  Lynn  citizens 
who  were  present. 

He  has  already  stated  that  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate  for  mayor  if  the  old 
charter  were  not  retained,  and  that  he 
would  move  from  the  city  rather  than 
live  under  a  commission  form  of  govern- 
ment. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  his  sincerity  in  the 
whole  charter  proposition  is  questioned, 
and  many  citizens  who  were  looking  to 
him  to  lead  them  in  this  matter  now  look 
for  safety  under  another  banner,  and 
are  lining  up  in  favor  of  plan  2. 

Plan  1,  "The  Men's  Federation  Char- 
ter," provides  for  a  commission  of  five, 
in  substitution  for  the  mayor,  the  board 
of  aldermen,  common  council  and  board 
of  public  works,  and  many  departments. 
There  is  a  board  of  five  directors  with 


equal  powers,  a  school  committee  of  five 
members. 

By  plan  2,  the  city  committee  charter, 
the  mayor  is  retained  with  a  single 
branch,  city  council  of  eleven,  a  school 
committee  of  eleven,  and  no  depart- 
ments are  abolished,  but  there  is  a  change 
in  the  numbers  and  manner  of  election. 
The  members  of  the  city  council  serve 
terms  of  two  years  each,  six  being  elect- 
ed one  year  and  five  elected  the  next. 
The  mayor  is  elected  every  two  years, 
and  the  same  year  that  five  members  of 
the  city  council  are  elected. 

In  both  charters  party  designations 
are  abolished. 

There  are  about  60  commission  gov- 
erned cities  in  the  country. 

Plan  2  appears  to  be  the  more  repre- 
sentative form  of  government. 

There  is  a  general  feeling  among  our 
citizens  that  they  would  rather  place  the 
city  government  in  the -hands  of  eleven 
men  than  in  five.  The  five  could  form  a 
close  corporation  and  build  up  a  gigantic 
machine,  and  citizens  generally,  there- 
fore, prefer  a  commission  of  eleven 
members.  No  one  of  them  possesses 
the  imperial  powers  given  to  the  com- 
missioner of  finances  in  plan  1. 

Plan  2  retains  as  its  basis  the  repre- 
sentative form  of  government  with  the 
responsibility  fixed  and  the  interests  of 
the  city  properly  safeguarded. 

It  provides  that  there  shall  be  no  secret 
meetings.  The  matters  involving  the 
expenditure  of  money  or  sale  of  city 
property,  granting  of  franchises,  must 
be  voted  upon  twice  affirmatively,  and 
the  expenditure  of  money  requires  six 
votes,  and  eight  votes  if  the  expenditure 
is  in  excess  of  the  amount  recommended 
by  the  finance  committee. 

Plan  1  does  not  provide  for  these  safe- 
guards. 

The  mayor  is  made  a  member  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  ex  officio.  The 
superintendent  of  streets  and  city  en- 
gineer are  also  members  of  the  same, 
abolishing  the  present  board. 

The  mayor  is  the  executive  head  of 
the  city  and  his  duties  are  made  plain. 
They  are  such  as  to  require  him  to  keep 
in  constant  detailed  touch  with  all  city 
affairs. 

We  think  plan  2  is  a  better  one  for  the 
city  if  a  change  is  made.  The  question 
on  the  ballot  is,  "Shall  the  present  char- 
ter be  repealed?"  Answered  by  voting 
Yes  or  No,  but  every  voter,  whether  he 
votes  Yes  or  No  upon  this  question, 
must  also  express  his  choice  as  to  which 
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plan  he  prefers,  regardless  of  how  he 
voted  on  the  first  question,  and  our  sug- 
gestion would  be  to  vote  Yes  and  for 
plan  2. 

Vote  to  repeal  the  present  charter. 

Vote  for  plan  2,  kill  the  present  board 
of  public  works,  and  oppose  Mayor  Rich, 
who  is  on  record  for  the  cumbersome 
charter  now  in  force.
